Whereas doubta may exist whether the right 
railed Copyright can be enforced by the Common 
Law of England in those parts of the Terriioriea 
subject to the Guvernment of the East India Com- 
pany into which the Common Law of England liaa 
been introduced : 

And whereat doubta may exist whether the said 
right can be enforced hy viytue of the principles 
of equity and good ronscienoe in the other parts 
of the I erritories subject to the Government of 
the East India Company :

1. 'Whereas by the Charter .of the Supreme 
Court of Judicature at Fort Williain in Bengal, .1^ 
proceM of the Court, except in certain cases, is 
required to be addressed to and executed by the 
Sheriff of Calcutta, which in tlie cose of partij^' 
resident without the local limits of the iuiisaiction 
of the Court Is often attended with unnecewery 
expense and other inconvenioncc. And whereas it 
is desirable to make provision for the cxeciitlun of 
the procesB of the said Supreme Court without ^a 
local limits of its jurisdiction similar to those made 
for the execution of the process of the Courts of the 
HonJhle the East India ComiMiny within the local 
limits of the jurisdiction of ttie said Supreme Court 
—It Is enacted, that from and after the passing of 
this Act it shall be lawful for the said Supreme 
Court, notwithstanding the terms of the said 
Chatter when any process of the said Court is to be 
executed against any person subject to the juris* 
diction thereof, and not resident within the local 
limits thereof, or against any property without such 
limits to issue any process which the said Court fs- 
as may be empowered- to issue, and to address the

Th^ followtiijc Draft of a proposed Act was read 
n Council for the firat time on the 13th of March, 
1847. 

Act No. of 1847. 

An Act for attabluihing a CoSrt if Subordinate 

Civil Jwigdiction tn t/ie of CedcuUa. 

Whereas the jurisdiction of the Court of Re> 
quests for the Recovery of Small Debts in and for 
the Settlement of Fort William in Rengal, is limit* 
ed to suits brought for the recoverv of Debts not 
exceeding 400 Sicca Rupees, and whereas it is not 
expedient that the jurisdiotion of the said Court of 
Requests should be extended : 

And whereas it is inconvenient to the people to 
be obliged to resort to Her Majesty’s Supreme 
Court of Judicature in all suits for debt exc^ing 
400 Sicca Rupees, and in all other suits and 
actions whatsoever : 

And whereas for remedy of the said Inconveni* 
^ ence it is expedient to establish a new Court with 
jttrisdictira over the subject matters of actions at 
Law, and%rith power to make decrees upon such 
subject matters aoeording to Equity and Good 
Consdence following the Law: 

1. It is hereby enacted, that from and after the 
day of 

the Court of Requests for the Recovery of Small 
Debts in and for tite Settlement of Fort Wi&iam In 
Bmgal shidl be abolished, except so far as regards 
suits pmding therdn at the time of passing this 
Act, which Mall be proceeded in and determined 
as if this Act had not been passed, and that on the 
«dd day a Court for foe exocise original Civil 
jurisdiction in foe City of Calcutta foall be 
established, and shall be called foe Subordiiurfe 
Civil Court for foe City of Calcutta. 


n. And it is enacted, tha% the said Subordinate 
Civil Court shall ctmsiat of as many Commissioners 
as to foe Governor of Bengal shall from time to 
time seem meet, and thateaM of the Commissioners 
sitting separately foall exmoiae all the jurisdiotion 
and powers herein conferred upon the aaid Snbor* 
dinate Civil Court, except the power of making 
Rules under Section XXV. of this Act. Provided 
always, that at least one of foe said Commissioners 
shall be a Barrister of not leas than five years 
standing. 

III. And it is enacted, that one of the Com* 
mtsstoners bein^' a Barrister of dve years standing, 
shall be the Chief Commiasioner. 

And it it enacted, that each of the Com* 
misaioners shall receive such Salary aa to the 
Governor General in Council shall seem meet, 
respect being had to the qualificationa of each. 

y. And it is enacted, that it shall be lawful for 
the Governor of Bengal to appoint such and so 
many Ministerial Officers aa to him shall seem 
necessary for foe eifiment performance of the 
business of foe said Court, and that each of the 
said Officers shall receive such Salary as to the 
Governor General in Council shall seem meet. 

VI. And it is enacted, that the said Subor- 
dinate Civil Court shall have jurisdiction over all 
causes of Action, for which an Action may be main* 
tsioed on the Plea Side of the said Supreme Court, 
where the debt, damages, or value of the property 
for which such Action may be brought does not 
exceed the following amounts, that it to say, where 
the Action is brought, to recover any property for 
which an Action of Ejectment may be maintained in 
foe said Supreme Court, the amount of Two Hundred 
Company’s Rupees per annum, where the Action 
is brought for .any malicious arrest, maliciously 
holding to Biul or for any other mallciouB prosecu- 
tion, or for any Libel or Slander, or for any Aasault, 
Battery, or fuse imprisonment, the amount of Three 
Hundi^ Company's Rupees, and in all other 
Actions the amount of One Thousand Company’s 
Rupees.

XLIII. And it is enacted, that every in- 
quisition of lunacy to be bolden within the local 
limits of Calcutta shall be holden before the 
said Court, any former practice or usage tu the 
contrary notwithstanding, and the trial shall be 
by a special jury of twelve men who shall be 
summoned in the usual manner of summoning a 
special jury. 

XLIV. And whereas by the Charter estab- 
lishing the said Supreme Court, the said Court 
is authorized and empowered to frame such rules 
of practice, and to make such standing orders 
for administration of justice and theduc e.xercise 
of the Civil, Criminal, Admiralty, and Eccle- 
siastical Jurisdiction thereby created, and to do 
all such other things as shall be found necessary 
thereto so as the said Court shall from time to 
time transmit the same under the Seal thereof 
to Her Majesty, Her Heirs or Successors in Her • 
or their Privy Council for the approbation, con- 
trol, or alteration of Her Majesty, Her Heirs or 
Successors. And whereas by an Act passed at 
a Session of Parliament bolden in the second 
and third years of the Reign of Her present 
Majesty, entitled “ An Act to confirm certain 
“ Rules and Orders of the Supreme Courts of 
“ Judicature at Fort William and Madras, and 
“ to empower the same Courts and the Supreme 
** Court of Judicature of Bombay, to make Rules 
“ and Orders concerning Pleadings” — it was 
enacted amongst other things that the Supreme 
Court of Fort William should and might by any 
other Rules and Orders to be from time to time 
passed by such Court make such further alter- 
ations in the mode of pleading in the said Court, 
or in the inode of entering and transcribing, 
pleadings, judgmints and otlier proceedings m 
actions at law or suits in Equity, or any Civil 
or Ecclesiastical causes, and such regulations 
as to the payment of costs and otherwise for 
carrying into effect any such alterations as to 
the said Court might seem expedient, subject to 
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the provisoes in that Act ooatained as to the 
confirmation or disallowance thereof by the Go* 
vemor General of India in Couocih and the alter* 
ing or reconsidering thereof by Her Majesty, 
Her Heirs, or Successora, and as to the power of 
pleading the general issne and giving the sp^ial 
matter in evidence in the cases therein mention* 
ed. And whereas it is desirable to prevent any 
doubts arising as to the power of the said Court 
to make such Rolea and Orders and Regulations 
as may from time to time be necessary to give 
full effect to the provisions in this Act contain* 
ed— >It is enacts, that the said Court shall 
and may make from time to time such Rules, 
Orders, and Regulations as to the mode of

The following Draft of a proposed Act was read 
in Council for the first time on the Idth of March 
1847. 

Act No. — — or 1847. 

An Act for faeiHtatinff the execution of the Process 
* of the Supreme Court of Judicature at Pori 
tVUliam in Bengal, and the taking of affidavits 
without the Idftil limits of the jurisdiction of the 
said Court, 

I. Whereas by the Charter of the Supreme 
Court of Judicature at Fort William in Eengal, the 
process of the Court, except in certain cases, is 
required to be addressed to and executed by the 
Sheriff of Calcutta, which in the case of parties 
resident without the local litults of the jurisdiction 
of the Court is often attended with unnecessary 
expense and other inconvenience. And whereas it 
is desirable to make provision fur the execution of 
the Process of the said Su{>rt?me Court without the 
local limits of its jurisdiction similar to those made 
for the execution of the process of the Courts of tlus 
Hon’ble the East India Cotnpany within the local 
limits of the jurisdiction of the said Supreme Court 
— It is enacted, that from and after the passing of 
this Act it shall ho lawful for tlie said Supreme 
Court, notwithstanding the terms of the said 
Charter when any process of the said (Jourt is to he 
executed against any jierson subject to the juris- 
diction thereof, and not resident within the local 
limits thereof, or against any property without such 
llinits to issue any process which the said Ct)urt is 
as may bo empowered to issue, and to address the 
same to such person as it shall think fit, and to 
direct the executioif thereof in the manner herein' 
after provided, and •that the same shall be executed 
acoordtngly, and that upon the same being executed 
and returned in the manner provided for by this 
Act it shall be lawful for the said Court to proceed 
thereupon in like manner as if the same had been 
executed according to the practice of the Court 
before the pawing of this Act. 



II. And it if enacted, that it shall be lawful 
for the Mid Supreme Court or for any Judge 
thereof by a letter of request addressed to any 
Court, Judge, Ha^trate, or Justice of the Peace, 
without the local fimits of the Mid Supreme Court, 
enclosing or accompanied by two duplicate origi- 
nals any such process as aforeMid to request 
that such proccM may. be executed within the 
limits of the jurisdiction of such Court, Judge, 
Magistrate, or Justice of the Peace, pursuant to tlie 
directions therein contained, and that such letter and 
each of such duplicates shall be signed by one of 
<ihc Judges of the said Supreme Court and sealed 
with the seal of the said Court, and the production 
thereof purporting to be so signed and sealed as 
aforesriu shall be sufficient evidence of the issuing 
of such process, and that the requisition thereof 
shall and may be performed by any person or 
persons for the time oeing, constituting such Court, 
or discliarging the duties of such Judge, Magistrate, 
or Justice of the Peace. 

III. And it is further enacted, that upon the 
production of such letter of request, together with 
such duplicates as aforesaid, any Judge of such 
Court, or such Judge, Magistrate, or Justice of the« 
Peace shall, by endorsement upon one of such 
duplicates respectively under his fiand, direct the 
said process to bo executed pursuant to such direc- 
tions as aforesaid by such person or persons as 
such Court, Judge, Magistrate, or Justice of the 
Peace shall appoint to execute the same, and shall 
deliver one of such duplicate to such persou or 
persons so appointed to execute the same and that 
the some shall be executed accordingly ; and if the 
aaino shall require to be executed beyond the limits 
of the jurisdiction of the Court, Judge, Magistrate, 
or Justice of the Pence, to which or to whom such 
letter of request may be addressed, then such dupli- 
cate may be executed by any other Court, Judge, 
Magistrate, or Justice of the Peace, having juris- 
diction over the subject matter of such process in 
like manner as the original process of the Court, 
Judge, Magistrate, or Justice of the Peace to which 
or to whom such letter of re<iuest may be addressed 
may he executed beyond the limits of the jurisdic- 

* tion of such Court, Judge, Magistrate, or Justice of 
the Peace. Provided always, that when such process 
sliall be executed by any Court, Judge, Magistrate, 
or Justice of the Peace to which or to whom the 
letter of request aforesaid was not addressed a 
Judge of such Court, or such Judge, Magistrate, or 
Justice of the Peace so executing the same shall 
certify in writing under his haad the execution of 
such process, and shall forward, such certificate to 
the said Court, Judge, Magistrate, or Justice of the 
Peace to which or to whom such letter of request 
was addreued, of which said certificate purporting 
to be signed as aforesaid the production alone shall 
be sufficient evidence. 

IV. And it is further enacted, that when such 
process shall have been executed in manner afore- 


Mid, any Judge of aneb Court as such Judge, Ma- 
gistrate, or Justice of the Peace as aforesmd to 
which or to whom such letter of request as afore- 
smd was addressed shall by endorsement upon the 
other of such duplicates under his band certify the 
execution thereof, and shall deUver such duplicate 
so endorsed to the party or parties 1^ whom the 
same was originally produced, or his or their 
agents, and the production of such duplicate so 
endorsed and appearing to be so signed as aforesaid 
shall be sufficient evidence of the execution of such 
process. 

V. And it is enacted, that upon the delivery of 
such duplicates of any civil process as aforesaid, 
to such Court, Judge or Magistrate as aforesaid 
the smd Court, Jud^, or Magistrate shall cause 
the date of such delivery to be endorsed on such 
duplicates, and shall cause the said process to be 
executed in like manner or as near thereto as 
if the same had been issued from or by such Court, 
Judge or Mo^strate as aforesaid at the time of the 
said delivery; and no distinction shall he made a'S 
to priority or otherwise between the execution ,.Qf 
such process as aforesaid, or any other process of or 
by the said Court, Judge or Magistrate. But every ' 
process, whether original or otherwise, shall as be- 
tween each other, he subject to the same rules 
touching the mode and order of execution as are 
now or may he from time to time established in 
respect of process originally issued by such Court, 
Juoge or Magistrate. 

VI. And it is further enacted, that where any 
process of the said Supreme Court for the appoint- 
ment of a Receiver of any lands out of sucli local 
limits, or any other process of the said Supreme 
Court against such lands shall be issued for the 
purpose of being enforced or executed by any 
other Court, Judge or Magistrate, under the pro- 
visions of this Act, a copy of the judgment, decree 
or order of the said Supreme Court, by virtue of 
which such process issued, signed by one of the 
Judges, and under the seal of the Court, shall, if 
the sud local Judge or Magistrate shall so require, 
be registered in the Court to which such process is 
forwarded to he executed, and that a copy of such 
jttdgmtot, order or decree shall be forwarded, 
sealed with the seal of the said Supreme Court for 
the purpose of such registry. 

VI I. And it is further enacted, that persons 
wilfully neglecting to execute such process, or ob- 
structing ^e exeention thereof, shall he liable to 
he puniimed in like manner and by the like Courts, 
Judges, Magistrates, or Justices of the Peace, as ii 
such process had been issued originally by such 
Court, Judge, M^istrate, or Justice of the Peace, 
provided that notning herein contained shall de- 
prive the said Supreme Court of its power to 
punish such persons for a contempt, in case they 
sliall not be otherwise punished. 

VIII. And it is enacted, that no action or 
other proceeding shall be had or muntained against * 





any person or persons constituting sucli Court, or 
any such Judge, or Magistrate or Justice of the 
Peace, or any person or persons acting under his or 
their orders, for or in respect of any act, matter or 
thing bond fide done or omitted to be done in the 
execution or service of any such process though the 
authority given be not strictly pursued, and that it 
shall be lavrful for the said Supreme Court upon 
application thereto to stay any such action or pro* 
ceeding commenced in the said Court, and to order 
the party commencing or prosecuting the same to 
pay the costs thereof as between Solicitor and Clients. 

IX. And it is enacted, that every Judge, Ma* 

S 'strate, or Asustant Judge or M^istrate of the 
on’ble the East India Company witlun the Presi- 
dency of Bengal and its de^ndencies|, and every 
Justice of the Peace under any Commission of the 
Peace issued in the name of Her Majesty the Queen 
within the said Presidency and its dependencies, 
shall be by virtue of his office a Commissioner of 
the said Supreme Court for the pur^xise of taking 
affidavits or affirmations, and shall as such Coin- 
’inissioner be empowered to take any affidavit or 
affirmation of any person or persons to bo used in 
any proceedings pending or intended to be insti- 
tuted in the said Supreme Court, or the Insolvent 
Court, and to swear such party or parties, or to 
take his or their affirmation to the trutli of such 
affidavit or affirmation respectively, and shall cer- 
tify in writing upon such affidavit or affirmation 
that such affidavit or affirmation was made or taken 
before him, and shall sign such certificate and any 
exliibits annexed to such affidavit or affirmation, 
and the production of such affidavit or affirmation, 
and such certificate spearing to be so signed as 
aforesaid shall be sufficient proof of such affidavit 
or affirmation. 

X. And it is enacted, that any person wilfully 
so swearing or affirming falsely shall lie guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall be 
liable to be transported for a period not exceeding 
fourteen years, or imprisoned for any period not 
exceeding three years with or without hard labor, 
and any person forging or uttering any instrument 
purporting to be an affidavit or affirmation so made 
or affirmed as aforesaid shall be guilty of felony, 
and upon conviction thereof shall be liable to be 
transported for any period not exceeding fourteen 


years, or imprisoned for any period not exceeding 
three years with or without hard labor. 

XI. And it is enacted, that any copy of any 
judgment, decree or order of the said Suprmne 
Court which u 1^ thii Aot required to be register- 
ed, and any prooeaa of the aald Court to be executed 
by any other Court, or by any Judge, Magistrate, 
or Justice of the Peace, under the provisions of this 
Act, and any proce^ing by any such Court, Judge, 
Magistrate, or Justice of tne Peace thereupon may 
be transmitted by such Supreme Court to such 
other Court, Judge, Magistrate, or Justice of the 
Peace, or by auch other CJourt, J udge. Magistrate, 
or Justice of the Peace to the said Siqirerao Court 
by dawk or by any private hand. 

Xn. And it is enacted, that the word process 
in this Act shall extend to and include all Criminal 
and Civil process of the said Supreme Court which 
require to be executed without the local limits of 
the jurisdiction of the said Court, and any order 
for the appointment of a Receiver of any lands 
whether the same be a distinct order or be contain- 
ed in any decree or decretal order of the said Court, 
and any notice of any proceedings instituted or to 
be instituted in the said Court, or of any step to bo 
taken or application made in or in respect of such 
proce^in^ ; and the word lands shall extend to 
and include Any immoveable property, and any 
word denoting the singular number or masculine , 
gender shall extend to and include more persons, * 
matters or things than one and females as well os 
males. 

XIII. And it IS enacted, that the said Court 
shall from time to time frame such fonns of letters 
of request, and of any process of the said Court 
which is to be addressed and executed under the 
provisions of this Act as may be necessary to give 
fijl effect to the provisions hereinbefore contained. 

Ordered, that the Draft now read be published 
for general information. 

Ordered, that the said Draft lie reconsidered at 
the first meeting of the Legislative Council of India 
after the 1 3th day of November next.

I am directed by the I.ords of the Com- 
mittee of Privy Council for Trade to call the at- 
tention of the Commissioners fur the Affairs of 
India to the circumstance tiiut the House of Com- 
mons has acceded to the repeal of the Clauses 5 
and 6, William IV. C. <><>, requiring absolutely 
that Coffee imported at the low Duty should be 
accompanied with a Certificate of origin, and that 
that Article now stands simply liable to the gene- 
ral Provisions of the Law 5 and 6 Victoria, C. 47, 
by which the Lords Commissioners of Her Ma- 
jesty’s Treasury may require such a Certificate in 
any case where they shall sea cause fur such a 
proceeding. 

My Lords are desirous that the repeal of this 
clause should not be interpreted as mcaiit to saiie- 
tiun any departure from the Spirit of the Law, 
restricting the benefit of the low Duty to the pro- 
duce of British Possessions, and they are anxious 
that, it should be pointed out by the proper Autho- 
rities to^ the Custom House Officers of the Ports 
of the East India Company's Territo|jjps, that no 
other Coffee except eucb os may be grown in Her 
Majesty’s 'Dominions, cam be lawfully entered as 
British Coffee in this Country, and further that if 
any information should resdh my Lords of such a 
nature as to induce them to beheve that Foreign 
Coffee is actually sent ‘or likely to be sent to the 
Ports of the Eaet 'fndia Company’s Territories in 
order that it may be shipped firom thence under a 
false designation, they will not beeitate to advise 
the Treasury to give directions under the 2Hth .

rities to the Custom IIouso OflScers of the Porta 
of the East India Qompany’s Territories, that no 
other Cofftse except such as may be grown in Her 
Majesty’s Dominions, can be lawfully entered as 
British Coffee in this Country, and further that if 
any information should reach my Lords of such a

ing all classes of 11. M.’s Servants who may come 
in contact witli the Chinese Authorites and |fcopio, 
to respect the usa^a and inetitntions <A' China, 
and to study the wishes and feelings of the Autho- 
rities and People of the country. 

It may readily he conceived that in so peculiar 
a country as China, actions, indifferent in them- 
selves, and wliicb among European tiations would 
lead to little or no inconvenience, might produre 
an impression highly unfavorable to the BnUi>h 
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charartcr, and d^<itrii(‘tivo of tl»at wholeaonic in- 
flueiirp whndi it is su important should altai-h in 
China to every thing cnunecied with Ureal Brluiti. 

It may be hoped that oecaaions will rarely if 
ever arise where any perso||jS in the public service 
shall expose themselves to censure on the charge 
of wiHiilly offeiHiing against the usages of China» 
hut i^oi'U Aberileaii is disposed to concur iti i^tr 
Hr Pultiiigci^s op'tnioti that it would ho well that 
all public Servants in (>hiiia should be apprized 
that they are expected and required to he uuilbrmly 
circiuiispect in their conduct and to abstain even 
from things iiiditreieiit if ^ikely to give occasion 
to iiiibinterpreration, and that they should be 
fully iiiipicssed with the conviction that II* 
Al/s Uaveriniient are losnlvcd to discountenance 
any proceeding offensive or aiinoiiiig to the 
Cliine&o AuthoritteH and lVoph3, and if neces- 
sary, to vinil with the severest displeasure any 
persons under their iniineiiiate coiitrtd against 
whom complaints on this head should be sub* 
btanliatvd. 


Lord Aberdeen presumes that the (iovernor of 
Iloiig Kong will himself have takfMi ineasuris 
for enforcing upon the altentjon of persons in tiie

'J'liis praetiee, it would afi- 
pcar, baa not bc»ii gcn«;rally adopted, eeeing that 
a further reprcaentaiion has^lieeii made by the 
Home post pffive Authoriiics to the Hon’ble the 
C'lV'.Tl of Directors, of the torn and mutilated stale 
. in wiiibli rumerous Lcttere bad reached London 
‘ hy a lete Overland Mall frgpa India, owing to the 
tl^elting of the wax used in sealing them and their 
coniequent adhesion to other Letters. It has, 
therefore, pleated tile Right flon'*hle the Governor 
of Bengal to direct that a fresh Notice be pub- 
lished, cautioning the Pubho against the use of 
benliug-wax, as regards Letters fur trausmission 
by the Overland Mails.

'Phis practice, it would ap- 
pear has not been generally adopted, seeing that 
a furllur representation has been made by the 
Home Post Office Autboniiea to the Hon’ble the 
Court of Directors, of the torn and mutilated state 
in which numerous Letters had reached London 
by a late Overland Mail from India, owing to tjie 
melting of the wax used in sealing them and their 
consequent adhesion to other Letters. It has, 
therefore, fileasedahe Right lion'ble the Governor 
of Bengal to direct that a fresh Notice be pub- 
lished, cautioning the Public against the use of 
»^eahng-wax, as regards Letters for transmission 
bv the Overland Mails. And it is accordingly, 
hereby, strongly enjoined that, in closing such 
Letters in future, wafers may b# us©d in every 
possible case instead of Sealing^wrax.

As 5 ounces is the nearest integral of F^iglish 
weight to 12 I'olas, the nniKitnutn weight allowed 
for transinibsion by Dawk, it is indispensahle tliat 
letters he not allowed to exceed that weight, to 
prevent tho incoiiveiiienee of their being refused 
at tho Post Office. 

'I'he option of pre-paying the British Postage is 
exclusively, limited to Letters transmitted in the 
Mails sent via Southampton, and such letters must 
hear the following superscription for the guidance 
ol the Post Office Receivers, viz.

2.^ We- have now to apprise you of U. M.’s 
gracioua intention of bestowing a similar mark of 
approbation upon the Naval and Military Forces 
employed in the Subsequent Operations in Qhios, 
which led to the eonoluoioii of a Treaty of Peace 
with that Power, and we herewith' transmit Copy 
of a Minute (26th July 1814.) of the Lords 
Commissioners of II. M.'s 'I'ressury authorising 
the following Donations ; vist.

OVERLAND PRE-PAID LETTERS. 

OTICE. — With refemnee to the system of 
optional pre-payment of British Postage in 
India, upon Letters for places within the United 
Kingdomnf Great Britain, which will come into 
operation on the Jst of the ensuing month of 
March, the following rates of Postage will be le- 
vied, namely, « 

Not exceeding I an ounce, 6 Annas,... (I Shillings) 
Above and not exceeding 1 ounce, 

I Rupee, (2 Shillings) 

Above I, and not exceeding 2 ounces, 

S Rupees, (4 Shillings) 

Above 2, and not exceeding 0 ounces, 

.3 Rupees, (6 Shtllinge) 

And so on, increasing I Rupee, (2 Shillings) 

for every additional ounce, or fraction of the 
ounce. 

As 5 ounces is the nearest integral of Euglish 
weight to 12 'I'olas, the maximum weight allowed 
for transmission by Dawk, it is indispensable that 
letters bo not allowed to exceed that weight, to 
prevent the iticonveiiience of their being refused 
at tho Post Office. 

The option of pre-paying the British Postage is 
exclusively, limited to Letters transmitted in the 
.Mails sent via Southampton, and such letters must 
bear the following superscription fur tho guidance 
of the Post Office Receivers, vix. 

“BRITISH POSTAGE PRF^PAID, 

“ f'ia SouthamfttoH.** 

Letters not for plares, within the United King- 
dom of Great Britain, or which may not require 
to pass through the English Post (jffice, to their 
ulterior destinations, will, as horetdfore, be subject 
to Foreign Steamer, or Red Sea Postage, precise- 
ly nt the same rates as those fixed' fur Ut« levy of 
British pre-paid i*ostage. . 

British and Foreign Steamer, or Red Sea 
Postages, are exclusive of tlie India ordinary 
Inland Postage. 

It is atrongly recommended, both for the con- 
venience of the individuals bringing the letters,

I N August 1840 by a Notice, repeatedly pub- 
lished, the Public was informed of the damage 
sustained by Letters sent to England, in the Over- 
land Mails, owing to the use of 8caling*wsx, when 
it was earnestly recommended that, in all possible 
eases, el-etiers for that conveyance, should be 
closed with wafers. 'I bis practice, it would aj»- 
pear, has not been generally adopted, seeing that 
a fuTtlior representation *lia8 been made by the 
Home Post Office Authorities to the Hou’ble the 
Court of Directors, of the torn and mutilated state 
in which numerous Letters had reached London 
by a late Overland Mail from India, owing twibe 
melting of the 4mx used in sealing them and their 
fmnsequaut adhesion to wthcr Letters. It has, 
therefore, pleased the l\ight Uou’ble the Governor 
of Bengal to dinect that a fresh Notice be pub-, 
lisbed, cautioning the Public against thg use of 
Sealing-wax, as regards Letters for transmijpion 
by the Overland Mails. And it is accordingly, 
hereby, Arongly enjoined that, in closing such 
Letters in future, wafers mey be used in every 
possible case instead of Sealing-wax.

As 5 ounces is the nearest integral of English 
weight to 12 Tolas, the maximum weight allowed 
for transmission by Dawk, it is indispensable that 
letters be not allowed to exceed that weight, to 
prevent the inconvenience o| their being refused 
at the Post Office. 

The option of pre-paying the British Postage is 
exclusively, limited to Letters transmitted in the 
Mails sent via Southampton, and such letters must 
bear the following superscription for the guidance 
of the Post Office Receivers, vis.

Letters not for places, within the United King- 
dom of Great Britain, or which may not require 
to pass through the English Post Office, to their 
ulterior destinations, will, as heretofore, be subject 
to Foreign Steamer, or Red Sea Postage, precise- 
ly at the same rates as those fixed for the levy 
British pre-paid Postage. ^ 

British,, and Foreign Steamer, or Red Sea 
Postages, are exclusive of the India ordinary 
Inland Postage. *' 

It is strongly recommei\ded, both for the con-

Ships sailing for Akyab during the South Wes 
Monsoon sboudd steer for the South entl of West- 
ern Bolongo, in Lat. 19" 50' N. Long. 98^ 3^ E., 
then standing along the Coast to the Northward 
and Westward about five or six miles off shore, 
until the Light is sighted on the Great Savage, 
at the entrance of the Arracan Kiver, then steer 
su as to bring it to bear*N. by East or N. N. •£., 
and if they intend to run in during the night, 
with either of these bearings, they will cross the 
bar in the best water, in three fathoms low water 
spring tides. 

After deepening across it, the course should be 
altered to N. by W. or even N. N. W., according 
to the state of the Tide and Sea at the time to 
avoid the Western Hocks (above water) bearing 
from the Light S. W. ^ S., distant nearly half a 
mile : the Flood Tide seta in on these Rocks. 

When ^he Light bears East in six to nine 
fathoms on the edge of the flat to the Westward, 
the course must be altered to N. N. £. and 

N. E. bv N., having brought the Light to bear 
& E. by S. 'I S., the Ship will be ioside. ,of 
Passage Rock, whioh is five to seven feet above 
water, and bears from the Savage Light N. W. 
'I N., distant a quarter of a mile, and should then 
•teer N. E. Easterly, to avoid the Reef project- 
ing from FaqaePs Point a mile in extent to the 
South; some, of the Kooks are above water at 
half ebb. There is a Red Buoy placed on the 
Southern entrance in about nine fathoms, which 
with attention may be seen in a clear night with- 
out the Moon, and after bringing FaqeePs Point 
to bear N. W. by N. to N. W. the Ship s^uld 
anchor.

Daring the , M. E. Monsoon Ships bnqhd to 
Afcyah, from the Northward, should qudeavotlT to 
make the Table Land of the Western Bolongo in 
Lat 90" I' N., then ateering due Eaat they will 
avoid the Oyster Reef in Lat 90" 5' N., Long. 
99" ^0' East, which is distant from the Savage 
LVlht fifteen miles due Wept. This course is re- 
commended. « although in favourable weafher the 
Sava||e Light is seen outside the Reef in*l6 to 17 
iathotae water, the depth ouddeoly UNtcreases, and 
thejMPobahility of hasy or rainy Veatber would 
prevent the' Light being seen, and steering boldly 
in to sight it, to the Northward bf Lat SO" I', 
would endanger the safety of the Vessel, by snd- 
denly falling upon the Oystir Rock or Reef be- 
fore aightiiig the Light House. 

I would not adviso strangers on any occasion to 
make use of the channel inside of the Oyster Reek 
or Reef.

Ships sailing for Akyab "during the South West 
Moiisonit should steer for the South end of West- 
ern Uolongo, in Lat. 19** N. Long. 9:P S' E., 
then standing along the Coast to the Northward 
and Westward about five or six miles off shore, 
until the Light is sighted on the Great Savage, 
at the •entrance of the Arracko River, then steer 
so as to bring it to bear N. by Etest or N. N. EL, 
and if they intend to run in during the night, 
with either of these hearings, they will cross the 
bar in the best water, in three fatnoms low water 
spring tides. 

After (foepening across it, the course ebould be 
altered to N. by W. or eveu N. N. W., aeodrding 
to the state of the Tide and.

With this Light 
bearing N. W. by N. to N. W, is good Anchorage^ 
having excellent holding groana, and perfectly 
sheltered from the Sea* 

A strangbr should not attempt to run in at 
night, particularly in tho rain^ except at high or 
low water, as the ebb tide,*runs very' rapidfy in 
strong eddies off the Passage Rock, over the dan* 
gerouB flat to the WastwarcC and the flood in 
strong eddies upon the Rocks. 

During the N. E. Monsoon Ships bound to 
AkysK from the Northward, should endsavenr to 
make the Table Land of tho Western Bolongo in 
Lat 20* 1' N., then steering 'due East they will 
avoid the Ojrsis^ Reef in Lat 90* S’ N., Long. 
99* 40’ East, which is distant from the Savage 
Light fifteen milea due West This coarse is re* 
commended, as elthoogb in favourable weather the 
Savage Light is seen outside tbe Reef in 16 to 17 
ftthoms water, the depth suddenly deereetoa, and 
the probability of boxy qr rainy weather would 
prevent the Light being seen, sod steering boldly 
in tonight it, to the Northward of Lat 90* I’, 
would endanger the safety of the Vessel, by sud* 
deoly falling upon ^he Oi’Ster Rock or Reef be- 
fore sighting the Light House. 

I would not advise strangers on any occasion to 
make use of the channel inside oLthe Oyster Rock 
or Reef.

to the existence of the Light on Fsqeer’s Point at 
its entrance, and to the following Sailing Directions 
for entering the Harbour, by Captain Paterson, 
published 1844. In these the Light shove referred 
to, which was not at that time quite completed, was 
described as being erected on ** Mosque Point,” but 
this designation is now altered to **Paqe«r’s Point,” 
which is understood to be that by which it is best 
known, and which is that applied to it by iho 
Commissioner of the I'rovince.

8. E. by S. i S., the Snip will ha inside of 
Peesege Rock, which is five to seven feet ebo«e 
water, and bears from tho Savage Light N. W. 
d N., distant a quarter of a mile, and should then 
steer N. £. Easterly, to avoid tho Reef project- 
ing from Fa<|eer's Point a mile in extent to the 
South ; some of the Rocks am dbovo water, at 
half ebb. There is a Red Buoy placed on tho 
Southern entrance in about nine fathoms, which 
with attention may be seen in a clear night with- 
out the Moon, and after bringing- Faaeer'e Point 
to bear N. W. by N. to N. W. tha Ship should 
anchor. 

On Faqear's jPeint a small Light House is nearly 
finished, the Light of which will be a deep red, 
and will be seen about six miles or three miles 
beyond ths bar, as a leading mark to clear the 
Weatern Rocks, keeping it a little open to the 
Westward of tbe Savage Light when steering in or 
out, also to point out when the Ship is inaide of 
the Reef off FeqeePs Point. With this Light 
bearing N. W. hy N. to N. W. is good Anchorage, 
having excellent holding ground, and perfectly 
aheUaretir from tho Sea. 

A stranger should not attempt to run in at 
night' fiarticulariy in the rains, except at high or 
low wuter, as the ebb tide runs very rapidly in 
strong eddies off the Passage Rock, ovc^ the dan- 
gerous flat to tho WesftvNrd, and tbe flood in 
strung sddiea upon the Rocks. 

Daring the N. E. Monsoon Ships bound to 
Akyab, from the Northward, should endeavour to 
make tbe Table l..and of the Western Bolongo in 
L.at. 20** P <N., then steering due East they will 
avoid the Oyster Reef in Lat 20* 5* N., Long. . 
92* 40' East, which is distant from the Savage 
Light fifteen miles due West This course is re- 
commended, as although in favourable weather the 
Savage Light is seen outside the Reef in 16 to 17 
fathoms water, the depth suddenly deoreases, and 
the probability of haxy or rainy weather would 
preveot the Light being seen, and steering boldly 
« in to sight it, to tho Northward of Lat 20* P, 
would endanger the safitty of the Vessel, by sud- 
denly falling upon tbe Oyster Rock or Reef be- 
fore sighting the Light House. ^ 

I would not advise strangers on any ooegyion to 
make use of the channel inaide of tho Oyster Rock 
or Reef. •

Fields or Fstatas : 

1. It is borabjr enseted, tiMit U shall bo 
witbior tho Tarritories sabjoot to the Oororbanent 
of tho iltvtli Western Provinesa of Bcngsl, for 
ColltdlaHt of iLaod Heveouoi e» persoao eaer|^sing 
the .pewaiio of Colleotnr, or suoh Kevenue CMBeers

E sriod of limitation contained in Act IX did not affect or ajjply to 
ent Suits. Section 0 of Ute present Limitation ActfXV’ of 1877), cor- 
responding with section 6 of Act IX of 1871, is couehod in different 
' language viz. “When by any special or local law now or henv 
after in force in British India a period of limitation is specially pre- 
scribed for any suit, appeal or application, nothiilg herein eoiitained 
shall affect or alter the period so pre.scribcd.” It has been held 
ft.L.B.. 5 Calc. 110) that the effect of this change in the language used 
rules prescribed by Act XV* of 1877 for oomputing tlio 
oi limitation arc applicabhj — apparently on tho grtmiul that 
rules for computing the period of limitation do not affect the period 
itsel£ If this decision is accepted as conclusive, it may bo unneces- 
sary t6 ei4«nd Part 111 h}* special words to llent Suits, tor tho whole 
of this Part, (t.«. sections 12 to 25 inclusive) is concerned with the 
“ computation of tho period of llmitatii)u ” us appears from tho 
heading thereto. Wo have thought it safer, howovor, t<» follow 
tho decision and enact this in express words. After duo considor- 
ution we have come to tho conclusion that it is iii.idvisable to 
extend to Itent Suit.s the allowance of tiino for disability. We 
think that a minor ought not to be conipotont on coming of uge 
to sue a ryot for rent which bud uccuinulated during the wboTo period 
of his minority ; that this kind of debt, which a poor man usually 
discharges year by year out of the produce of the year, «Mjghl. not to 
be allowed to aecumulute; ami that, if tho luanagtu' of a minor’s estate 
neglects Ids duty of realizing rents as they fall duo, the minor's 
remedy <»uglit to bo an action for damages agahist such manager. 

162. We have ju'ovided (section 91) that, wlnm I ho resuh 
of litigation between any |iersons is sucli that tlu'y arc* found 
to stand in the ndation of landlord and ten.-int to eaeli other and to 
have stood in this relah'on while such litigntimi was pending, but, 
until their mutual rights wore iiriaily determiiicd by such litiga- 
tion, such landlord was unable to sue such tenant for rent, the, 
period of limitation • for suing lor any such I'ent shall be com 
putod from the termination of such litigation. We invite eritie.Um 
to this attempt to formulate a principle, m •t very susceptible ol 
defitiito expression. Tho object we have in vie.w will lie rendered 
more intelligiblo by some reference to tho cases eoneorneil with tlie. 
application of tho principle. In Jlani Simrnamaiu vs. fi’/tuti/n Mulihi 
Barmani, &c, (12 Moor. In. Ap. 244; S. C 2 13. L. Jt, i*. (). Jtti the 
facts were — A zemmdar ha<l brought a patni Uaiure to sale uinh r 
Regulation VIII of 1819. The palnidar was thereu))(m oust*-d and 
the purchaser took possession of \\w putai tenure. '\'\\y pulnxiur tln-n 
successfully sued to have tho .sale reversed on the giound of irregu- 
larit}', and recovered possession of Hw patni tenure togetlier wdth uH-.>»ie 
profits from the purchaser for the period of hi.s po.-^sen'.ioti. The 
etmindar subsenuently sued the patnidar for rent for tlii.s peiiod. Such 
rent was barred, if the period of limitation contained in Act X of 1859 
W'ero to bo applii^d without qualification. The Privy Council, how- 
ever, held that it was not barred — that the cause of action iiccrued .at 
•the time at which, tho sale having been set aside, the obligation to 
pay this rent revived— that the patnidar on being restored to jio.sses- 
illon took back the estate subject to tho obligation to pay the rciif, 
and that the particular arrears must be taken to have bi-coinr> duo in 
the year in which that restoration to po.«session took jihice. I'uo 
pionts are to be noticed here. Fir$i, the zemindar c«nild not su«‘ the

puttiidar for tlio rent aa lon^ an the latter was out of possession : s«eond^ 
the patnidar received mesne profits for the period for which rent was 
claimed. From this case were distinguished some subsequent eases 
in which, althougVi the landlord had denied the continuance of the 
relation of landlord and tenant and had attempted to put an end to 
such relation, the tenant was nevertheless not dispossessed and there 
was in consequence nothing to prevent the landlord from recovering 
the rent In these cases, although one element, viz. receipt by the 
tenant of the profits of the hind, was present, the other element, viz. 
inability of the landlord to sue was wanting — (See I. L. li. •') Calc, 
(t, 791, H17). 

§ Ki.t. We now come to the Second Part of the Bill, which con- 
tains the Ailjcctive law or Procedure. The first Chapter of this Part, 
namely Chapter XV, is eonchrned with proceedings to enhance the 
rciiit jiayable in money bv' ryots luiviiig a right of occupancy or by 
touuro-holdt'rs or undf*rt<‘nure-holdors. We have already fully con- 
sidered those provisions in discussing the subject of enhancement, this 
being more convenient than to di'al wi»h thorn in tlio order of the 
arruiigemeiit of the Bill. ( 'hapter XVI treats of the recovery of 
arrears of rent in certain ca-sos by summary sale without decree, and 
is in fact a rcproiluetion of the Patni Uognlution, VIII of 1810. The 
original language of the Iteguhition has been retuined as far ns 
possible, ami this will account for some diiforcnco in the form of 
expression between this ('hapter and the rest of tlie Draft Bill. Some 
alteration of tiu* arrangemeiit of the matter has boon necessarily made, 
and some additions hnv(‘ been made, incorporating the result of the 
deci.sions upon important questions raised upon the Regulation. As 
the law now stands, this proof'd u re can be used only by “ proprietors ” 
of rt'vemie- paying estates and in respect of p/t/ni tenures and oUter 
tenures upon which the ripht of selliny or hringiny to sale for an arrear of 
rent has bi'cn spiciaUy reset red hy stipulation in the engaqements inter- 
chained on (he crealiou of such tenures. Wlu'thor this procedure should 
bo extendtid to other tf'iiures, or to undertenures and even occupancy 
holdings, is a quest i<iii which may deserve cousidf'ration. Some of 
us have Hugge.sted n certain extension ; but tlife majority are opposed 
to putting this summary procedure into the hands of any other than the 
superior landlords. I’lie tenure-holders to whom the law now applies 
are persons of means, able to vindicate their own rights, if unjustly 
infringed. The proprietors of rev(*nuo-paying estates, who may use 
the law, are ])crsons of substance, against whom a decree for damages 
cun be elTectually enforced. It is extremely rare to hear oven the 
allegation that a tenure has been brought to summary sale without 
arrears being bona fide due; and the invariable ground, upon which it 
is sought to set aside these sales, is irregularity in the publication of 
the notices This publication, it may bo observed, generally depends 
upon men of subordinate position, not very accurate in transacting 
business and not generally supposed to be above c«>rruption. So far 
as these Summary Sales depend upon the acts and volition of the 
landlords, there is little reason to suppose that the procedure is abused. 
There may be grave doubts, whether the result would be e<]ually satis- 
factory, il the same procedure were entrusted to petty landlords) 
to be put into operation against tenants not always in a position to 
avail themselves of the aid of tho law against oppression. 

§ 1()4. According to the Regulation — and we have made no 
cliange in the Bill — these summary sales take place twice a year, 
namely, on tho Ist J«'yt and on the Ist Aghan. Application for sale 
is made on tho 1st Baisakb and on the Ist Kartik. If these dates 
happen to fall on a holiday, there is no express provision that the 
application may bo made, nr that the sale may take place upon the 
next open day. We have not inserted any such provision in the Bill, 
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because no case has occurred within our ox|H?rienco, or has boon 
brought to our knowledge, in which hardship has resulted from 
the want of it. We invite attention to the point, howevt‘r, as for 
reasons wluch are not before us. it may bo desirable t»> have a 
precise 'rule on the subject. The only change which wo have 
made in tho provisions of the Patni llegulation is, that wo have 
allowed the defaulting tcnuroholdor, whoso tenure has boon adver- 
tized for sale, to lodge tho amount of the arrear in tho (Jovorn- 
nient Treasury up till sunset of tho day preceding the adver- 
tized day of sale. Under the law, as it new stands, tho Collo<‘t(»r is 
not bound to receive tho arrear of rent except in two cases, viz. (1) 
when the defaulter has op]di(‘d for a summary investigation (s<*e 
section 137 of tho I)raft Hillj ; (2; when an undcrtonure-holder desirt's 
to pay tho amount in <»rdor to prevent the sale and protect his under- 
tenure from the risk of being avoided (seo section of the Draft 

Bill). In these two eases the amount <*f the arrear may bis dcpt>sited 
on the day of sale, and at any time before the timeofsjle. It has, 
however, *^happened that the amount has been depositetl in the 
Coiloctorate in cases other than the above; and that tin* person, who 
so depobited it, was under the iinpre-ssion that he Imd therc‘by pre- 
vented tho sale of his tenure, whereas in fact lie had not done so, 
inasmuch as the money should have been paid to his luiullord, and a 
deposit in tlio Collectorate was no legal bar to the sale. In the 
particular case to whicli we alliKh*, the tenure was K«>ld ami the 
tenure-holder had iu» reiucdy. We liave thought it advisable to 
prevent the jmssihilify of a recurrence of this hardship by allowing 
the auiount of the arnMir to be lu<lgcd in the (Collectorate in every 
case. Wo have at the same time cleared up a point, as l«> which 
there has been some doubt, by dcelaving that the money must be paid 
to the landlord or lodged in tlm 'Preubury (in cases other than the two 
exceptional cases just stated), f>c/orf *•««*<?/ of i/ie day next yrecediny the 
otherwise that the sale shall not be stayed or pf»Htj)oncd. 

§ lOii. Chapter I r contains ecitain special rules of procedure 
applicable to suits b<>twccii laudlonls and their tenants <n- agents. It 
is declared (s<'Ctioii H7) that, .s;iv(* where the li«H ollicrwis*- provoMes, 
The Code of Civil Procedure sliull apply to all suits brought for causes 
of action arising between lundlords and their ti-nants (jr agents; 
and (section 148) that the cause of action in all such suits shall ho 
deemed to have arisen within the local limits of the jurisdiction of 
the Civil Court, which would have jurisdictitm to entertain a suit for 
tho recovery of the laml in respect of which tho rt hition of landlord 
and tenant or the agency exists between the parties. 7’his latter 
provision proceeds upon tho lines of the present Jaw. We have 
retained the existing provisions as to Sarharakan and Tehsildarn suing 
and being sued, and have extendc-d them to managers under tho 
Court of Wards; but we have provided ^section 141)^ that all sucli 
suits shall be conducted or dt fen«led in the name of the 8<?cretary of 
State for India in C^ouncil, or in the names of the private pci sons 
to whom the estates belong. We have also retained the pro- 
vision of the existing law as to Nadjs and Gotnashtahs, if specially 
ein{>oweTcd thereto, acting as tho authorized agents of their employisrs, 
although such employers are resident within the local limits of tho 
Court's jurisdictioji. We think that the facility thus afforded to land- 
lords is a reasonable one, which should not be taken away. At tho 
same time wo liave thought it equally reasonable to proi'idc in the 
interest of the ryots, that the service of any notice under the Act ujioii 
any such Nuib or Gomasbtahs, or tho tender to him of any money 
or fee, shall be as valid a service or tender, as if the service had 
been made upon, or the amount or fee tendered to, his employer 
(section 
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§ KJO. Wo havo alroody {ante § 8) Htatod the reasons which 
Irnvo iiifluencod us in doin^ away with suits for pottahs and 
kabuliyats, and substituting thcrefur a siinjdc suit for tiio deter- 
ininaiion of the conditions of tlio tcuuiicy. Kithcr landlord or 
lyot nmy sue for the dcitcrinination of all or a^iy of the following 
matters: — («) the quantity of land held by the ryot; {b) the amount 
of annual rent jiayable for such land; (c) the class to which the ryc>t 
bolonjrg (section lOG). Tlio ])lulnt must eoniuin tiie plaintiff’s allega- 
tion us to eaeli of these matters, this being ncccssaiy for purposes of 
{deudiiig and for duterinining the party on wliom the burden of proof 
shall Ho. We bavd provided that no suit shall he dismissed because 
the ])laintiff fails to prove exactly tho ulh^gations made in his plaint. 
Tins necessity of proving the exaet terms of tho has destroyed 
tho eflieacy of a suit for a* under the existing law ; and we 
desire to prevent the Mofus.sil Courts from tho error of porpetuating 
this result. Whatever may be the allegations in the plaint, the 
Court shall proceed to ascertain and dcclaro the actual facts of the 
tenancy. 

§ 1G7. The j)rovisions ns to a claim for ejectment boinginoludod 
in u suit for urnwirs of rent or being based upon an uix'xecuted decree 
f<*r arrears, and as to a stay of ejeetment, if tho d<*eroo for arrears 
is sati-stiod within fifteen days, are taken fnnn the existing law; but 
wro liave ap])ende(l two JCr^>/nnations whicdi embody tlie results of the 
decich'd eases — that the judgment-debtor is ('iititled to the benefit 
of tliis fifteen day.s’ rule, even though tho lease eontains a stipulation 
that it shall he void upon one or inf*re instiilmenl.s of rent hilling into 
arrear, or upon tho breach of any otlu'r condition as to jiayment of rent ; 
fieoondl// that, if the original decree is nlUrcd or amrtidrd on appeal or 
review, the fifteen daj's shall be eoinput<‘d from the date of the judg- 
ment on appeal tu- review ; but if not altered or ammidod, then from 
the date of llie original deereo (seetion l;Vi). We liave iiiudc no 
ehange in tho jirovisions of the present law as to iininediati' execution 
in <*ertain cases of ejectment, and as to oxeeufion not being staj’ed 
pt'iiding ajipcal in such cases (.st*ctions loo, JoGj 

§ lOS. An occupancy ryot is entitled to abatement of rent 
under the provisions of section 2o ; ami a ryot who lias held for more 
than three, but less than twelve, years, is entith*d to claim abatement 
under the jirovisions of seetion -’{I. Wo have jirovided (section loU) 
that suits for almtcuieut of rent brought l>y rvots of these two cIaH.ses, 
or in other words, by any ryot who has lield land for more than 
three years, nmy bo instituted, («) when ubatemenl is claimed on the 
first or .‘looond ground 8])ecifioa in section 25, in tlio Civil Court 
or before the Collector; (ij w'hen nbutement is claimed on the third 
ground .specified in the same section, befon* the Collector oidy : 
provided that no such suit shall be instituted before tlio Collector 
unlo.ss at least ten ryots join in bringing it. Wo Jiave allowed ton or 
more rvots to join in suing for abatement of rent, if tliey all pav rent 
to tho same landlord, even thougli their holdings are sejairate. 'The.se 
provisions are tho counterpart of the ])ruvisions as to enhancement. 
When ahatenieiit is claimed on account of diuiinished powers of 
production or diminished price of jiroduco, the causes in operation 
affect a certain number of jiersons, and efficiency of decision, as w€»ll 
as economy of judicial agency, are obtained by the cases l^ing tried 
together. Suits for abatement brought by tenure-holder.s, iindertenure- 
Iiohlers, and ryots bolding at fixea rates of rent are to bo instituted 
in all cases in the Civil Court. Abatement cases before the Collector 
are to be governed by the provisions of Chapter XV so far as they 
are applicable. Abatement coses in tho Civil Court will be governed 
by the provisions of Tbe Code oj Civil Procedure, 
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^ 169. We have retained (section 154) the provision of the 
existing law that process of execution may not bo i.ssuod Himultano* 
Qusly against person and property ; but, subject to tlie rule that a 
tenure, undertcuuro or occupancy holding must be brought to sale 
before any other process of execution can be obtained, wo have 
allowed execution to issue against movable or iiu movable property, 
or both, thus altering the present practice under which exe«‘ution 
can be had against the immovable property of the judgincnt-debti>r 
only if satisfaction cannot be obtained against his inovabU's. 'Phe 
first provision tends to prevent harassment, more especially in tlu' 
case of ryots, whose incarceration in a Civil Jail prevents them from 
cultivating their lands. If they have movable or immovable property 
which can be made available to satisfy the ’decree, inipriHoninent 
serves no useful purpose, and is in practice seldom resorted to. If 
they have property which they have c<»ncealed, imprisonment occa- 
sionally brings about a settlement. If they have no property, they 
can, it imprisoned, apply to bo declared instdvent. As to the 
second point, wd sec no reu.«<on why any distinction should ho made 
between judgment-creditors fit rent and other judgment-ertMlitors in 
respect of their being permitted to proceed against movable and 
immovable property indiscriminately. 

§ 170. We have loft tlie law of Appeal in its present state, doclnr- 
iiig that nothing in tho Hill shall bo deemed to alter the law u.s 
established by Act X of 1850, so as to confer a right of appeal in any 
suit tried and decided by a Idstrict Judge or Additional Judge ori;.;i- 
ually or in appeal, wherein the amount sued for or the value of the pro- 
perty claimed docs not exceed one hundred rupees, if no (juostion of 
right to enhance or vary tho rent of a rj'ot <»r ti^nunt, or no ({lU'stion 
relating to title to land or to some interest in land, as Ix'tween parties 
having conflicting claims thereto, has been detormimai by the judgment 
in such suit — (section IfiT). We do not consider it ilesirnble that any 
alteration should bo made in tho law, and wo have hero simply re]»ro- 
duced section 102 of VI II (H.C.) of 1800, tho enactment of wFiicli has 
been decided by a Full Bench of the High Court not to bts beyond the 
powers of the Bengal Council (I. L. R. 8 Calc. 151). 'riie wonls “or 
Additional Judge” have been inserted in accordanee witli the decision 
of the High Court, that a District Judge and an Additional .liidgc 
stand in the sumo category as regards these appeals (l.'l B. L. it. 070). 

§ 171. Wo have made soioe important changes in the law eon- 
eerned with suits against agents’ for money or accounts or papers. 
We have in tho first place extended those pnivisimis so as to includo 
not only agents who collect tho rents from the tenants, but also 
agents who receive the rents so collected and uecount for them !<» 
the landlord. In large estates it is very usual for one set of nmluh 
to collect tho rents in tho Mo/ushU, while another set at hcaid-quarters 
kee^ the accounts, receiving the rents from those who collect tliein and 
retaining them in a treasury for disbursement as required. 'Inhere has 
been some doubt as to whether the sjjccial provisions of the present 
law extend to this latter class of agents, and wo have ihonght it 
desirable to remove this doubt, and make the procedure applietiblo to 
agents employed by landlords in the collection or receipt ot rcnlH or 
the mauagement of land. The present law speaks of “suits for the 
delivery of accounts,” and it is not quite clear what is inuunt. In 
some cases judicial officers think it sullicient to give a decree for the 
manual delivery of certain accounts, e. g. jama-wmil bakiy baki jaiy ^c.] 
and consider it a sufficient compliance with this decree, if theso 
accounts be handed into court. The landlord has then to find out 
best he may whether they are correct or not; and, if he can j»rove 
them to be incorrect, ho has to bring a second suit for the recovery 
of the money which is owing to hiui upon correct accounts, ft »s 
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clear t>tat this is a very unsatisfactory method of obtaining a remedy. 
In other cases tlio suit is valued at some imaginary sum, say. 
Us. 500 ; and a decree is made for the delivery of tho accounts or the 
payinont of this sum, if they arc not delivered, no attempt being 
made to ascertain if, on taking a proper account, this sum would be 
really due from the agent. 

§ 172. Wo have endeavoured to make the remedy simple and 
ciffectual. There are, we conceive, two classes of possible cases— 
Jiratf where the landlord knows the exact sum of money or the specific 
accounts or papers which liis agent ought to make over to him ; second^ 
when in consequenco of tho agent not having accounted, tho landlord 
is unable to toll what amount has been received and is to bo accounted 
for. Tho first case may easily occur whore there are a few tenants, each 
paying a considorablo amount of rent. The landlord knows what 
documents connected with their tenancy are in the hands of his 
agent, and can easily ascertain from his tenants tho sums paid over by 
them to the agent. Tho second case ordinarily happens when there are 
a number of small tenants paying each an inconsiderable sum as rent, 
and it would bo extremely difficult to ascertain from each tho exact 
state of his account. In many instances an illitornto ryot is himself 
uiiul)le to say how he stands, and ho trusts entirely to the zemindari 
nmlah and their accounts. Tlion, again, tho agent may be charged with 
all the disbursements connoeted with tho collections, and, until these 
have been correctly ascertained, it may not be possible to say what 
balance is duo to his employer. In the first of those cases the landlord 
is required to state in his plaint tho exact sum of money which he 
claims, or to describo tho accounts or papers which he demands, from 
his agont. 

§ 173. Tho second case is not so simple. Wo here require the 
landlord to sot forth in his plaint the fact that ho is unable to ascertain 
tho exact sum of money or tho papers, vouchors, or other documents 
in the hands of his agent, in consequence of such agent having 
iK'glectcd or refused to render jiropor accounts, and to jiray the Court, 
that it will take an account from such agent and make a decree for 
the jiuymcnt of such sum of money (if any) as miay upon tho taking 
of the account bt found to bo duo and owing to tho plaintiff and 
for tho dclivory of such papers, vouchers or documents belonging to 
tho plaintiff ns may bo found in tho hands of the agent — (section 161). 
Upon the filing of this plaint, a summons issues to the defendant, 
calling upon liini to .show cause wliy ho should not render a full and 
satisfactory account of nil sums received and disbursed by him, 
and of all papers, vouchers or other documents which may have 
come into his hands in the discharge of his duties as agent 
— (section 162). If the defendant fails to show cause, or does not, 
in the opinion of the Court, show sufficient cause why he should not 
render such an account, the Court shall make an order requiring him 
to file such account in Coui’t and shall fix a day on or before which sucli 
account shall be filed. This order, if disobeyed, may bo onforcetl 
by imprisonment or by attacliment of property or by both — (sec- 
tion 1(>3). When the defendant files the account, the plaintiff is to 
bo allowed a reasonable time to examine it, and make objections, if 
be has any such to make. The Court will then fix a day for heai’tng 
and determining such objeotious, and will make its decree accordingly. 

§ 174. We now come to Chapter XVIII, which contains the 
al)broviated Procedu^re which we have boon able to devise for Kent 
Suits. If this procedure appeal's to any persons less summary than 
they could wish, and if on this account objections are advanced 
against it, wo can only in reply state our earnest conviction of the 
extreme danger of summary' methods of justice. In order that justice 
may be done, truth must be elucidated ; and tho elucidation of truth, 
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especially in this country, and for reasons which we need not here 
dwell upon in detail, requires time and patience. Any attempt to 
abridge judicial inquiry by arbitrary and abnornial prcsuuipti«)ns in 
favour of either party, which by precluding the production t»f 
evidence may enable Judges to arrive at rapid conclusions, is ttt our 
minds retrogressive and unsafe. The history of the judicial adiniiuH* 
tration of this country for the last half century is a continuous rt'<*i)rtl 
of the abandonment of a system of procedure under which rights 
were hastily and perfunctorily adjudicated upon, the ]>or8on dofostod 
and dissatisfied being left to a regular suit” to right hinisolf, if 
wronged by an irregular proceeding which to<i often saddled him with 
the burden of proof, that should have been laid on the shoulders of his 
adversary, and thus unfairly diminished his chance of ultimato succc'ss. 
We entirely agree in the wisdom which has abolished this system, we 
will not say, of administering justice but of choking off litigation, 
and we cannot recommend the adoption of any Suumiury l*r<ice<luri* 
for Rent Suits which would involve oven a partial renewal of it. 

^ 175. At the same time there are, wo think, certain classes of 
rent-suits, to the decision of which full justice can be done b}- a 
system of procedure shorter than the elaborate Code now in force 
for ordinary civil suits ; and such a system wo have endeavoured tf> 
devise. Tno classes of suits to which we think this procedure can be 
applied with advantage arc : — 

(1 ) suits for the recovery of arrears of rent ; 

(21 suits for ejectment ; 

(8) suits to recover posso.ssion of land ; 

(4) suits for damages on account of the illegal c.vaetion ol 

rent or cesses, or on account of the refu.sal of rt'ceipts ; 

( 5) suits to compel the registration of successions to, or 

transfers of, tenures, undertenures or o<!Cuj>an<*y 
holdings. 

§ 170. The points of difference between TVnJ 0 /’ (7/W/ Pro- 
cedure and the pi’ocedure proposed for the above clasH 0 .s of rent-suits, 
or in other word.i, tlu! jiarticulars in which the former jirocedure luis 
been abbreviated are as follow : — 

Fast — Tlie hdlowing portions of The Code of Ciril Procedure 
do not extend to Kent Suits at all, viz. the sections 
relating to lliscovery, In.s])ection, Interrogatories, and 
Affidavits ; sce.tions 380-882 as to .Security lor costs; 
sections 401-41.i as to suits by PaupcTs; .s<*clioiis 
480-48 !• as to suits by Aliens and by and against 
Foreign and Native Rulers ; sections 170-470 us t<i 
Interpleader ; sections us to Receivers ; hvr- 

tions .500-520 as to arbitration; sections .027-581 a.s 
to proceedings on the Agreement «)f parties ; section.'. 
582-.)B8 as to Negotiablo Instruments; and section 
520 as to Public (’haritics. 

Secotidlt /. — The summon.^ is to bo in all ca.ses for tlu* final dis- 
posal of the suit, which is ordinarily to be di.spom-d 
of at the first bearing — (section 178). AV’e have Uiitl 
down (section 188) precise rules as to the cases in 
which an adjournment may be allowed. 'I’o deny 
an adjournment would be in some cuhch tuntamoiinl 
to a denial of justice, but such cases are i*xce]ttioiiiil ; 
and, if the Subordinate Courts will do their <lut y aiul 
• District Judges sec that they do it, we an* s-tti.'-lied 

that over 90 per cent, of Rent .Suit.** cun be jnvpcrlv 
disposed of at the first liearing.

Thirdly. — No written pleadings are required, save that the 
defendant may, if ho desires, file a written statement 
of his defence — (section 184). 

Fourthly. — We have provided (section 190) that the Oourt 
shall upon the day of hearing ascertain from each 
party whether ho admits or denies the allegations of 
fact and the documents of the opposite party, and shall 
record such admissions or denials. We believe that 
this course will in very many cases considerably 
reduce the quantity of evidence that has to be taken, 
and in some cases do away with tho necessity of 
taking cvidenco at all. It is too much the habit 
with subordinate Judicial Oilicors to leave tho case in 
the hands of tho parties in its earlier stages, rousing 
their own attention fully only when they come to 
write thoir judgment. Facts and documents, which 
would bo readily admitted at the first appearance 
before the Court, thus come to be strenuously denied, 
when tho parties understand their bearing, are excited 
by the contest, advised by unscrupulous mukhtars and 
eager for victory regardless of the means by which it 
is obtained. 'J'ho proceedings are thus prolonged and 
tho time of tho Court wasted in taking evidence, 
wliich ought to have been unnecessary. 

Fifthly.— 'No have provided (section 192) for making a memo- 
randum of tlio evidence, sufllcicnt to give tho gist and 
substance of what is said, but requiring less time to 
record than if tho whole of w'hat each witness says 
were taken down at full length, as must bo done 
under the provisions of The Code of Civil Procedure in 
all appoaUihlo coses. Any particular question and 
unswer may, however, bo tukcii down by the Judge, 
if he thinks fit — (section 1911). 

iiixihly. — Wo have enacted (section 109) that tho Court shall 
not add as a party a person setting up a title adverse 
to tho plaintiff or defendant in respect of tho subject- 
matter of tho suit ; but any question of title, disputed 
between any such person and a party to the suit, 
may bo decided in such suit as between tho parties 
thereto, if the decision of such question is necessary 
to tho proper detornunation of the suit. There is no 
greater source of delay in the decision of Rent Suits 
uian tho raising of complicated questions of title and 
muking the decision of the Court thereupon final and 
conclusive. Thus in a suit brought to recover u few 
rupees of rent, tho title to property worth a thousand 
ru])ues may bo litigated, to the great detriment of the 
stump revenue. It sometimes indeed happens that 
the decision of such a question is necessary in order 
to tho decision of the Rent Suit. Where this is the 
case, it may be tried and decided, but the decision 
will not bo a bar to tho formal trial of the same 
question under the provisions of 'The Code of Civil 
Procedure — (section 223.) 

Seventhly. — We propose fo take away appeals in suits brought 
for ai'rcars of rent, in which the amount claimed does 
not exceed ten rupees and in which no question of 
right to enhance or vary the rent of a tenant has 
been determined. 
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§ 177. With reapecst to the last point, we are of opinion tliat tho 
vtight of appeal in petty cases for tho recovery of arrears of rent may 
well be taken away. Well aware as we are of the ideas of tho poopfe 
ontiiie subject of appeal and the genera] dislike to the iinal jurisuiction 
of the Courts of SmaH Causes, wo have provided two safe-guards for 
the f V— of cases in which we propose to take away tho right of 
appeal. Finsty this final jurisdiction is to be oxci'ciscd only by selected 
ofiicers specially empowered by the Lieutenant-Governor ; scemdly, tho 
District Judge is invested with a power of supervision which ho cun 
exercise, when satisfied that a failure of justice has been caused by a 
substantial defect or irregularity in the proceedings or in tho decision. 

§ 178. The Code of Ci\il Procedure, as amended by Act XII of 
1879, contains 663 sections. Of these, 393 have -been extended to 
Bent Suits. The sections extended are the following : — 13, 19, 25, 27, 
3-2, 86 to 41 inclusive, 45, 49, 62 to 67 inclusive, 69, 60, 62, O'l, 06, 
67, 69, 72, 73, 74, 77 to 88 inclusive, 9t to 10,3 inclusive, 105 to 109 
inclusive. 111, 137 to 144 inclusive, 167 to 169 inclusivo, 171 to 178 
inclusive, 186, 188,* 191, 193,199 to 203 inclusive, 205, 200,210, 
216, 219 to 228 inclusivo, 230 to 234 inclusivo, 236 to 254 inchisiv(‘, 
267, 257a, 258, 266 to 304 inclusive, 306 to 319 inchi.sivo, 320 to 379 
inclusive, 383 to 395 inchisive, 397 to 400 inclusive, 410 to 429 imjln- 
sive, 435 t.o 409 inclusive, 480, 482 to 491 inclusive, 540 to 591 inclu- 
sive, 023 to 030 inclusive, 040 to 015 inclusive, 048, (}51, and (>.>2. 
It may bo observed that tho use of many of those sections, thougii 
necessary at times, ^vill bo extromcl}’ rare in tho trial of Kent Cases. 
In order to make the Procedure Chapter as simple and as easily work- 
able as possible, two devices have been adopttid ii» extending tiieso 
sections of The Code of Ciml Proeedwe to Rent Suits — first, tho 
roferonco to tho sections extended in connection with any pf)int 
is inserted in tho particular place in which tho operation of these 
sections is required, e. g, tho sections of the (Jodo relating to thc5 
service of summons on the defendant will bo found in seefion 174, 
where provisions as to such service are required : secondly, tluj 
reference to the sections of the Code gives tho marginal note of eacli 
or a sufficient description of its contents to enable tlie Judicial OfTicor, 
who has to use it, to turn to the right section at once without any 
risk of making a mistake. 

§ 179. There are .a few other points connected with tho proposed 
procedure, which may usefully ho noticed. And first it may happen 
that in an important rent suit it would be very cx}3cdient that one <>i 
the parties should bo able to make use of some of tltoso portions of 
2'hc Code of Civil Procedure, which we have not extended, c g. inspec- 
tion, or discovery. We have therefore empowered the District .Judge, 
upon application made, to direct that any particular suit sliall lx; 
tried under the provisions of The Code of Civil Procedure^ and upon .mu*Ii 
ouler being maue the whole of such j)rovi8ions shall be applicuhle to 
the trial of such suit. 

§ 180. We have provided (section 107) that the plaint bhall, 
amongst other particulars, in suits concerned with tenures, umler- 
tonures, holdings or land, set forth tho extent, situation, designation, 
and boundaries of the same, or, where the plaintiff is unable give 
the boundaries, in lieu thereof a description sufHcient for identifica- 
tion. We have required the same particulars to bo inserted in tho 
decree — (section 195, clause (e) ). According to secti«>n 45 of The Code 
of Civil Procedure a plaintiff may join in tho same suit several causes 
of action against the same defendant or tho same defendants jointly. 
• Claims for arrears of rent of two or more tenures, undertenures or 
occupancy holdings may therefore bo joined in the same suit j but, as 
each is liable and must he brou^t to sale for its own arrears only, 
we have required the decree in any such case to show separately the 
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aiTcarti decreed in respect of each tenure, undertenure, and oceupancy 
holding — (section 196, clause (d) ). 

§ 181. Wo have substantially adopted the provisions of Act 'X. 
of 1869 us to the arrest of the defendant before judgment (sections 175 
to 1 79) ; but we have not allowed such arrest in suits for arrears of 
the rent of a tenure, undertenure or occupancy holding hypothecated 
for its own rout under tho provisions of section G4. The defendant 
can bo arrested only if resident within the district in which the 
('ourt is hold, and if tho Court is satisfied (a) that there are primd 
Jade grounds for holiovin^ the claim to bo welLfoundcd, and ( 6 ) thaL 
if a summons ho issued in tho first instance, such defendant will 
abscond. If an arrest be obtained on insufficient grounds, the defend* 
ant will be entitled to compensation. 

§ 182. We have extended to Rent Suits tho provisions of The Code 
oj' fJivil Procedure as to attachment before judgment. TJiesc provisions 
will in certain cases form ‘a useful and legitimate substitute for 
distraint, enabling the plaintiff to attach tho defendant’s crops through 
tho (Jourt. Wo have provided, however, that in suits for arrears 
of tho rent of a tenure, undertenure or occupancy holding 
h 3 ’i>othocatod for its own rent, there shall bo no attachment before judg* 
nient, unless the plaintiff can satisfy tho Court that such arrears, 
togotlior with interest and costs, are not likely to be satisfied 
bv the sale-proceeds of such tenure, undertenure or occupancy 
holdings (section 180). We have enacted that standing crops and 
other ungatlicred products, which have been so attached, may, 
notwitlistanding such attachment, be reaped and gathered by 
the defendant, and stowed in such granaries or other places os are 
commonly used by him for the purpose ; and, if the doieudaut neg- 
lects to do so, tho plaintiff may cause such crops or products to be 
reaped or gathered and may store them in such granaries or places 
or in some other convonieiit placo in the neighbourhood. We have 
als«> provided for an ad interim sale of crops or products which would 
detonorutc if kept — (section 181). 

§ 183. The result of extending section 2CG of The Code of Civil 
procedure to Rent Suits is that tho following movables cannot be 
taken in execution : — (a) the necessary wc;iring apparel of tho judg- 
monl-debtor, his wife and children ; (/>) iinjdements of husbandly and 
such cattle as may in tho opinion of the Ctmrt bo nocossary to enable 
the judgment-debtor to earn his livelihood a.s tin agriculturist ; (r) the 
materials of houses and other buildings belonging to and occupied 
b^- agrieult.urists. It may bo observed that these are not exempted 
from attachment in execution under the jn-ovisions of Act X of 1859, 
so that in those districts in wliich this Act is in force, judgment- 
debtors midi'r decrees for rent are p)acc<l at a considerable disad- 
vantage in this respect. 

§ 1 84. The principle, borrowed from the Revenue Sale Law.s, t>f 
making sub-leases and incumbrances voidable upon the sale of a 
tenure for arrears of rent sometimes works great hardship i<» innocent 
persojis. it appears to a majority of us voiy desirable to jirevent this 
iiurdship, if possible; and we have devised certain means M'hie)» wo 
hope will successfully accomplish this object. Wo have provided 
(section 205) that, when a tenure or undertenure is notified for sale, the 
amount of the decree and costs may be paid into Court b)-^ any one 
who has an intci'Qst which would be endamaged' by the sale of such 
tenure or undertenure free of incunibrnnct'.s. Tlie amount so jiaid may 
be recovered, as monoj’ lent, from the per.s*>n in consequence of whoso 
iicfault to paj" rent the tenure or undertenure was notified for salo. ^ 

§ 185. Tho object of making .'suh-leaaos and incumbrances void- 
able 14)011 the sale of a tonure for ui rears of rent is, that the su])erior 
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landlord’s security tor his rent may not be impaired. If the sub-leases 
and incumbrances of a tenure nave not absorbed so much of the 
tenure-holder’s profits as to render the interest left him insufticient to 
meet the rent wliicfa he pays to the proprietor of whom ho holds his 
tenure ; if the tenure, subject to these sub-leases and incumbrances, 
will sell for a sunf sufficient to satisfy any decree that can bu passed 
for arrears of the rent payable by the tenure-holder — it cannot be 
said that the proprietor-landlord’s security fur his rent has been 
impaired so far as to bring the case within the above object, 'rhe 
right of sub-letting and creating incumbrances belongs to every tenure- 
holder — such is the common law of the country. So long as the 
landlord is certain of the rent to which he is entitled, ho cannot justly 
complain of the exercise of this right or claim,! to interfere with it. 
When, however, the exercise of the right extends so far as to endanger 
the landlord’s rent, to impair the security for such rent afforded by 
the sale of tho tenure by public auction, the cuse is altorod, and the 
landlord may reasonably demand that these sub-leases and incum- 
brances be avoided, which have rendered tho remaining interest of tho 
tenure-holder an insufficient security for the rent pay able by him. 

§ 180. In this view of the matter, we have enacted (sections 203. 
200) that a tenure, undertonuro or occupancy holding, about to be 
sfild in execution of a decree for arrears of its own rent, shall first bo 
put up to auction, subject to certain incumbrances, and, if the sum 
bid is sufficient to liquidate the amount of the decree and costs, shall 
bo sold subject to such incumbrances. If tho highest amount bid is 
not sufficient to liquidate the decree, tho decree-holder, that is, tho 
landlord, may then claim to have the tenure, &c., sold free of 
iiieumbrunccs. Such sale is not to bo had iiuinodiatcly, but upon 
a subsequent sale-day not less than fifteen or more tliun thirty days 
afterwards ; and a notification of such tenure being about to be 
ufl’ered fur sale free of incumbrances must bo posted upon some 
conspicuous place upon the land of the tenure. The eflect of 
these provisions will bo, that persons, who hold sub-leases and 
incumbrances, will not be endamaged if the bidding on the first 
sale-day I'caches an amount sufficient to satisfy the decree, and 
the tenure is in consequence sold subject to incumbrances. If, 
on the other hand, tho bidding on tlie first sulo-duy does not reach 
an amount sufficient to satisfy the decree, such porsrms will have 
time to protect ihomselvos from injury by paying in the amount of 
the decree (which they can subsequently recover from the deslViultcr) 
and so preventing such a sale of the tenure as will avoid incumbnmccs. 

^ 187. It has appeared to us that the superior landlord ought to 
liave iiotico of the creation of the incumbrances tt) which the above 
protection is afforded, and that this protection ought not to be 
extended to all incumbrances indiscriminately. Wc have accom- 
plished this by defining the term “incumbrances” to mean and 
include every incumbrance, lien, sub-lease, or subordinate interest 
which the defaulting holder of tho tenure, undortenurtj or oncupan<ry 
holding was by law competent to create in derogation of his own 
interest, and which was created by an instrument in writing duly 
registered, a copy of such instrument being served upon tlio person 
to whf>tn the rent of the tenure, undertenure or occupjuicy holding is 
jjayable. 'I'his provision will, wo trust, prevent fraud, if sought to be 
accomplished by setting up sham incumbrances after the sale. It 
will also enable an intending purchaser to iis<a‘rlaiii tins real value »»f 
property about to bo sold, and he will probably bid more than if ho 
was in a state of uncertainty on this point. We iiavc provided for 
'incumbrances created before the communceiiicnt of tie; Act hy instru- 
ments in writing duly registered under the Ifnv upjilic.ablo to thein, 
hy allowing a copy of any such instrument to be y.ci \od within six 
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months after the commencoinent of the Act. Mr. O’Kinoaly 'vrould 
oxtcnd the same privilege to unretfittered incumbrances created before 
the Act, whicli were not required to be registered by any law in 
force at the time of their execution ; but a majority of us are appre- 
liensivo lest this might induce some persons to set up incumbrances 
fabricated for the purpose.

§ 188. With the exception of these registered incumbrances, of the 
creation of which the superior landlord has had notice and which are 
protected in the case of a sale of the tenure subject to incumbrances, 
a puvciiaser will be entitled to avoid and annul all incumbrances 
itiipose.d upon the tenure by any holder thereof, his representatives 
or assignees, unless \jn the case of incumbrances allowed law, 
the right of creating the same was expressly granted by the 
written engagement under which the tenant was originally lot into 
pt.ssesHiini, or the subsequent written authority of the person 
who lot him into possession, or of the representatives or assignees 
of HU<'U person — (section 210). KhMknsfit ryots oV resident and 
horeditury cultivators are not, however, liable to ejectment under this . 
rule, nor can a purchaser cancel bond fide engagements made with them, 
unh’ss lie can show that a higher rent would have been fairly 
deinandublo at t,l»o time when such engugoments were contracted : 
ho inaj’’, lu»wover, pr«»eeed under the provisions of the Act to 
enhance thcj rents <»f all Other ryots. Wo have provided in accordance 
with a decision of the Privy Council, that the judgment-debtor 
himself or any person acting in fraudulent collusion -with him for the 
purpose of disencumbering the tenure shall not be entitled to uvoid 
incumbrances. 


§ 189. The only other portion of the procedure to which we 
think it necessary to make special reference is that relating to sotting

direct the purchase-money to be refunded, with or without interest 
money US tlio Cnurt may see fit ; and that such order may be enforced as a 

decree for money against any person into whose Irands the purchase 
money or any portion of it may have passed, if such person has been 
served with notice of the application to have the sale set aside. 'I'his 
will prevent the hardship to u purchaser of having to bring a suit 
f<»r the rectivery of his money after ho has lost the benefit of his 
purchase. 

§ 190. The Draft Bill, which wo have the honor to submit with 
this kepi>rt, coutuina 225 .sections, some of which are of considerable 
h'ngth, being subdivided into two or more sub-sections. Having 
aiii n«t uruor ri'gard to the extent of the matter, and the importance of the subject 
thc'H.a.). It yyQ have had to deal, wo do not think that a Bill codifying 

tljo statute law and the case-law concerned with landlords and tenants 
in these Provinces can bo compressed into much less space. We pro- 
pose to repeal, in whole or in part, seven Regulations of the Bengal 

Code, four Acts of the Bengal Council, and four Acts of the Supreme 

Council. The seven Bengar Regulations contain 37 .sections, some of 
wlflch (especially in the Patui Regulation) are longer than any sections 

of the Bill : Act* X of 1859 contains 3 fiS .sections: Act VI (B.C.) of 

1892 contains 19 unropealed sections ; and Act VIII (B.C.) of 1865. 
contains 17 unrepealed sections. These four make a total of 241 
sections, or more than the number of sections in the Bill. Again, 
Act VllI (B.C.) of 1899, which does not include procedure governed 
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by l^he Code of Civil Procedure^ coutaius 111 sections,

that llluHtrations and Explanations too often fail in' their ohjtM t, 
and instoad of elucidating raise new and unforesetm diiliculties and 
doubts as to the meaning of the text.” The majority of us have • 
not this knowledge, and, utitil wo read this passage, wort! not awaro 
of its existence. Our own experience has ditlerently informed us. 

The Illustrations and Explanations in the IVnal ('ode have, we helieve, 
prevented many niisc«m.structions <»f the text. Whatever (lin’erence 
of opinion then' may he as to the' utility of Jllu.str.allons and Explana- 
tions construeted from hypotlu'ti<*Hl eiises, we eoiu-ur with the UHnlerii 
musters of law-making, who s<‘t much value upon Illustrations and Ex- 
planations taken from case.s whieli have aetually occurred in practice.

In many recommendations wc all coneui, 
wlio have had dillerent expi'iieiie.es in dilfeient districts u:nl in 
ditTereiit departments of the puhh/; service. Whi>ie our views h:ive 
differed, we have felt ourseK cs justified in uccejtling after di-iaission a 
cumprouiise which offers violence to the opinions «»f iiom*. We verv 
earnestly’ trust that good W’ill c«mie <»f our labours: hat time and 
experience alone can show’ whether the hope will he realized. Jl il he 
beneficial that men’s rights and duties be certain and definite, benefit 
ought to accrue from the collection in a single Act of all tliut (••meeins 
the rights and duties of lundloids and tenants : and many provision-., 
such for example as those lelating to Merger and tho^o cciicerned with 
(Coparceners, introduce exact rules wdiere inucli doubt ami consequent 
litigation have prevailed. In the interest of the cultivating class \\i- 
bave afforded protection from arbitrary and exci'ssive enhancement of 
leiits — we have defined the incidents of a right of oceupaney' and have 
made it a valuable proporty in the hands of a careful tenant— we have 
provided reusonuble iiistafuients of rent and secured tlio evidence of 
jiaymeiit — we have restrained the harassment of hon( 3 st tenants, whop 
their landlords are coparceners and cannot agree— we have given tlic 
evicted tenant the crop on tlie ground sown by liiiiiself, and iiavc 
tillewed him conqHnisation for any’ improvements which he may have 
made — and finally-' wo have endeavoured to raise the stuud:ird of c om 
fort by allowing the ryot to build himself a comfortable habitation 
and by' giving'him some share in the material i»rugies,s of his ceualry .

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§ 192. In the interest of the landlord we have provided rules 
for tlio registration r>f transfers t»f, and Ruccessions to, tenures, under* 
tenures, and occupancy holdings — we have allowed the tenant to be 
ejected who disclnims his landlord's title, a valuable sanction in a 
country where the |>crRon who sots up a hostile t^tlo too often hopes 
to support it by stilK>rning to his side the tenants of the person in 
possession — wo have providetl definite rules for the enhancement of 
the rents of tenure-holders and undertenu re-holders — and for the 
purpose of a reasonable enhancement of ryots’ rents w'o have placed 
the executive agency of Government at the disposal of the zemindar, 
and have put him in as good a position ns Government itself for the 
uchiovement of ^lis object. Finally, mmj have provided the auctioti- 
purcliaser, who represents an im]>ortant landholding interest in this 
c<nintry, wdth the means of realizing the ]>rofit of capital invested 
in land. 'I'his ought to incfeas<‘ the value of landed property, and bo 
benefit the landholding community. We heliove tiuit the advantages 
offered by the Hill to landlords arc a full equivalent for anything 
proposed to bo given to the ryots. If any think otherwise, we desire 
to remind them of how much more, in the opinions of some, the 
. ryots are <‘ntitlod to demand. As to the power f)f the Legislature to 
redistribute property in laud at any time, when such a redistribution 
is reciuirod i)i tlio interests of the entire community, thei’O can bo 
no doubt. If such a rodistributum has for its immediate result the 
inqinirmoiit of existing interests, conqiensation is usually given by 
(iivilizeil Legislatures ; and we are of opinion that this rule should 
prevail, if anything contained in the Draft Bill constituted a case to 
W'liich tho rule can be applicable. The majority of us desire, how- 
ever, to say very emphatically, that in our opinion nothing contained 
in the Draft Bill constitutes such a case; and that all its provisions, so

§ 1. Ae sttverul of the provisiona of the Draft BiU were cet«i«|^ 
by ft majority of voteH, and uv the above Boport very pn^perly givOil( 
iinly such {tt<‘t« and argumonte ok support those ^oviatona, I W 
record niy views <m some, at least, of the caromal poitits iniraived 
in the Hill. 

§ 2. Tlio Bill has boon avowedly framed on the principle iluit 
the land of a oouiiirv belouj^ to the people of the country ; ana, wl^e 
vosiud rights should bo treated with all possible teiidorness, no mf»de 
of appropriation and cultivation should be permanently allowed by the 
Kuler, which inij^dvcs the wretchedness of the majority of the 
community.” 'I'his is a theory, however, which assails the Vbry 
foundation of private property. Whether they are the outcome oj 
prescriptive enjoyment, or tikb result of acquisition by labour or money, 
rights of property should bo scrupulously respected, and if the Huter 
Ihinks it uosirnble that a vested right should bo destroyed, let it be 
compensated for at its money value, or some other equivaleiit tmid iu 
its possessor. It is a.s rensonublo to trench upon a vested right of a 
landholder for the good of the ryots, as to ask a ryot to carefully 
cultivate land for the benefit of the entire Indian community. 

§ !). The Govoniment of 17U*‘J declared the scuiindars to bo “pro*

§ I. Ill 18U-1: a majority of the Judges of the High Court gave 
it as their opinion that tho right of occupancy created by soctiuu 0, Act 
X of was HU invasion of tlic rights of the landholder. Mr. Justice 

4 |.»K‘ ai7 IVoviir declared it “a gicut infringement of tho law previously 

existing,” and Sir B. Peacock, Baboo Sumbhoo Nutli Pundit, and 
others, suggested its abolition. The fonner loarncd Chief Justice based 
his ri'eoiiinieiulation on tho grounds that “ it interferes with the just 
rights of the seiniiidurs, at least in tho permanently settled districts, 
by vestiug rights of occupancy in tho ryots, which had no previous 
existence; ” and secondly, that “it tends to per,f}etuate small holdings, 
which must ultimately become injurious to the best interests of the 
country.” Sir K. Garth is quite as strong in his opinion on the 
subject — “ Now, however wise and politic this provision might have 
been, it scorns to me impossible to deny that it operated as an 
invasion of the landholder’s rights as conferred upon him by tlie 
Permanent Soctleiiicnt.” 

§ 5. The right has now been enjoyed by ryots for so long^ a time 
that the ij|Uestion of its abolition is at the present moment beyood the 
pale of discussion, but in the face of tho above opinions expressed by 
responsible interpreters ef .the law, landholders have a ri^t to ask 
that there should lie no lurtiter encroachment on their rights. The 
Bill, however, provides for the extem^n of the right of occupancy ( 1 j 
to those who have held or oultivatli land under a Mukarraridfur o< 
Istomrardar; (3) to sub-ryots who have held or cultivated land other- 
wise than for a term, or year by year, under ryots having rij^ts ui

STATEMENT OP OBJECTS AND REASONS. 


The DeccAsity for amending the Excise Act of 1878 has been brought to the notice of 
Government partly by a reproaeiitation from the Board of BevenuCi and partly by a commu- 
nication from the Chief ComminMioncr of Assam. The Hoard have pointed out the practical 
inconvenience which rraultb fiom the wording of section 58, which restricta the puriiahmeut 
for the illegal introduction, into one Excise Circle, of liquors manufactured beyond the 
limits of that Circle, to cases in which such liquors are introduced for the purpose of tale. 
It is practically impossible to prove that liquor is intended to be sold until it has actually 
been offered for sale ; and the law has consequently been evaded to the serious detriment of 
the public revenue. 

The Chief Comniiaaioncr of Assam has urged that the Act, as it stands, does not meet 
some oases of what may be termed '' foreign exciscable articles It appears that wild gaiija, 
which pays no tax, grows plentifully in the hills to the north of Assam, and is smuggled to a 
considerable extent into the plains, but as the place of its production is beyond the limits 
nt British India, the Act does not authorize any interference with this trntfic so loi.g as 
it is curried on in (|uaurities not exceeding a quarter a seer. A further diffieiiUy has been 
found ill the working of aeetion G4, which refers to liquors man ufa(;tured at any place in India 
beyond the lirnitH of Hritish India, but docs not include such as are maiiiifactiired at places 
ill Hriri»>h India in which no excise law is iu force. The Jyiiteuh Hills are referred to as an 
example of such a plucc. 

It is proposed to introduce a short amending Act to meet these difficulties.

The following report of a Select Committee, together with the Bill, as amended by 
them, is, by order of the Prcaidetil, published for general iuforiuatiou : — 

VVk, the undersigned members of the Council of the Licutcnant-Oovernor of Bengal, 
to wluiiii the Bill to amend The (Calcutta Municipal Consolidation Act, 187G, was referred, 
have the honour to make the following report: — 

We have considered the question of providing, by law, for the cousobclatiou of the Gov- 
ertitiieiit loans, and the handing over to (jovernmeut of the Sinking Fund tieid dgainst those 
loans-— an operation already carried into effect. From an rxiinniiaticiii of the m^nling of 
Bengal Act 1 of J872 and of Chapter XV of the present ('aUniita Municipal Act, it appears 
to us that the arruiigemcuts between Oovernment and the Municipality iu respect of 
(lovcrnment loans were not intended in any way to be aflFected by the provisions of the 
Municipal Acts, ami that the Sinking or Reserve Fund, provided for by seccion 337 of tiie 
present Act, had rrferciicc solely to the fund formed by setting aside two per cent on the total 
amount of the debenture loans couiructed by the CoiornissioucrK ueder the pruviHions of 
former Acts. This being so, it is only necessary to make tlic intention of the law clear 
by inserting words in the penulliinate clause of that scciiou to show that the moneys and 
securities which are to be iield by the Municipal Trustees upon the trusts declared lu 
that section, did not include any moneys held lis a Siukiug Fund against sums borrowed from 
Goveiiiiiient. 

In respect of Sinking Fund provision against debenture loans, contracted* under the 
Act of l87d, section «33^ gives the (juveninicut full power to make all necessary stipulation^, 
it section 337 is lield nut to require the calculation of Sinking Fund percentage upon the 
amiuint of suck loans. 

Wc luive, however, by a separate section, provided that, in respect of future loans on 
account of drainage and water-supply, the Sinking Fund may be reduced to one per cent, on 
the net aiiioiint ol MxAi loans ontstamling at the bcgiuuiug ot each year. 

V\ c have also considered the qurstiou of providing tor an extension of the water-supply 
to the suburbs. Wc aic all (with the exception ot Haboo Kristodas Pal} of opimou that 
the simplest way ol eiVeiMiug this is to follow the lines of section 168 of the present Act, 
under which the local (luvcriimeut may declare any portions of the environs to be part of 
the town for tlic purponcs of the drainage scheme. In the same manner if the local Govern- 
nu'iit IS empowered to dct'laro any portion of the environs to bo part of the town for the 
purposes of the waicr-Mipply, all tho legislative sanction necessary will be •;ivea. The 
(loterniMeut will then be in a positnm to act as supreme arbitrator between the Calcutta 
C 4 >rpwution and tho Suburihin Municipalities. It is not necessary fur the law to take 
oi'gnixunoe of the dofaiU of any paiticular sebeme of water supply. AVe have, 
however, been shown grounds for belicviug that if the town should determine to have a 
6*i-iuch main for its ow'n pin poses without any reference to possible suburban demand, and 
siiouitl rliercforo be willing to i harge against the suburbs only the cost of the necessary 
c\t(MiMons and liie iucrv ased puiupiug and tiltoriug apparatus iicr ssitated by such extensions, 
the levy in the suburbs of rhe same water-mtc asm the town would give the town a very large 
iiircrt*!^ on the capiiai so chari» ’tl against the siibuibs. Even if it be thought fair to charge 
against the suburbs u poitivin of the extra cost luvolved in having a 62-iuch maiu, it seems 
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improbable that the levy of an equal rate in town and suburbs would cause any loss to the 
town. We have^ however, thought it safest to provide for the possible levy of a difteroutial 
rate in the suburbs, if the Govcrnmeiti should be convinced tliat good reason exists 
for allowing such a rate; bat we restrict tins to the maximum already allowed by 
the Art. aa that appears to u^, on the figures available to us, not only as miirh as the 
suburbs ought ui bear, but as much aa they can possibly aflord to pav. It has broo 
pomted out to ns that the reduction of the eontnbutum to Sinking Fund in the case of fiiture 
water-supply and drainage loans has l>6en allowed by Government only on the understanding 
that such works are {lerinanent in character, and that the suburbs are to be brought on oqiiiu 
ablc terms within the water-supply. The (ioverument wonUl, it appears, refuse to rroogiki*»e 
anything short of a fi2-inch main as a piTinancnt and satisfoctory settlemont of tbs* water- 
supply qut>tion, even for the town itself. This being so, we think that the Corptiratioii is 
bound to recognize a «-crtaiu solidaiitv lu this matter between the siiliurhs and the town, 
and it ciiimot Inn ly claim the rinht of cluir-jing against the suburbs expenditure which it 
could nor in any rase avoid. 'I he diflVrenrc hetwerii a one per cent, and two per iviit, Sink- 
ing Fund is a tunti^rinl advantage \'Iiicti the town shtuild set oil against any little extra 
expciiditiirr enured by the inclusion of tl>c suburbs. 

Uaboo Khistouab Pal has recunled Ins virws on the subject separately. 

The rest tv us dissent from this view, bidiling not only that tlic town has a real and 
strong intercut in the siiiutary condition and well-being of its suburbs, but that it owes some 
cofisiderati^ui to rbe rc^idcllt8 of those puns, nearly all of whom work in the town and con- 
tribute t(' its wealth. 

We have provided that the Suburban Mnincipalities aluill, if required, assess and eoIlot C 
the watcT-riitc for the ConiiiiiMMinners. 

\Vc5 come now to the minor arm iidfiients made by ns in the Hill. 

We have exempted from tlic op(*f.ttioii <if Kcetion of the Act all officers and 
servants W'hosc petiHuina are ollierwise prnvnlcd for under sci tic»n 15 of the l»il) 

III soetKiri 5 !• of the Act we h:ne made the for tend era and the approval of tlm 
Committee <d the CominiAHiouerN iinnci'chaury in all coittraet'a over a tIiouKaiid rupees entered 
into hv the ConiinisHioners m ineeting. 

We have altered section 77 ot ibe Act so as to enable the court iiiflieting the fimt to 
pay from the amount so ol>tained ibe Htiiii due as license to the ConiniisMioners. 

W^* have made the provisiohs of se< tiou of the Act applicable to night-soil fees. 

\Vo have made the oprratioii of seetioii 10 of the Bill contingent on the direction of 
the local fJoverninent with the Hanetion of the (iovciuor-General. 

Ill SCI tiuTi 277 of the Act we have a limit of I f days after receipt of notic* within 
which the t'omniOHioiiers iniiHt decide whether they will interfere or not in respeet of the 
erection of huts. 

W^e have iiiaile it eU*ar that the s.inetion of the local Government must be obtioneil to 
any scht‘uie of improvement: and th.it, when siieh muietion is obtairii'd, the riiunieipal liinds 
may legally he spent in carrying out such sehern't. 

We have added a ehuise to sitIioii 21 of the Bill making it impiTa'iie upon the 
(^»m^li^sloners, in the evrnt of their undertaking to carry <»ut the seheiric of unpr<i\ement 
themselves, to complete Bueh work within iw'o yearn unlc-^n the time m exinuled by ihe 
direction of the local Government. Tin* elansc aim pnivides for the uhimate dispcmul of tlu* 
lands so purchased or leased by the Corninih'‘ioiiors. It is not considered desirable that ilie 
Com ini' i^ioners should hold improved lands pioinanently, or become in a general w:iy owints 
<»1 house property, Wc have in other resjjceis uim nded the wording and a' raiigeimo.t of fie* 
section. 

We have provided that the word '* drug" us* d in the first climsc of sr^eiion 2-» of the Btll 
shall, for ihe purposes of that el.tUftC, not ui.pU to ..ruc'es of riniinary ilomevtie ivjiisitiniitKiii.

The penal provisions of the third clause of the same !«eetion have also been altered to 
meet the changes effected in the claiisi- irniucdiatcdy proft dm/, and the forfeiture of liceriHf* 
hab been in(lude<l among the penalties hahii* to he menrif'd upon inf racdioii of the pro- 
visions of the «ee:iou by the keeper of a retail diug-Ni.op 

In section 26 of the liill wc have prohihiu-d the sale of articles used for the cremation 
of bodies by any but licensed ver^dors witliiii a r*nge ot‘ ihrcc hiiii(lre<l yards of the burning 
ground, and added a penalty not cxct ediiig a line of fifty rupees to follow upon the cr/lTtra- 
veiJtion or this rule. 

We hive made a lew other verbal aitcrations, and noomriiciid that ihu Bill, as urneeded 
by us, be passed.

1 oiBRBMT from tlic view taken hy my oollcagnea as to the terms on which the Calentta 
watcr.supply should be extended to the suburbs. I am quite willing to see the benefit of 
the Calcutta water- snpidy extended to the snburbs, but hold that this should not be 
done at the expense of the town. I am of opinion that the extension should be made 
either by admitting the Suburban Municipality into a co-partnership with the Calcutta 
Municipality, or by selling water to the suburbs on the ordinary commercial principle. 
According to the first view, it appears that the increased supply of water from the extension 
of the present scheme would be twelve millions of gallous, of which two>thirda would be kept 
for the town and one-third would be given to the suburbs. The cost of construction and 
maintenance of the works I consider should be divided between the town and the suburbs 
on the same principle and in the same proportion. This would involve a charge of 
Ks. 1,80,85^8 upon the suburbs per annum, which the Suburban Municipality says, it is not 
in a position to pay. To apply the commercial principle strictly would not tie ^vantageous 
to the suburbs, for in that case the seller might well tdaiin the right of selling hie own com- 
modity at his own ]irice. Considering, however, the community of interests between the 
town and the suburbs, I am quite willing to charge the suburbs only the ont-of-pocket 
expenses, which will be incurred by the town in extending the supply to the suburbs. Tlie 
data for the calculation of these expenses are roughly given in some of the papers of the 
Calcutta (forpuratton laid before the Select Committee. In calculating these expenses, the 
main point on which I am at issue with toe majority is about the cost of the 62-inob main. 
1 hold that a 42-inch main would double the supply of the town, that a 63-iach main would be 
necessary for the extension of the supply to the suburbs, and that the difference in the cost of 
the bigger mam shonhl in equity be borue by the latter. Following this principle, the 
cspital outlay on suburban works, induditig interest during coiistructioD, would be iu round 
numbers Ils. 15,50,000. The other items arc not disputed. The figures, which have been 
furnished to me by the Engineer to the Calcutta Corporation, stand thus->

An equal rate for town and suburbs is delusive, for one per cent, rate on assessed bouse 
property in towu is productive of nearly six times as much as the same in the suburbs, that 
is to say, while one per cent, rate produces in Calcutta almut Rs. 1,30,000 per annum, the 
same fur the area of the suburbs estimated yields Ils. 24,517 ptr ditto. 

The maximum wutcr-rate proposed for the suburbs is six per ccut. per annum, and as one 
per ceut. rate in the suburbs, for the area to be supplied with water, is calculated to be equal to 
Rs. 24,617, a six per cent, watcr-ratc would yield Ks. 1,47,282, leaving a deficit of Us. 21,718. 
The question is whether the rate-payers of Calcutta can be fairly called upon to make up tbia 
deficit from tlieir own piK'kcts. It is on this point I am at issue with my colleagues, aud 
as they would apparently saddle the towu with this burden, I cannot agree with them. There 
arc other jioiiits which 1 do not consider it necessary to notice here. I have no objection to 
the provision giving ]iowcy to the Lieutenant-Governor to declare the suburbs as a part 
of the town for purposes of water-supply, but 1 thiuk that the Governmeut is bound to see 
that the town is not made to bear the burden of the suburbs iu carrying out the orders of 
Government. It is observable that when I accepted the concession of Government to reduce 
the contribution to the Sinking Fund on account of futU'C drainage and water-supply loans 
trom two per cent, to one per cent, on the uudcrstandiug that the 62-inch main should 
be adopted in order to enable the Calcutta Corporation to extend the water-supply to the 
suburbs, 1 did not for a moment understand that the town should bear any portion of the 
legitimate burden of the suburbs. The reduction of the Sinking Fund contributiou would 
be a benefit common to the town and the suburbs. It would be a relief to the present 
generatiou of tsx-paycrs, both in the towu and in the suburbs. To call upon the town to 
make up the deficit of the suburbs on account of the extension of the supply would be to 
neutralise the benefit accorded to it by the reduction of the Sinking Fund contribution— in 
fact, it would be taking away with one baud the boon which has been conferred by the 
othac. ^

BURIAL BOARDS iCALCUTTA AND ITS SUBURBS). 

The Hon’blb Ma Mackenzie moved for leave to introducs a 'Bill to 
provide for the appointment of a BnriM Board in Calcutta and Um Buburlw. 

He said that the condition of die older Calcatta burial-grounds bad 
frequently of late years attracted the nodee of Government, aiid bee n unfavour- 
ably eommMited on by the public. The two oemoterios in the neighbourhood 
of Park-street had long since ceased to bo used for purposes of general 
interment, and were Iasi lapnng into a state of ruin and disrepair. The 
monuments, consisting idiiefly of those vast masses of brickwork which* oar 
predecesson were wont to pile over the remains of their departed friends, were 
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falling in many cosea to piecea, and there was no auUiority at present vested 
with power to deal with them. Kvoii in the Circular Road grounds, though 
matters were of course nut so bad, there was still in the older portions of the 
ootnetery much disorder and untidiness from the want of a cuiitrolUng 
authority coropetont to direct the repair, removal, or alteration of broken* 
down tombs. At the same time, owing to the fact that this cemetery was 
used by three different sections of the community — the Church of England, 
the Roman Catholic body, and the Non-Conformists — there was a want of 
unifonitity and neatness in the niunncr in which the grounds were kept, the 
monuments put up. and other work done. 'Plio establishments were, moreover, 
under no proper control. It was proposed therefore to provide by law for the 
appointment of a Burial Board, in which should be represented the Calcutta 
Corporation, the Health Dc]>artnient of the Town, the Public Works Depart- 
ment of Government, and, as far as possible, the clergy and laity of the 
different religious bodies usiitg the cemeteries. To this Board would be made 
over the control and umnageinont of all the Government cemeteries. Power 
was also taken to enable these interested in private cemeteries to make them 
over to the inanugeniout of the Board on such terms as regards the defrayal 
of expenses and the like as the Lieutenant-Governor might approve. 

'J'ho motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hom’dlk Mb. Mackknzii!: said the Bill had already been published 
under the authority contained in Rule l.'i of the Rules for the Conductor 
Business, and although much public atteution had not been drawn to tJie 
subject, the matter was a simple one, and there could, ho believed, be no 
possible objection to the Bill being at once read in C mncil and referred to a 
Select Committee for consideration. Uo therefore applied to His Honor the 
President to suspend the rules in order that the Bill might bo read in Council. 

The President having declared the rules suspended — 

The Hon'mlu Mr. Maoken/ik moved that the Bill be read in <\>uncil. 
Tito Bill, lie said, provided for the appointutent of a Burial Board, in which the 
Calcutta Corporation and its Health Dejtartment would bo represented, us well 
as the Public Works Dopartment of the Government, and the throe Christian 
bodies now using tho oouietorins — viz the Church of England, the Uuniau 
Catholic Church, and tho Nun- Con for mists ; the Chairman of tho Board 
being njjpointed by the Govornmeiit. Tho Bill gave power to bring under 
the control of tho Board all or so many of the Government burial-grounds (not 
being military burial-grounds) situated in the town or suburbs of Cal- 
cutta, as might soom fit to tho Liouteuant-G.ovornor. I'ho Hoard would 
receive and u<*count for fees paid for tho use of burial-grounds and the 
croction of monuments therein, and for any Govommont grants placed at 
their dispo.sal. They were empowered to appoint and control their own 
subovdiimto establishment. The Bill also provided for the making of bye- 
laws ; fur regulating tho conduct of business ; for securing tho prosurvatiuu, 
repair, or removal of existing monuments, and fur regulating the dimensions 
and (‘rection of new inonunieiits ; for regulating the mode of payment of foes 
and charges, and the exjiendituro of the same; and for controlling the execution 
of all works within burial-grounds. Those last were the most important 
provisions of tho Bill, which wero intended to give the Burial Board full 
power and control over the working of cemeteries. There was also inserted 
in the Bill a provision to meet cases like the following : There were 
several minor burial-grounds belonging to small communities — for instance, 
the Scotch, Armenian, Greek, ana other cemeteries — which were at present 
managed by tho communities to which they belonged. I'bese communities 
might perhaps sometime or other wish to have their burial-grounds placed 
under the coutrol of tho Board, which they might consider, with the 
experience it would possess iu tho management of cemeteries, would be better 
able to administer the trust than private bodies liable to frequent changes and 
having uo legal powers. Accordingly power was taken under the Bill to 
bring such private grounds under tho control of the Board on the applioatioB 
of those interested, on such terms and conditions as the Laeutenaiit-Qovemor 
might approve. 

The motion was agreed to, and the Bill referred to a Seleot Committee 
ooui^istiug of the Hon’blo Messrs. Reynolds, Allen, PfiESTaoB, and the Mover, 
with instructions to report within a week. 
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AMENDMENT OF THE EXCISE ACT. 

Thc Hom’blr Mb. B.KTicot.x>8 moved for leavo to bring in a Bill to amend 
** The Bengal Excise Act, 1878,” and in doing so, he said that the amend* 
xnentof the Excise Act h»d been urged upon the Government from two different 
Quarters. First the Board of Hevenuo rop<'rtod that they found a practical 
aifficulty in the working of section 58 of tho Act. Section 9 authorised the 
Collector to fix the limits within which liquors, not manufactured at a licensed 
distillery, should not be introduced or sold w'ithout a pass, but st'ction 58, the 
corresponding section which provided a penalty for breach of an offence 
against section 9, declared that whoever introduced or attempted to introducti 
for sale any spirituous liquors manufactured at another pla<!o, into the limits 
fixed for the consumption of such liquors manufactured at such distillery, 
without a special pass, should he liable to a fine. Tho Board pointed out that, 
a great practical aifficulty hud arisen from the insertion in section 58 of tho 
words “ for sale.” The difficulty was thot when liquor W’aa found in transit, or 
in the net of being introduced from one circle to another, it was im{)os.si‘oh> 
to show that it was intended for sale, while in tho case of an ai'tuul sulo it was 
difficult to prove that tho liquor which was sold was tho very liquor which 
had been introduced from another circle. 

Tho other quarter from which reference was made to tho Govcrnnn'nt for 
the ttiucndnient oi the Act was tho Chief Commissioner Assam, who urged 
that the Act di«l not moot some cases of whut might he termed “ foreign 
exciseable articles.” These wore dc ult with by section 10 of tho Act, whx'fi 
provided that spirituous liqiutr, ninnuractured beyond the limits of British 
India, should, on passing tho limits of tho tcrriWrics to which tho Act applied, 
be charged with duty, and the corresponding section which provided ii penalty 
was section 84, wliich declared that any person found in illicit poss<>ssiuii «'>f 
spirituous liquors, manufactured beyond tho limits of British India, should be 
liable to fine. It appeared, however, that in Assam there wi.re certain parts ot’ 
tho province which were not beyond tho limits of British India, but in wliicli 
no excise law was in force, for instance, tho Jyntoah Hills, and in eonsequeneo 
that section did not apply to thoso territories, and liquor had b<‘en introduced 
from tho Jynleah Hills whore it was not subject to the payment of duty on munu- 
facturo, and the section did not admit of the levy of duty on such liiptor. 
Section C4 was also imperfect in another particular, inusuiucii us it applied 
only to spirituous liiiuurs and md to intoxicating drugs. It appeared that 
gunju grow plentifully in tho hills in a wild Httdo, and under section til and 
section 64, as they stood, no ono'was liable to any penalty for being in possos- 
aion of such gunja as long as it was held in quantities not exceeding u quarter 
of a seer. It was reprc.sonted by tho Chief Commissioner that tlicre was a 
considerable illicit traffic in gunja which was brought from tho hills beyond 
Britisli territory into Assam, and it vras desired that muasures should bo taken 
to put a stop to this. 

As Mb. Rsynoij) 8 was at present only moving for leave to introduce a 
Bill, it was not necessary for him to explain in detail tho pruvisious wliich tho 
Bill would contain. 

The motion was agreed to. 

AMENDMENT OF THE COURT OF WARDS ACT. 

The Hom’ble Me. D.\mi*ikk moved that the Bill to amend “ Tho Court of 
Wards Act, 1879,” be read in Council, lie said that in asking permission to 
intr(»duce this Bill, ho made some remarks on points which now stood eiubodicd 
in sections 2 and 3 of the Bill, and it would not bo necessary fur him to toueii 
on those points again. He should therefore proceed at once to suction 4 
which contained a re-arrangement of sections 48 and 49 of tho present 
Act. Those sections provided that tho funds which came into tho hands of a 
Manager should be expended for certain puqiosos in a certain order of priority. 
Hon’ble Members, who had read the annexures to the Bill, would see tlmt it wits 
found impossible to adhere to that order of priority in practice ; for instance, 
the Manager of the Narail Estate reported that a good Hindu would not take 
his food until the family idols were worshipped, but according to law, tho 
Manager was not authorized to pay for pooja expenses until certain other . 
things were provided for, and if the law was to be obeyed, he would, in certain 
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caseft, be oblif^ed to atarve hie ward. Managers of wardi^ estates had a right 
to ask for such protection as couldj by reasonalde forethought, be devised against 
the necessity or breaking the law in such casea Mb. Dampikb had accoroingly 
endeavoured to recast those sections so that they should bo more workable. 
He believed that the Council would consider the really important point in 
those sections to be the limit tliat was put on the expenditure of not 
more than 10 per cent, of the surplus proceeds of the estate on purposts 
of general benefit and improvement of the word and his estate. Ma jDampieb 
had defined tlio restriction and limitation more precisely than it was defined in 
the Act. It was necessary under the existing law to obtain tbo special per* 
mission of the Lieutenant-Governor in such cases before a larger proportion 
than 10 per cent, of the surplus was so used : in tliat respect is was not proposed 
to weaken the clieck which the law imposed on the action of the Court of 
Wards. 

Then, in the section which was substituted for section 49, Ma. Hakpies 
had tried also to express the meaning of the law more precisely, but he had 

f >ut in a new proviso for the protoction of tho Court. According to tlie existing 
aw, tho surplus funds of an estate, belonging to a fomalo who was of sound 
mind, and above tho age of 21, was to bo paid to her without question: as the 
law stood, slio could claim tho surplus at any moment. But it was obvious 
that tho Colluctor, before handing over the accumulated surplus, must keep a 
working balance In his hands, and it was reasonable that ho should also keep 
a sufficient balance to moot any considerable expenditure of which the neces- 
sity could bo foreseen and which could not probably bo mot out of tho profits 
(){ tho following year. These provisions wore therefore introduced for the 
protoction of tho officers w'ho had tho nianagomont of tho estate. 

I’ho next provision to which Ma. Dampiek would refer, was contained in 
section 7 of tho Bill, and related to suits instituted by female wards who had 
attained the age of 21 years. This was a new provision, and he did not 
know whether it would meet with tho approval of the Council. It had been 
suggested by a practical difficulty in tho working of the Act, and he hoped to 
got the opiniun of tho learned Advocate-General on it before the Bill was 
passed. 

Tho next section was section 8 of the Bill, which was intended to meet tho 
difficulty of getting accounts from farmers in wards’ estates : tho section was 
taken from u provision in tho Land Registration Act, which was accepted by tke 
Council as the best ])ossible procedure. It was provided that tlio Colleotor 
could Impose a daily fine oii a farmer until ho- produced the accounts. 

Section 10 of tlic Bill was to remedy a defect in the Public Demands 
Rocuvory Act. As the Act stood, the application of tho Manager of a ward’s 
estate to the Collector for a certificate for tho rocovory of arrears of rent must 
be on stamped paper. It had boon discovered that, by an oversight, the Act did 
not provide for tho recovery of tho interest on tho arrears, of the cost of tbo 
stamp, or of the costs’ of executing the certificate, so that if tho ward’s Manager 
elected to proceed for recovery of arrears of rent due by the certificate pro- 
cedure, ho must either give up tho interest due and the costs, or proceed to 
recover them by tho sejiaruto prooeduro of a civil suit. The section by which 
it was proposed to remedy this omission would stand as section 63 of the Wards 
Act of 1879, taking the place of the section of the Act on the same subject 
which originally bore the same number, and which had been repealed by the 
Public Demands Recovery Act. 

The last section of the Bill provided lor the recovery from those into 
whoso hands any portion of the ward’s property had nassed from the obarge 
of the Collector, after its release, of any expenses which had been incurred by 
the Court on account of the property, in cases in which, in conseqnenoe of 
wSnt of funds, ovensi^t, or any other cause, such expenses had not been paid 
out of the funds of the ward’s property before it was released from the charge 
of the Court, 

The How’blb Aukbr Ai.i said there was one point which he tbou^ifi it 
proper and oonvenient to bring to the notice of the Hon’bla Member in tibarge 
of tho Bill at this stage. It was a point which had struck several practieal 
. lawyers, and oould be discussod in Select Committee, and, if thou^t peeper, 
could be included in the amended Bill which the Committee would subssit lor 
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tlje consideration of the Ooanoi]. It was a difficaky which had arisen with 
teferonce to section 27 of Act IX of 1879, M'hicU provided as follows : 

*• Whenever eay Colleotor has reason to believe that any parson n>«idmn in his distriot 
or being the proprietor of an estate borne on Uio revmuo-roll of his distriot, sboold be 
deolared or adjudgM to be a disqualifted proprietor under section (*. he shall make such 
enquiry as ho may deem nooessary, and. if 8ati»6ed, that sooh peraun should bo so doulared or 
a^indged. shall make a report of the same to the court ; 

and the court shall, on reoeipt of such report, make such order consistent with this Act 
as may seem to it expedient.” 

Thus it would bo seen that it lay in the hands of tho Collector to make a 
report, and the Court of Wards made an order with reference to the person so 
reported to be disqualified as might bo consistent with this Act. Section 0 
defined who tho disqualified proprietors wore, one class of such persons being 
minors, and a minor was defined by tho Act to moan a pcjrst»n who had not 
completed tho age of twentv-one. It appeared to Mb. AneKit Aw that those 
provisions of the Court of Wards Act invulvod some degree of inconsi»fcnc\' 
with the Indian Majority Act IX of 1875. That Act declared that a person 
who was not a Ward of C’ourt, or for whom a guardian w'tw not 
appointed b^’ a Court of Justice, should be considered » nmjor on the coin- 
plotion of his oighfoenth vo.'ir; but tho Court of Wards Act provided that 
a jierson was a minor who had not completed his twontydirst year ; so i hat 
under the lastmcntioned Act a iierson who had under tho Indian Majority 
Act entered into the enjoyment of all his legal rights, and had hocomo vested 
with ail tho legal capai itics of a major, might, on the report of a ('ollector, bo 
deprived of those capacities, and be declared disqualified and incompetent to 
enter into any legal transaction. Mu. Amseb Ai.i thought that the inoonsistoncy 
to which ho had called attention might, if possible, be roniovoti, and increfmtj 
mentioned tho point for tho oonsidoration of the Select Committee. 'I’ho con- 
flict existing betwe n tho two Acta was likely to occasion much hardship to 
people who entered bonafidj into transactions with a person who was a major 
under Act IX of 1875, but who, under tho Court of Wards Act, was declared 
a disqualified proprietor. 

1 n£ iloK BLis Ivi.iSTODAs I*AL Raid lic could not allow this occasion to pass 
without acknowledging tho liberality of Government in recognising and reward- 
ing the eminent services of Dr. Kajrri>hai.ai.a \Iitka to tho cau-so of literature 
to his country, as well as to the State. Those services wore well known and 
highly nfiprcciated not only in this country but also in Europe. Tho object 
of the Hill was primarily to give validity to tho pension which tho Govern- 
ment had been kind cnongii to grant to him, and Hahoo Kuistodar ]>ai, felt 
sure that the native public would hail with pleasure and gratitude this generous 
recognition of tho distinguished Services of this illustrious man. 

With regard to the remarks which had fallen from tho Ilon’blo Mcmlasr on 
his right (Mr AMRSk Alt), he could not concur with his Hon’hle Friend rs to 
the propriety of ro-opeuing tho question of tho ago of minors under the Court of 
Wards. He must say that that question had boon discussed Uireadbatc and 
settled after long and mature deliberation. Ho thought it was to the adviintiigc 
of the proprietors of estates that the period of tho nonage of minors undrjr thi,* 
Com t of Wards hud been extendoil to twenty-ono years. It bad not unfre- 
quontly been found that young men suddenly coming into the poHM'SKion of 
huge properties without having tlieir character properly formed and tbolr 
judgment matured, fell into tho hands of intriguers around them, and In- 
thought the provision of law which enabled the Court of Wards to keep charge 
of an estate until the proprietor had attained the ago of twenty-one s ears wu.-. 
calculated to prove highly beneficial to him. 

rhe Hos’blk Mr,. Mackenzie, in reference to the question of the ago o( 
majority,^ Miid that in spite of what had fallen from his hon^blc friend opjK».‘?it(! 
(J^ahoo iviMHToBAH pAL\ ho thought it adf'iBfilblo that the uiatter hIiou)<I he 
considered by the 8e!et*t Ooinniittee. It was not proposed by tin- boirblc 
iiicmbor who spoke first (Mu. Amerk Ali), as ho understood him, to rediu-c the 
majority, but to draw attention to the fact that uhen a person who 
might <»me under the (Jourt of Wards had attained the ago of 1% it wa.H 
uncertain, as the law stands, whether he was a minor or a major. Apparently the 
Court of Wards could take charge of his e8tato;i at any tinn* up to Ins reaching 
the age of 21. There was nothing in the Act compelling tho Court to come to 
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a final deciuon abnnt taking ovar tin' eitfate on tho first occasion of its becoming 
aware of the disability. In a recent case, whore a large proprietor had entered 
into ths poMHCMsion of bis estate at the age of IS years, it had been found 
useful by Government to have the power of chock given, by its tajing apparently 
able to direct the interference of the Court of Wards at any time, although so 
long as the property was well managed, Government did not wish to interfere. 
There might, however, be some question ot tho legal effect of such a course of 
action, and some difficulty in denning tho position of such a minor- major, and 
it Was just as well that tho Select Committee should look into the matter in 
order to see whether any further definition or explanatiou of minority or 
majority wus dcsirablo. 

His IloNoit tho IVcsidcnt said tliat before putting the question he wislicd 
to say, with roforcnco to tlie remarks wliioh had fullou from tho Hon’ble 
Member on tho loft (Mr. Amir Ali), that he was very much averse to any such 
alteration in tho ago of majority under tiio Court of Wanls Act, which should 
have tho effect of ]irevonting tho Oovcrninent froui inttirfering for the protec. 
tion of an estate tho proprietor of which had not attained tho age of twenty- 
one years. Tho case which had l»eon cited by tho Ilon’blo Member on the 
right ( Mtt. Mackrn/ie) was a very well known case While it w'us very de.sir.ablo 
that tho Government should have power to inforforo, it was very often 
unnecessary to do so provided proper arrangements were made fi>r the luanago- 
inent of the estate by tho family. Tho case which had boon mentioned 
oxenqilificd the working of tho section. It was the ease of tiio proprietor of 
a largo estate, who died suddenly leaving an heir between the ages of 18 
and 21. Tho proprietor hud before hia death made arrangements for the 
manogoincnt of liis estate which worked exceedingly well, and it was con- 
sidered ver)'' desirable that thoso arrangements should continue. Jiut soon 
after tho death <>£ the proprietor, it came to the notice of IIis Honor that 
endoavour.s had been made to upset tho system of numngement which tho 
dooeused proprietor had established, and ho only succeeded in having the then 
existing arrangements continued by threatening to exercise tho power vested 
in*tho Government to intorfci’o in the inanagenioiit of the estate if any change 
was mudo. lie believed that in this way one of tho most vtiluable estates in 
Ittnigiil had been saved from ruin. 'J’lie power, although it might only be 
iieoessary to exereise it by Way of infiueiicing tho action of the heir, was a 
very valuable one, and thond'ore ho would wish that tho pow'er be retained. 
Tlie subject lunl . .Iready been brought to the notice of Government by the 
Hon’blo Member in charge of tho Bill, and it was one well worthy tho con- 
sideruliim of tho Select ('ominittee, not wdth the view of ulteriug the principle 
of tlie law, but getting rid of apparent iiicoiisistcncics, ami of making it 
perfectly ei'rtuin that tho Govcrnniout should huv'o power to interfere in cases 
in which it might bo desirable to do so. The llou’blo Member who had raised 
this question wuuld no doubt bo placed upon the Select Committee, and the 
siilijeet could then bo carefully considered. 

Tho motion was then agreed to, and tho BUI referred to a Select Committee 
consisting of tho Hon'ulb Mes.shs. Reynolds, Allen, Amir Ali, Peary Moui'N 
Mookijmek, Kkisi'oi>.vs Pvl, and the Mover with instructions to report within 
a fortnight. 

AMENDMENT OF “ THE CALCUTTA MUNICIPAL ACT.” 

'fiiE lloN'iiLE Kiu'^todas Pal movod that tho Bill to amend ** The Calcutta 
Municipal Consolidation Act, 1876,” be read in Council, and in doing so he said 
he sliouKl endeavour to give a brief analysis of Uie provdsions of the Bill. In 
the first p ut of tho Bill, provision had been made to legalize the consolidation 
of the Jujus borrowed from the Government, and with respect to this point, it 
miglft b(' open to question wheihur it was at all necessary to make legal provi- 
siou of this kind, because he found, on reference to the 5iunicipal Act of 1876, 
that tho Government loans weie contracted outside the Act. it had, however, 
been found dcsirablo to give legal effect to the consolidation of the Government 
loans, and tho provisions of sections 2 and 3 bad accordingly been inserted in the 
Bill. TJic opportunity had also been taken to indemnify the Trustees in charge 
of tho Sinking Fund for making over to the Government the Government por^ 
tion of tho ttocuiuulaiicRMi of the fund up to date, in order to cany out iShe terms 
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€4 tho coAsulidfltion o( the Gorerament loans. The whole transaction bad been 
eoiuDletcd — >it was now a f«iii aeoompli^ but the sections had l>oen drawn on tho 
lines of the Port CorondsHumers Amendment Act, in order that tho 0>inmis. 
sioners might at a meeting, other than an ordinary meeting, give oifect to tho 
transaction. 

Power was given hy another section to tho Commissioners to sot apart 
annually, in rospoot of mture loans for the drainage and water-supply of tho 
town, one por cent, on the total amount of tho loans as a Sinking Fund hir tho 
repayment of tho loans. Ho had explained to tlioO<»uncll that, under tho exist* 
ing faw, tho Commissioners were re<|uired to assign two per cent, as a conlrihu- 
tion to tho Sinking Fund, but that contribution necessitated incrertsed taxation, 
and unnecessarily threw a heavy burden on tho present generation of rate* 
payers. The Commissioners therefore roprosentod to tho Government that it 
would bo both reasonable and equitable that tho liability slntuld be divided 
between tho present generation and posterity, and that tlio contribution to the 
Sinking hhmd should thcrotbro be reduced fr<»in two to one per cent. 'I’ho 
Government of Bengal had ac(‘<odtMi to that roprosentation of tho Municipal 
Commissi(tnorH, and supported it in a letter to the Govornntont of India on tho 
subject. With His Honour tho Priwidknt’s penntssiou. ho would read an extract 
from that letter. After alluding to tho consolidation of tho Govermneiit loans, 
and tho relief afforded to tlie town by tho arrangements made, tho Secretary 
to the Govern inent of Bengal rcuiurkod — 

“ Ths Corporation are now ooiisidoring a srhomo for Inr^^oly inoroasing tho supply of 
wator. and extondinp it to tho Kuhurhs, and tho liioiif«*nanl-<l*tv«nu»r proposes (o ainotid 
Aot V (B. C.) of 1^7(5 BO as to giv« tho Kuhurhaii ('<inimii<8i<>iiprs powor l<» lovy a watnr-rato 
to cover tho c'xppii'ms inourrod on thoir bohiilf hy tho t'uli'iitia Muuii'ipality. "Tho work in 
oouternplati<in will Ito of such a nature as to last long ho^'ond tho piosont gononilion. Tho 
drainage works, too, are usseut tally of a {Mtrraaiiont intturo, and thuir honoUtn will oxloinl to 
posterity. On the other hand, thoro is no ground f«>r approlioudinK any decline in tho 

S rosperity of Calcutta, within any period to wliieh luasonahle anlieipaliou «an extend. 

(uoioipul taxation in Caloutta is very high, and tho laoutoniint.Oovernor holioves that any 
increase in the rates w«tuld soriously inlet fere with tho progress of the town. Only onoo 
during the ton years, from 11^70 to 1879, did tho aggregate ruttt fall below 1(5 peroent,, and 
in four of these years it wtis 18 (tr 184 por oent, ft is a question whether, ovnn now, the 
population of the town is not less than it would ho if tli»* rato of Municijiul taxation wvro 
lighter In the hubnrhs luxation is also high, and it is ropieseutod that, if the rate to he 
levied is to iin'lnde provihif)U for a two per coot. Sinking Komi confrihuttnu, the scheino will 
prohnbly have (o ho ahaiohnied. Under (liese eiieitno-lances, tho lyiontenunt-Oovomor 
proposi'S to proii^ion in the niiiending Ael for a Hinking Kond roiitributiou of one por 

cent, only on nil puhlio loans raised tor wuler-siipply, on tiio understanding that tho 
Muiiieijud ( otnmihM mers of (kileiittn deteniiine (o l.ay a n* w (52 inch main conduit from 
Tnit'ih, and lie W’aild noiko a Kiniilur firoviHioii in re|^*:tid to loans for diainugo works, lie 
trusts the (Jo'.irniiiout of India will sigiul’y tlieir onproval of lliis inoasuro.” 

Baiioo Kuistodas Pai. did not know wln tlior any reply hnd boon 
received to that, letter, but ho b<i|a'<l (he recuinmondution of tho Governinont 
of Uengnl wo«ld be nccejited by the Govcniment of India, Tho r.'tte-p'iyern 
of Calcutta ought to be grateful to Governineut for relieving them from ho 
heavy a cbnrgt' on tho Town Fund, which was dietateii by a BcnHO of justice to 
the pre.sent generation. Whilst on this subjeet, liii might advert to the provi- 
sion made ill 8> ction 12 of tho Bill for the extetiKi ji of the water-Hupply to the 
suburbs. He considered it his duty to jioint out that it wa.s no part of the 
obligation of tho Municipal Commissioners of Calcutta to supply water to tho 
suburbs — that tlioir sole duty was to mjqdy wuftu- to their own rate-payors. 
But if tho Cotumissioiicrs of thcsubuibs desired to avail thomHclvoH of tho 
Calcutta supply, and would pay for it, tho Calcutta ComtntssionerH would 
certainly assist thorn. At present, the law did nut authoriiso the CotumisKionerH 
of Calcutta to extend the water-supply to the suburbs, nor to levy a rate for 
the purpfiso; it was therefore proposed to give them power to extend tho 
supply to the suburbs on the application of the iSuburbun Municipulity and 
the consent of fho local Government, and to impose a wut(T-rale on the suburbs, 
sufiicient to cover interest on the capital for the exten.siori wurks, contribution 
to the Binking Fund, and the cost of maintenance and supervision, and the 
necessary renewal of works. Accordingly, section 12 Imd been introduced, bat 
he Uopca it would be disl^nctly understood that it was not the oldect to throw 
an undue burden on the Calcutta rate-payers. If the people of the suburba 
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wished to drink the water of Calcutta, they must pay for it — unless th^ 
oonHcnted to pay the price, they could not justly be held entitled to the water. 

lie now came to some of the detailed provisions of the Bill. Section 5 
leg^ali^od the designation ** Town Council.’* It might be in the recollection of 
tho Council that when the Municipal Act of (876 was passed, there was no 
provision in that Act for the constitution of a Town Council, but Mr. Metcalfe, 
who officiated for some time os Chairman of the Corporation, gave tho name 
** Town Council ’* to the General Committee of the Commissioners. The 
business of the Municipality was carried on partly by the Chairman and partly 
by Committees of tho Commissioners — there was the General Committee, 
which met every week^sometimes more than once a week — there were Special 
Committees which sat on special subjects, and made reports, and these 
l• 0 [) 0 ^ts wore considered by the CommisHionors in meeting. Tho General 
Comtnittoo performed the functions of tho body, which, in Bombay and other 
]>laccs, was called tho Town Council, and it was desired that that designation 
should be logalijsod, but it was not intended in any way to change tho consti- 
tution of the Committees or their present procedure. 

'riion, some practical inconvenience had resulted under the present provision 
of tho law wliicli rocj^uirod that tho budget should bo laid before the Town 
('onimissioners at their quarterly meeting in October, when tho Doorga Pooja 
holidays intervened. It was proposed to alter tho timo for tho submission of 
the budget from October to November. 

Ho now came to sootioii 14 of the Bill which related to pensions. Ho 
did not wish to discuss this subject at length, us ho stated, when he applied 
for leave to introduco tho Bill, that ho was not responsible for tho introduction 
of this section. Ho boliovod thero had been some corrospondonce between 
tho Government of India and tho Government of Bengal on the subject, and 
it might probably bo arranged horoaftor that tho section should be omitted, 
but ho c«)uid not give any positive information to tho Council regarding it — he 
would leave it to Ills IluNouu tho PuEsiDiiNT to explain the position in which the 
question now stood. But ho ropoatod that, in his opinion, it was not fair and 
equitable to throw any charge for these pensions on tho Municipal Fund, for 
the officers concerned wore in no sense servants of tho Municipality — they 
were not appointed by tho Corporation — they wore not liablo to tho control of 
tho Commissioners, nor to disuiis.sal by them. The Municipality paid a lump 
sum for the nmintenanco of the police under an Act of the Legislature, and it was 
never intended or dcolart'd that the funds of the Municipality should be burdened 
wi'h the pensionary allowances of persons who were all-along considered to 
ho Guvoriiinent servants. P’rom 1867, to the present time, the Municipality 
had only been called upon to pay a certain portion of tho cost of tho jiolice, 
hut they wore now for the first timo asked to make a contribution towards 
their pensions as w'oil. Ho hopud that the Municipality would bu exempted 
from tliut burden. 

lie would now advert to what was known as the bustoe question. The 
sections in (he Bill bad been drawn on the lines of The English Artisans 
dwelling Act. and in training the oectioiis, care had been taken tJiat no land 
should bo acquired arbitral ily or hastily. P’irst of all, any land or area which 
might ho considered to bo in a stato dangorous to health would be reported 
upon by two cunipotcnt medical men in addition to the Health Officer of the 
'l\»wii After receiving tho report of such medical men, tho Cominissioners 
would consider what improvements should be made. They might, if they 
thought it necessary, report to the Government, reconi mending that the 
land be acquired umler the Land Acquisition Act, and they might theu reclaim 
tho land and carry out the improvements at their own expense, or re-sell the 
land tp private individuals under certain conditions as to building, drainage, 
and other sanitary requirements. Compensation should of course be paid 
according to tho Land Acquisition Act, and the Commissioners were authorized 
to borrow money for this purpose. 

Tho next subject whioh Baiioo Kuistozxas Pal would notice was the regis- 
tration of shops fur the sale of European drugs. There were some defects in 
tho existing law as to registration, which it wius now proposed to reined v by 
giving full power to tbo Health Officer. For in.>4tance, the present law did nt*t 
give power to tho Health Officer to seize any medioiiios which had become 




deteriorated by reaaon of olioMito or ago. or to ro<)airo the proprietor of any 
•hop to employ a oompetent oompoondor. Section 21 gave 'power to the 
Mumoi|Hil OommiMionew to reouire the propriotom of drug shops to employ 
persons duly certified, under sucn rules as the Government might from time to 
rime provide on the subject. Ills Honour the Lioutenaut*Quvemor was pleased 
to say, at tbe last sitting of the Council, tliat he would be happy to co-operate 
witb'^tho Municipality by instituting a comjwundor’s class in the Campbell 
Medical School, and lay down certain conditions to tost the professional qualifi* 
cations and capacity of men to bo employed in druggists' shops. 

The next provision in the Hill gave power to the Commissioners to license 
fuel shops near burning grounds. This subject was perhaps not thoroughly 
known to Hon’ble Members of the Conncil. They were doubtless aware 
that, near the burning ground, shops were kept for the Mle of fuel and other 
articles for cremation— great abuses at one time existed in respect of these 
shops, and his friend, Baboo ChunderMohun Chatterje© moved Mr. Wuuchope, 
who was then Commissioner of Police for Calcutta, to pot a stop to those 
abuses by licensing one or two shops for the sale of fuel. The abuses were 
so great that Mr. Wauchope, though not hoving the support of the law, 
uonsidorod it necessary by a stretch of executive authority to regulate the sale 
of fuel at tlteso shops by licensing one or two of them. 'I’hat arrangetnetit 
continued when the late Justtces came into existence. Sir Stuart Hogg 
examined the question, and lie was also satisfied that, unless some hold was 
had on the sale of fuel at the burning ghats, great abuses would again arise, 
and ho therefore continued tlio nirungcmcnts inmie by Mr. Wuuchojio, and 
those arrangements have siiict* been in force. Hut lately, owing to a new 
interpretation of tin* law' by u Hench of Magistrates in Cafeutta, rival shops 
had sprung up, atul some* police cases bad resulted in consequence. It was 
therefore proposed to give power to tbe Comnnssioners to license fuel shopn with 
a view to put down disptites and litigation, and to check abust's. Section a 4 
of the Bill provtdod for that purpose. 

These were the main provisions of the Bill ; the other sections eoverod 

minor amendments, which did not call for particular remarks. But there was 
one point deserving of notice, which was at present outside the Bill He 
meant whether the Municipal year should he brought into harmony with the 
financial year of the Government llon’ble Members had seen amongst 
the papers circulated with the Bill, a letter from Mr. .Secretary Macaulay in 
which reference was made to this subject. 'J’he Municipal year in (^uleutta 
corresponded with the calendar year, but the Secretary ot State urged that the 
Municipal year in all the Presidency tow'iis should bo mado to coriespond with 
the Official year This question was referiod to the Uomniissioncrs soinotimu 
ago, and Baboo Krisiohab Pal found that it w'os reserved for cotl^ule^ttt^on 
rill tbe time when the Municipal Act might need aim*ndment. Tho question 
bad therefore boon now again uigod for consideiation. He, for his <)wn pait, 
thought it would entail great practical incfinyenienco on Iho Municip.ilit^ if 
the Municipal year were made to correspond with the Gllii iiil \ear. All the 
Municipal licenses corresponded with tlic calendar yuar, and if the Financial 
> ear were ma^ the Municipal year, thou tho year of such licenses must he 
altered, the books of the Municipality must also be altiiid, and at least for 
one yir the tax-payccs, who Iiad to take out these licenses, would liavo to 
pay license fees for a year and a <]uarter, and great practical incorivenienco 
wo^d thus arise. The object of the Govemment was, he lx lieved, to have the 
Municipal accounts made up acc<*i<ling to tbe Financial j ear, and be understood 
that there waa an executive <.r(l«*r in existi nee under which tho Municipal 
accounts were furnished to Government aci'ci ding to tho Unancal year, so 
that the primary object of the Government, be ventured to think, had tilready 
been attained by the executive arrangements already in force. Jtut if tlio 
Government should insist on tl e change of tho Municipal year, it would hi- for 
the Select Committee to consider how far the wishes of Govetnimait miglit bo 

The Hon’blb AmirrAli said ho thought advantage should bo taken 
of the present opportunity to do away with the anoniaious ponition of the 
Municipal Commissioners of Calcutta, who were also .luhtices of tho Pea<*o, in 
trying cases in which the Municipality was a party. He believed doubts had 
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im|!i|^o«ted tbdtbielvto in snteiml quartora aaio the legdity of fheir proceedingfs, 
an4 he beliered that each doubta existed in Bombay also. He hod mebtiotied 
the matter to His Uon’ble Mend on his left (Baboo Kbisvodas Pai), and be 
tbonifht it tight tlmt attention should be drawn to it in Council, that measures 
might be taken to solve the difficulty referred to. The Bombay Government 
was about to introduce a Bill to empower Presidency Magistrates, who were 
also Municipdi Commissioneta, to try cases ^ in which the Municipality was a 
party ; and as there was no special provision in the Calcutta Municipal Act 
giving such authority to them, he would urge upon the Hon’ble Member to 
introduce a provision in the Bill by which tiie question might be settled in a 
satisfactory manner one way or the other. 

'1'he Hom’dle Peary Mohvn Mookbkjee said there was one portion of the 
Bill regarding which too much care could not be taken in settling its provisions^— 
he meant the sections of the Bill relating to the sale of drugs. It was certainly 
not intended that a grooer’s or bunniah^s sliop should bo remiired to be regis* 
tered, or that such shops should emplojr certificated compounders to superhitend 
the sale of such Innocuous substances as ginger, cinnamon, or aniseed, which, to 
use the words of the Bill, were ** drugs enumerated in tbo British Pharmsco* 
poeia.** It would operate as a great hardship if the wording of the section was not 
altered so as to exclude the sort of sliops to which he had referred. He thought 
that abkarry shops, or shops fbr the sale oxoiseable articles, should also be ex- 
pressly excluded, beoause the section as it stood would include these shops a^. 

The Hok’ble Mr. Mackekeie said, perhaps it was desirable that he should 
say a word with reference to the sections bearing on tho Oovemment munici* 
}>at loans. It was doubtful whether they were really required in the shape in 
which they appeared in the Bill. It would be remembered that the GUlcutta 
Municipahty had made repeated efforts to get some reduction of the harden 
im{)Oscd on the present generation of taxqiayers on account of the drainage 
mkI water-supply of tho town, and the Government of Bengal had consistency 
supported thu Municipality in those endeavours. The consolidation of tho 
Government loans wat ono of tho measures of relief which thoGoverament 
of India, on representations made, had been good enough to grant. The 
Government had lent tho Municipality lakhs of rupees on account of water- 
supnly ot the low rate of interest of 4 ner cent., and various other sums for 
drainage, maikots. Municipal ofiloes^ ana the like, at 4j^ |)er cent., subject to 
oertain stipulotiuns regarding sinking funds and repa^'ments. Tho Municipal Act 
took, how'cver, no direct cognizance of such loans, which Were simply matters 
of contract between the Government ^d the Municipality. Tho Government ' 
made its own terms^ with tire Municipality, and if it became necessary to 
enforce oomnlianco with those terms, the Government knew where to fiira its 
remedy. When, therefore, in Ibfd the Municipality applied for some 
mudiiication of the terms of repayment, the Government of Bengal made 
certain projfjosals to tho Government of India, and the Government of India took 
these into consideration and passed orders regarding them. No special need for 
legislative sanction was apj>ai'ent. What tiro Government of India proposed was 
that tho Municipality should hand over to the Government the Sinking Fand 
which had been hold as agaiirst the Govmmineot loans, and that the whole Of the 
balbnoes of the loans should then bo ootiBoUdatcd into one loan at 4^ percent., 
to be repaid in sixty equal half-yearly instalments. This proposal was beKcved 
to bo advantageous to the Bfunicipality, and was accepted. It was then, how- 
ever, found that tho Trustees of the Municipality held not only the Sinking Fund 
aiooxuing against the Municipal Debentures, but also the Sinking Fund accruing 
agmnst the Government 4^ per cent, loans in one and the some account. A 
separatum of accounts became necessary, and was easily effected. But a Joubt 
arose whether, looking to the fact that seoifon 3 ST of the Act bound the Trustees 
to hold all monej's in their possession when the Act was passed— when held for 
the purpose of paying off sny sum borfuwed by them — subject to the trusts 
deewraf) in that section, some legislation was not required to show that the 
section was not intended to apply to, or affect in any vray, the arrangements 
regarding the Government loans. This doubt might he fanciful perhaps, but it 
was the only matter in oonneotion with tlie oonsolidation of the Gfoverament 
loans which seemed to Mto to call for legislation at all. There was i^in a 
point in connection uithllie Public Debenture loans which might or miglii mot 
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veqaira togiilaftion* In the Muzdeipd Act ptrcvicicn wade that the aaffl 
af i par aai^ tm the ii>uU sum bonrevad by the OoramiaBionam, fer ptitpcaaa 
aay amactmant tbaieby ircpealed, and aacolttsiYa ef the Qovemment leatta, 
waa to he held aa a Sinking Fund. The Qotemnient of India go g ge at ea 
titot the Municipality idiould, in voapect of future leans, instead of setting 
aside a mim of 9 pW oent. on the gtess amount of the loan, sot apart 
9 per oent. only ou its net amount as it might stand at the loginning of 
each jmar^that is to say, after deducting the amount of Sinking Fund held 
against the loan. That was a matter for the Municipality to consider, and 
so far they had not come up oflBcially for any amendment of the law to 
miabte them to taike advantage of the proposal ; but be observed that in the Bill 
effeot was apparently sought to be given to it. The sroond clause of sooiton 4 
of the Bill ^ovided that m respect of loans contracted after the passing -of the 
Act, a sum of not leas than 1 per cent, on the total gum borrowed by the 
Gomasiasionoia, after deducting the total amount previoudy set apart as a 
Sinking Fund in respect of snoh leans, dtould bo set aside yearly towards the 
diseharge of the leans. This proposed a doable concession to tho present 
generation of taM*payers. Tho Hon’ble Mover of the Bill bad only referred to 
one — the reduction of the mte of payment to the Sinking Fund ; but it would bo 
seen there -sms a further modification, in that this percentago was to bo calcu* 
lated only on net, and not on gross, indebtedness. He might further remark that 
if the Sinking Fund was to Im calculated on the net debt, there was perhaps no 
neoessity for a Sinking Fund at all. It would be sufficient to provide that the 
sum of 1 or 2 per cent., as the cose might be, should bo appro|>riatod annually 
to bu 3 ring up and canoellhng Municipal debentures. After all, however, it was 
doubtful whctlier legislation was reiiuired to meet tho caso of thoso future 
loans, seeing ttiat under section 334 of the Act tho terras of loan and rep^mont 
bad to be settled in each case by Government and tho Oommissioners. Section 
337 was only designed to protect the ttain at the time of passing tho 
Act in 1876. 

Mr. MACKesrgre thouglit it deinrublo to moke ibis explanation, boenttso 
the object of tho sections to which he hud referred raigiit not be under* 
stood. He would not follow tho hron’ble member through the other remarks 
which he hud made, except to ssy shortly, in respect to tho extension of the 
water-supply to the subarbs, that it would bo wise poliev to recognize somothing 
like solklarity between tho town and suburbs. According to tue provision as 
it now stood in the Bill, the Calcutta Municipality miglit carry out in the suburbs 
any scheino of water-supply they pleased, at an v cost they pleased, and charge 
the rate-payors of the suburbs any amount they pleased : tho rate of interest 
to be charged not being even mentioned in the Biu. Ho did not think that 
this was an arrangement that either the inliabitants of tbo suburbs or tho 
Goremment could comtcmplate with satiMaetion. 

His HoKOtnt the Pknsident said that before putting the motion ho -wished 
to make one or two remarks on the subjects which had just been alluded to ; 
and first, in answer to what had fallen from the IXon'blu Mover, Hts IloKofia 
thought that tlio section relating to tho supply of water to tho suburbs 
required very careful consideration by the Seieet Committee. It seemed to 
liim that this section, ns worded, would impose upon tho suburbs a liability 
very much iu excess of what he believed was right, ilo Was sorry to sec a 
tendency on the part of the Municipal Commissionetn of Calcutta to treat the 
Suburban Municipadity with a sort of jealousy. There seemed to be some 
objeeftea <m the part of the Calcutta Municipality to recognize that the suburbs 
wmw, as a matter of fact, part of Oalootta, and on inclination to shut them 
out from tfm advantages which the people of Calcutta enjoyed chiefly from tho 
assistainee of Government. l'%e Calcutta -water-works, as he and Hon’blo Members 
well know, had been carried evt by the Calcutta klunieipulity, but they could 
nevmr have carried tliem out unless they had received very marked assistatico 
from the Government. They ought to be willing to let tbm suburbs share in 
the advantages tbus derived, if they could dose -without any extra (^pendituro to 
thetnsdves. The watex*wetn were carried out by a loan of half a niilHon from tho 
Government, and the Municipality had every facility in tho way of the services 
of ongineeringefficen from tnue Govemment, and they were allowed to construct * 
the work a distance of 14 raHes along a Government road. This licing so, His 
ttoMOUK thought they should recognize the fiict Uiat tho health of Calcutta and 
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itft prosperity wore to a ^eat extent wrapped up in the health and prosperity of 
the suburbs. There were many people who resided all day in Calcatta, but 
who lived in ti>o suburbs, and wlio came here every day to do their work. 
Calcutta was dependent to a great extent on the suourbs for labour and other 
conditioiiH which made life and trade in Calcutta possible. He thought tltat 
instead of grudging the suburbs aid in the fnatter ot water-supply, they should 
allow thorn ungrudgingly such bene6t as they could enjoy from the existing 
lioad works and mains of the Calcutta service without detriment to Calcutta. 
It was, of course, <}uito fair that if the water-service was extended to the 
suburbs, the residentR of the suburbs should pay such a rate as would entirely 
relievo Calcutta of any extra cost hona fide xwcnrTviA for that purpose, but they 
should not bo called upon to pay any ebarges which ('aloutta would have to 
incur if the water-supply was not so extended. It seemed to him that the 
section, us now drawn, left it open to the Calcutta Municipality to assess 
the pounlo of the suburbs to a degt'oo which would involve a prohibitory 
charge by making them pay something in excess of what was the fair cost 
of laving down tho water in the suburbs. Ho quite agreed that all extra expense 
involved in extending the works to the suburbs would bo a fair charge upon 
the suburbs, but ho strongly protested against throwing upon them the 
cost of works which worn not rendered necessary exclusively by that extension, 
and ho hoped that the Select Committee would give their careful oonsidera- 
ation and see that some firoper control was provided, so that the suburbs might 
not be shut out altogether by a prohibitory rate or that the rate imposed upon 
them was n(»t nmdu unreasonably heavy. 

lie would now come to tho question of pension. Hon’blo Members 
bad just bcc'ii told that the Municipal Commissioners objected to pay any* 
thing towards V’ensions of Police ofRoers, becauso they neither appointed nor 
controlled tho Police : ho must remind them that tho payment oi the Police 
was a duty which was thrown upon thorn by law just as much as drainage, 
water, and other rates; they had to prepare a budget which was to receive the 
sanction of (Jovernmeiit, and after the budget had been received, tho local 
Qovornmont doterininod, year by year, how much it would give towards the 
maintenance of tho Police as a contribution to Municipal Funus. The Munici- 
pality had to find the pay of tho Police by law, less only such amount us 
Government saw fit to contribute, \ear by year: and pension was really only 
a form of deferred pay. Although we all had great respect for the Municipal 
Commissionurs, and tho woy in which they managed their work, ho did not 
think that tho detaih'd control of the l^olieo was a matter which could in any way 
bo advantageously vested iu tho (Jorporati<in. As a matter of fact, particularly 
as regards pension, the Govorument had always behaved with groat liberality to 
the Muiiicijnility. About two years ago, lli.s Honour received a proposal from 
tho Goveriimont of India calling upon the Municipality to pay a contribution 
towards tho pension of tho Commissioner of Police. Ho pointed out that the 
Municipality paid a very heavy sum for tho maintenance of tho P«)lice, that 
tho Municijial rates were very high, and that the Municipality should, 
therefore, in his opinion, not bo called upon to make any contribution 
for such purpose. 'J'he Government of India replied that altluMigh they 
claimed tho principle to bo correct, they wore willing, in considorutiou of 
what tho Muuiei])ality was doing, to make the jumsion a part of the 
oontribution from tho Guvernmenr, and that claim had been withdrawn. 
Since then, about tiie beginning of this year, he received a letter from 
the Government of, India, directing him to take measures for tho amend- 
ment of the Munii-ipal Act in order to make the Municipality bear a share 
of tho pensions and gruiuities granted to servants who were partly paid by the 
Qovernmont and partly by the Municipality. He roust say that that principle 
seoified to^ him to bo perfi*< tly fair and justifiablo, but as he had before said 
be was willing to recognize the fact tlwtt the Municipality had very heavy 
charges to meet, that taxation was very high, and though the charge for 
pensions was not a houvy item, he desired to save them as much as he could 
from further expenditure fur l\>iice; he accordingly wrote to the Government 
of India as follows : — 

. *' The proposal to require the ralcutta Munioipality to uoutribate for pensions hss been 

more than onoe disoossiHi The oircuoistmioos have materially altered sinoe Mr. Hampier's 
letter No. 5d0, dated dlst Juiiuary 18GB, was written, and Sir Ashley Eden is of opinion 
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tbe mtliditj oi the daim of OovomoMiit to theae oontrilmtioDA is indiiputable ; but be 
fW. Ae pTCMmt time is not oppoitime for enforeiog this oleim. Ae mb alxeedj beeu' 
in mr letter No. 143, dated 23ra ultimo, to the Finauoial Oeperimout, on the enbjeot 
of the W io htn g Fund oontribntion on future public loaaa for water-aupply and drainage, 
in C^^tta u extiemely high, and any oonaiderable inoreose in the burdena throem 
on the rate^payera must affect the proaperity of the town. The Cummiaaiouera are about to 
rery heurjr expenditure in inoreaaiug the supply of filtered water — a meaauro absolutely 
indiapenaable to sanitary progreae. GoTernment bare unceasingly urged upon them the 
neoaaaity of pushing fmrward vigorously the work of filling up filthy tanka and improving 
the oonution of buateea in the town. The exteuaion of the water-supply will remove one 
to the proeeoutioB of the first measure ; while the provision about to he made in the 
Aet, e«aMing the Commiasioners to o^uiro busteo load for the purpoae of 
teolaimii^ and building on it, or lotting it for building sites, will give the Munioipeliiy 
ample powers to deal with the second question. But while the way will now be open to the 
exMUtion of those essential sanitary reforms, it is most important that no avoidable financial 
dUBculties should be allowed to arise. The Lieuteuanl-Govomor believes that it would have 
a very good eflbot, and would greolty strengthen the hands of Government, in iusutiiig on 
tho systematic prosecution of those reforms, if tho Government of India woro to postoone 
for the present the enforcement of their claim to pensionary oontributions, and to deolaro, 
as was done in the case of the Chairman's contribution for leave and pension allowaiiccs, that 
the exemption, so long as it is permitted, must bo held to be a substantial oontribuliuii by 
Government to the Municipal roveuiio of the town." 

Ho bed this morning rccolvod a reply from the Oovernmeut of India to 
that letter, in which they said : 

*'• I am directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter No. J 7.0, dated tho 7th instant, 
and in reply to say that, under the ciroumstanoes represented, the Govomor-Gonorol in 
Council is pleased to sauciton the recommendation of llis Ilonur tho liioutenant-Uuvernor, 
that the Government should, for the present, forego the enforooment of its claim for pen- 
sionary contributions from the Cslontta and Mofussil Municipalities. 

“ The prindj^ that such oontributions ate claimable should, however, bo definitely 
asserted in the Municipal Acts now under amendment in Bengal; and it would, in the 
opinion of the Governor-General in Council, facilitate the settlement of the question, and 

E revent risk of future misapprehension, if the obligation were at onoe imposed iii tho 
igislatiun at present under consideration of the Govemmonl of Bengal, power being 
reserved to the local Government, with the previoiu sanction of tho Governor-General in 
Council, to exempt the Calcutta or other Municipality at any particular time from Iho 
payment of contribution, in tho event of suffioieut reasons being shown for such temporary 
exemption." 

That was how tho matter now stood. The Government of India had 
consented to forego its demand for contribution to pensioti, but iltoy wished 
to havo the principle asserted in the Act. His Honouu himself must say that 
he saw no groat object in inserting the principle in tlio Act if it was tho 
intention to forego payment, and ho would take an opportunity of making a 
further representation, and point out that tho liability having been declared by 
tho Govemnient, it woutd bo better to loavo the whole question to lie settled 
hereafter, the Act being amended when necessary for this purpose, rather than 
to disfigure tho Act in the way in which it was proposed by putting in a 
provision which was not to bo enforced. Whether tho Government of India 
would consent to that proposal, he could not say; but in the mean time tho 
Select Committee should consider the orders of the Government of India, and 
endeavour to frame a section which would meet tho views of tho Govommoiit 
of India. 

He did not think that there was anything further in the Bill whicli 
called for remark in this stage, but he had no doubt that its provisions would 
receive the careful consideration of tho Committee, and that they would also 
consider the suggestion which had been made by tho Ilon’blo Member on tho 
left (Mb. Akib Au.) 

The Hon’bub Kbistooab Pal explained that it was not intended tliat tho 
Municipality slumld have the arbitrary power of imposing a watcr-rato on tlio 
suburbs, f^^ifioations and estimates of works necessary for tho oxtejisiou 
of water to we suburbs would be submitted to the Government, and os no such 
extension could be carried out without the sanction of tho Lioutonunt-ijcivornor, 
the determination of the rate would ultimately rest with 11 w JIonouu. It was 
provided in the Bill that tho Municipality should have power to levy such a rate 
as would cover all costa of construction, establishment, and maintenance ; but if 
the rate were fixed by law, it might prove insufficient and ombarmssiiij^. Tho 
determination of the rate ought therefore to bo loft to the Commissioncfs 
subject to the sanction of the local Government. 
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The motion liras agreed to, and the BiU referred to a Soleei Com> 

mittoe consisting of the Hon’ble the Adyccate-Qeneral and Ehm’ble Hesua. 
Cookmrell, Mackensie, Allen, Ameer Ali, and the Merer, -with instractioiMi to- 
report in a fortniglit. 

AMENDMENT OF « THE CESS ACT, 1880.” 

The Hon’ble Mk. Dampiee moved that the report of ^e Select Committee, 
on the Bill to amend ** The Cess Act, 1880,” be taken into consideration in 
order to the sottlomont of the clauses of the Bill, and that the clauses of the Bill 
be considered for settlement in the form recommended by the Select Committee* 

The motion was agreed to. 

Tho Hom’ule Mb. Dampieb moved that the following note be substituted 
for the note which stood below Part 1 of Schedule A : 

*' Notk.— I n thti body of this statement should bo entered only nijjote lands and snoh 
unooltivated lands in the use and occupation of the maker of the return os are capable of 
ussessmont on their annual value.” 

This amendment, ho said, was the result of tho opinion expressed W tho 
Ilon’blo Member opposite when the Bill was read in Council, ana tdso in Select 
Oommittoo. A communication had since been received by the Lieutenant- 
Oovornor from the British Indian Association on tho subject. It turned on tlm 
tmint wbother uncultivated niijoto lauds were to be entered in the return as 
liable to assessment or not. There had been a good deal of discussion on the 
matter informally, and the Government had ultimately accepted the amend- 
ment which Mr. Dampier now moved, and which he hoped would meet with the 
approval of the Council. 

Tub IIon’olb K^ristopas Pal said ho was willing to accept the amend* 
ment if it was worked out in the spirit in which it was moved. He hoped 
that the Board’s instructions to Collectors would be sufficiently explicit so os 
not to give rise to complications in future. As far as he understood tho object 
of tho Cess law, it was that the ooss should bo calculated on the rental or profit 
derivod in somo shapo or other, and the definition of annual value ” in the 
Act of 1880, althougn somewhat vaguely worded, implied that only land 
capable of valuation in somo - form or other, that was to say, land yielding 
profit or somo advantage to tho owner, was liable to assessment. 

The Hon’ble Mb. Dampieb observed, in reply, that it was impossible that 
any pledge should be given in this Council on behalf of an institution so proverb- 
ially irresponsible and intangible as a Board, but he would express a confident 
hope that the Board of lievonue woiild endeavour to do full justice to tho iuten- 
faon which actuated the introduction of this amendment. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Mackenzie remarked that it was not the principle of the 
original Uoad Cess Act that the assessment should fall only on actual rental or 
profits ; possible profits had also to bo considered. Under section 4 of the 
Act, all ** immovable property ” was liable to pay road cess ; and the term 
** immovable property ’’ was defined in section 3 to include land. But 
land” meant '‘laud, whether cultivated, uneultivaied, or covered withwaterJ* 
Land falling under tho last part of that definition might very well be land- 
yielding no actual profit. It was. not,, however, apparently tho intention of the 
Act that land which was absolutely wortldess shouM pay cess, for that on which 
the assessment was calculated, namely, the " asnuol value of the land,” waa 
defined to bo tho " total rent paid or, if no rent waa actually paid, the rent which 
would bo reasonably oxpectea to be payable during the year by all the cultivating 
ryots thereof, or by otlier persons in aotual.use and oconpation thereof.” These 
last worda led to the inference that waste lands which were absolutoly unoultor- 
able, at capable of yielding no, return of any kind, were not to bo assessed,, 
but vmere land might be made capable of yimding a -rent under any circum** 
stances it must pay road cess, whether tha owner chose to utilize it or not. 
He believed, however, that in practice <mly lands returning actual profits were 
included in tlie returas. 

The motion was puk and agreed to. 

The Hon’blb Ameer Au moved that the proviso in danse 3, section 44 
Bengal Act IX of 1880,. oommonoing with tiio words “ subject however” 
oouoTuding with the words "the holders of such share” bo omitted. Ho 
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Mid tliat the great hardship whidi wag entailed npon the eo*eharesa of a 
lufibal hy the iueextion of tbia provieo in geotiW 11 wa» the leagott 
which indueed him to bring forward the motion. He had reeeiTcd aeveval 
communicaiiong on tlw {rabjeot from aomiudam in Bohar, one of which 
he forwarded to the Hou’ble Sfember in charge of the Bill. The Ilon’Me 
Member waa good enough to considor the anggeation, which however 
he thought tb be impractioable. Mr. Ausrr Au Kimaelf waa of the game 
opinion. The auggostion woe to the effect that the oegaea gliould Im required 
to be paid with the Qoveramont jumma; bat it appeared to liim that it would 
bo hardly powiblo to do go, uulega the ceggea were constdidated with the 
Government revenue. The only remedy gewned to him to be the omiwion of 
the proviso mentioned in the omendmont. It occurred only in clause 3, and 
presumably iq;>pUcd only to such oo^aharers as were menti^ed in that clause. 
There appear^ to him therefore to be no difficulty in omitting it. Mr. Ambrs 
Axj. did not see tlie justice of making co-sfaarera, who wore in every respect 
separate, who paid their jummas separately, who had separate accounts with 
the CoUeotor for Government revenue, liable for the laches of a co-sharer, who 
was a co-sharer only in name and by a fiction of tbo law. Ho would road 
with the Hon^ble Prosident's permission, a passage from tho communication 
already referred . to by him, to show tho great hardship which was caused 
by the joint-liability clause in section 44 of tlie CJess Act. It was as 
follows : — 

“ In the proTinoe of Bohar, the mehals, generally speaking, consist of Ion or twenty 
moozaha, each owned by numerous and diifurent oo-sharers, so muuh so that tho fmthk of 
ono niouzah is not aoqaaintod with the malik« of the other mouzahs, nor is ho aware of the 
different Bhares in tho rema ning mouzahs held by the respoctivo maiik*. As there is only 
one and same touyiA number for tho mohal. a joint asseKsment is made iii rosi)oot of 
tbo some. And when tho Itood and Publio Works Cesses rnn into arrears, the sharonolders 
€»f the mehal cannot possibly know whtoh nartioular sharer is liable for suoh arrears, and 
whether the debt in reality is duo or not and if duo, how muoh it amounts to. The pay- 
ment couBcquently is impossible. Tbo oo-sharers and the shareholding porjtriotors of 
larger shares do not allow Kood and Public Works Cesses to fall into arrears. The holders 
of small shares generally allow the oesses to remain unpaid, so that iu tho orenl of the 
same being paid by tbo largo shareholders, it is difficult for them to reimburse tbftmsolves. 
Under these mreumstanoos many raehals would bo put up to sale, and iunooout parties 
deprived of their estate along with tho defaulters." ' 

Tho proyisioti iu tho Revoiiuo law by which tho entire body of co-sharers 
were made liable for default committed by one of them in tho payment of the 
Government ccss, was a traditional rule handed down from former OuvernmentM 
who not uufroquontly visited the sins of tho fathers on the beads of the sons’. 
It appeared to Mr. Aubric Ali, however, that tho circumstances connected* 
with tho separate payment of revenue by co-sharers did not apply to the 
separate payment of cesses. He could understand Iho roason for tho Revenue 
av^orities placing tho payment of Government revenue on a ditl'erout basis 
from the payment of cesses, which was a due of quite a different nature — cossos, 
as a matter of fact, were not payable in such large amounts as the Government 
revenue. It was possible that when default was oomniittod in tho payment of 
revenue, and the specific share in default was set up for sale, the highest offer 
might not be equal to tho amount of revenuo due; but it could hardly ever 
happen that when a specific share of an estate was sot up for sale for arrears of 
cess due, the highest <iffeT would not suffice to meet the amount duo. He there- 
fore thought that there was no sufficient reason for the insertion of the 
proviso in clause 3, section 44 of tho Cess Act, and ho knew that it 
caused a mreat deal of hai'dship on persons who were co-sliarers in a mohul, 
and therexore the only means of remedying that hardship was to strike 
out the proviso in clause 3 altogether. Ho did not see that the omission 
of the proviM could do any harm in respect of tiie recovery of the cesses; tho 
section remained intact and tho specific share remained primarily liable for 
recovery of ^e arrears. The whole mohal would remain liable for the Oovom- 
ment revenue as before, but tho other co-sharers would not suffer for the ladies 
of one co-sharer, ^nerally a small shareholder, in tho payment of cesMs. In 
view of the hardship^ and vexation occasioned by the law as it stood at present, 
he ho|^ the Council would agree to the amendment proposed by him, or the 
Bill might be referred back to the Select Committee, with instructions to devise 
a danse calculated to obviate the evils to which he had referred. • 
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The Hon’bi.e Peaby Mohun Hookerjbb said he entirely agreed in 
this amendment. If the objectionable passage contained in clause 3 of section 
44 of the Cess Act were expunged, ho thought the security for recovering 
arrears of ccss would not be in the least jeopardized : arrears of cess were 
ordinarily so small in amount, that ho thought tliere was no fear of the Govern* 
meni incurring any loss by reason of not being able to recover those arrears if 
the provision to wnicli objection had been raised was struck out. He Ibought 
that the considerations affecting cess and revenue were so different that there 
could bo no comparison whatever as to the means to be provided for the 
recovery of arrears of cess in the one case and of revenue in the other. He 
perfectly agreed with the Hon’ble Member in thinking that great hardship was 
exporioncod by shareholders from the operation of the proviso which he now 
sought to remove from the Act : they were not only liable to be sold out, if the 
revenue of a co-sharcr had not been paid, but they ran a similar risk if a small 
arrear of ccss were duo on account of a small fractional share of an estate in 
which thev had no interest whatever. 

Thk Hon’iilb Mr. Dampibb said the hardships arising from joint liability 
for tl»e payment of cesses wore, ho presumed, the same in character and very 
much loss in degree than those which arose out of joint liability for the payment 
of Qovurninent revenue. The Hon’blo Gentleman, the Mover of this amend* 
nuMit, in speaking of the Government enforcing that joint liability for revenue, 
likened it to Iho visiting of the sins of the father upon the children. It was 
not for Mr. Damph'.k to give the Ilon’ble Gentleman a lecture on the law of 
contract, but he would ask him to remember that an estate when created was 
created as a whole — the engagement with the Government was for tlio estate 
as a whole. One condition above all others was attached, that, without the 
conhont of the Government to the division of an estate, and the assessment of 
the revenue in proportion to the shares into which it was divided, there should 
bo no disruption «»f the K>hit lialtility for the payment of revenue. The 

i ^rucoHs which the law afforded to proprietors for getting rid of this joint 
lability was well known as the fiutwarrah law, and those joint proprietors who 
wished to take advantage of that law, could do so without asking for any favour 
from the executive Government. 

If they did not choose to do this, certainly the sons had so far to suffer 
for the siuH of their fathers, tluit they inheritoa their estates with precisely the 
liabilities which their fathers had attached to them, or subject to which the 
fathers had voluntarily aetjuired them. It was not unusal for sons to suffer 
for the sins of fathers to this extent in matters of property. 

Mr. Dampibb would next notice the Inst remark which the Hon’ble Mover 
of the amendment had made. Ho said that where the Government revenue 
was in arrear, it might perhaps happen that the sale of the share in default 
would not yield sufHciont to cover the arrear, but that the amount of cesses 
payable was bo small, in proportion to the market value of an estate, that that was 
not a possible contingency where arrears of ccss and not revenue were due, . 
and tliat therefore it m'os uractioally unnecessary to keep alive the ultimate 
joint responsibility of all the co-sharers in an estate for arrears of cess due 
on a share of the estate, to be enforced only in case the arrear was not realized 
by Halo of the share only. In answer to the communications to which the 
llon'ble Gentleman referred, Mb. Daupibk had pointed out that the proposal 
was founded upon the misconception that the liability for payment of cess 
followed the laud. That was not the case — it followed the person. After 
putting in futt'c the certificate procedure, the share of the estate belonging to 
the defaulter might be sold just as his interest in any otlier land, unconnected 
with the c(‘S8 in nrreur, might be sold for the debt — but not otherwise. 

These reiuUrks arose directly out of what had fallen from the llon’ble Member 
in moving this amendment, but the proposed amendment raised so important a 
question, that Mr. Dampirb had considered it very thoroughly before coming 
into the Councibroom. The argument which had been advanced was a 
specious ouo in no bad sense, but in the sense that the advantages of the pro- 
posed measure were patent and lay on the surface, whereas the objections were 
latent — bidden under a moss of rubbish and details, from which to oxbume them 
required the pickax of an expert. Thb particular question of relieving the 
joint sharers in an estate from liability on account of the default of a co-snarer 
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VM a natter of tiueh infKwtaneett the benefit whieh tine propoeal would oon&r 
on tbe individoal tax-payer was so great, it was in a direction in which Mb. 
XUupiEB was so often pressed to go, and the xneasure was one of which he 
would be so glad to advise the adoption if it were possible, that ho thought it 
due to the Council to explain ns fully as possible why it was inipossthle in the 
general interests of tlie public to accept this atuondmont or any other in the 
same direction. 

But in order to make the reasons intelligible, be was obliged onco more to 
ask the Council to allow him to give thorn one of those homilii>8 on revenue 
details for which be was so often obliged to usk their indulgence. 

The ddfioulty of accepting the amendment lies in the foct that the sec- 
tions of Act XI of 1859, wbicn treat of the opening of separate accounts for 
shares of the sudder jumma, do not require thnt the share of tlio suddor jumma, 
in resi>ect of which the separate account is opened, shall boar the same propor- 
tion to the entire sudder jumma of the estate as the assets or value of the 
fractional share, or of the hind in respect of which the separate account is 
opened, bear to the entire assets or value of the ostaio. 

If it wore otherwise, if the law insisted, as the Butwarah law does, on a 
proper proportion being kept up between assets and suddor jumma, it might be 
possible for the Government to entertain the Hou’blo Member’s proposed amend- 
ment, for it might, with reasonable safety, be assumed, that when u share in an 
estate, for which a separate account has been opened by the Collector, is brought 
to sale for arrears of revenue, I be sale will yield u surplus over the arroar of 
land revenue on which the Collector might lay hands in payinout of any iirrear 
of cess duo from the same proprietor. But as the luw stands, there is nothing to 
prevent a joint proprietor in an estate from having a separuto ai'count opened 
in respect of 12 annas of the entire sudder jumma, that is, accepting for liitn- 
solf the liability to fmy 12 annas of the entire sudder jumma, whilo declaring 
himself to-be tlie proprietor of a very small fraotiem only of the estate, of winch 
fraction tho assets are, say, not more than one-eight of the entire assets of the 
estate, and insufficient even to pay the share of the sudder jumma for which bo 
causes a separate account to be opened in his name. 

Under these circumstamics, tho Hon’hle Member’s arncmlim'nt, if adopted, 
would leave open the door for collusion to defraud the Govoinmont and the 
District Coniinittoes of the cesses due. Taking for illustration tiu; case of an 
estate in which tho recorded joint projnictors are A and B — the former 
a man of substnnoc — the latter a man of straw, and A’s creature. 

Immediately a separate account for a share <»f sudder jumma is opened, 

A and U will, under clauses 2 and 3, section 44 of the Ck'ss Act, hccoinu liable 
for the cess assessed in respect of tho entire estate “ in prutiortion to the 
amount of {Joveruineut rovehue, for tho payniout t»f which their respective 
shares remain liable.” Let us suppose that B has caused a separate account to 
be opened in his name, accepting a liability for 12 annas of the entire suddor 
juumia* Then, inimediatoly, on the account being opened, A will bo liable, say, 
for Us. 250 only, and B for the remaining Us. 750 ofat a thousand, wJiiclt is 
the entire amount of cess on the estate. B having defaulted for land revenue, tho 
sliare, iu respect of which the separate account is open in his name, is j>iit up to 
sale ; as i1 is encumbered with a higher amount of land revenue than it can 
pay, no outsider will buy it, and of wiurse A, the sul>Htantial joint proprietor 
in the estate will buy the share in, either in his own name, or benatiiee in that 
of some other man of straw — say C, so as to save the entire estate from being 
put up to sale for tho arrear, but he will only bid tho exact amount of arrears 
due — there will be no surplus profits of the safe to be paid to B, from which the 
Collector could deduct the Us. 750 of cess duo from li. 

So the Collector must proceed to realize the cess from B by the eertifiento 

K rocedure. But B is a man of straw, and long before the certi/icate is issufifl, 
e has made over bis moveable property to hU sisters and bis cousins and his 
aunts. He lias no other immoveable property, and tbe nuzir makes his return — 

** No assets can be discovered.” At this stage, as thescctimi which the U(m’ble 
Mover of the amendment wishes to alter now stands, tlic C<*Ilector would 
enforce the joint lialality of A, and proceed to recover the Us. 750 of cess from 
him. But if the section is mutilated as the Hon’ble Member prup(.>Hcs, “ the 
general responsibility of tbe holders of the entire estate',” i.e of A, will have • 
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absolutely ceased from the date on which the separate account of land revenue 
was opened, and the amount of cesMe due will be ‘irretrievably lost to the Public 
Exchequer and the District Committees, and this game might be played over 
and over a^ain with perfect safety to A. 

'I'hc case of collusion between A and B has been here taken as the best 
for the purposes of illustration, but Mb. Dampikb could assure the Council that a 
similar danger would exist in cases in which there is no collusion, but in which (B 
being u man with no other property) the share of the estate, which, hand jfiAr, 
belongs to him, hus by private arrangement among the proprietors of the estate, 
been burdened witli an undue share of Uie land revenue demand.’* 

The Ambeu Alt said, in reply, that he thought the difficulty 

suggested by the Ilou’ble Member (Mb. Dampirb) odgbt easily obviated 
by adding some clause to cover such special and hypotlieiical cases. Such 
coses were extremely unlikely to occur in actual practice, and with the safe> 
guards which the law proviaod against collusion and fraud, it was impossible 
to suppose they could occur with impunity. At all events, the great boon 
which would be conferred on the large mass of proprietors by the omission of 
the clause in question would compensate for any mischief which in some lare 
instances, according to the Hon’ble Member in charge of the Bill, was likely 
to arise if Ma. Amker Alt’s suggestion was adopted. That suggestion was 
ofiered from the practical level of those who had to suffer from the working of 
the Act, and ho hoped that it would moot with the approval of Uoirble 
MemborH. Borne portion of the hardship at present entailed upon proprietors 
would be removed by requiring the Collector to give some distinct notice to 
the entire body of sfiaronoldors in a mehol, so as to enable them to know wbo 
the defaulting cu-sharors were and what the amount of the cess in arrears was. 
He might mention one instance in which, if such a course had been adopted, 
much hardship would have been avoided. There was one lueliul in the 
Patna district, which had been put up for sale for default committed by certain 
cO'sharers in the payment of the cess. This mehal oousistod of 12 niouzabs, 
and was in possession of 20 maliks, and though the property was put up for sale, 
the majority of the oo-shorers were not aware up to this time wiio the default- 
ing co-sharers were. 

His IloNoUB the Prosidetit said he thought the question which had been 
raised was a very important one, but it hardly came in properly in connection 
with the Bill now before the Council. The object of this Bill was not to 
reconsider and to revise all questions relating to the assessment and reoovery 
of cess, but to correct certain obvious errors in the Act which had been dis- 
covered in tlio course of its administration. The question which had been 
raised was one which had possibly not been considered before, it involved 
important principles, and could only he decided after careful enquiry from local 
officers. Acts, such as the Cess Act, were very frequently amended, and another 
opportunity would no doubt occur for proposing the change suggested. In 
the mean time the point could be noted and enquiries oould ho made from the 
revenue officers in Behar on the subject. He would therefore suggest the 
propriety of the Hon’hle Member withdrawing his amendment on the present 
occasion, leaving it for oonsidorution or the ooiasion of some subsequent amend- 
ment of the Act. 

The amendment was then by leave withdrawn. 

The IIon’ble Mb. Dampibb postponed the motion which stood in the list 
of Business that the Bill be passed. 

The Council was adjourned to Saturday the 19th Ifarch.

BURIAL BOARD (CALCUTTA AND ITS SUBURBS). 

The Hon’ble Mb. Mackenzie moved that the report of the Soleot Com- 
mittee on the Hill to provide for tho appointment of a Burial Board in 
Calcutta and its Suburbs be taken into consideration in order to the settlement 
of the clauses of the Bill. He said that the Select Committee had not found it 
necessary to make any material amendments in the Bill. HIMioy had inserted 
a clause providing for tho resignation of Members of tho Board by enabling 
the lioutcnant Governor from time to time to relievo any Member of the 
Board nominated by him of his functions as a Membor of such Board. Tho 
other amendments which the Committee had made in the Bill were merely of 
a verbal nature. 

The motion was put and agreed to 

The IIon’blk Mr. Mackenzie asked leave to postpone the romaining two 
motions which stood in his name. Finding that no eiiticisms — in fact no 
notice — of the Bill had appeared in tho public press, he had sent copies to all 
the leading dissenting clergy in town, and bad received from a few of them 
replies. Briefly, he might say, as^far as the replies wont, they all approved of 
the principle of the Bill, and tho chief point on which suggestions hud been made 
was that of the constitution of tho Board Some of those consulted thought 
that the Bill ought to provide for a larger proportion of tho clerical elemout 
on the Board, while one gentleman thought that no clergymen at all ought to 
bo appointed. As these suggestions did not go to the principle of tho Bill, 
the Council would probably And it unnecessary to mako any change in its 
provisions ; but he ^ould like to wait another week for further replies to the 
circular which liad been issued. 

1'he motions were by leave postponed. 

AMENDMENT OF » THE EXCISE ACT.” 

The Hon’blb Mr. Reynolps moved that the Bill to amend ** Tho Bengal 
Excise Act, 1878,” bo read in Council. He said that at tho last meeting ho 
explained the grounds upon which legislation was necessary ; tho Bill had 
since been printed and circulated, and he need only briefly refer to its provi« 
sions. The third section of the Bill contained a definition of foreign excise- 
able article,” which was drawn up in accordance with a reprcRentatioii which 
had been made by the Chief Commissioner of Assam. Mb Ufynolhh men- 
tioned at the lost meeting that those foreign exciscablo articles wote of two 
kinds — first, spirituous liquors, wluch wore imported into Assam from places in 
British India in which no excise law was in force ; aud, secondly, wild 

C ja, which grow on tho hills beyond British India, and was surreptitiously* 
ughi into Assam across the frontier. The 4th section of the Bill provided 
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lor the regulation of the traffic in such articles in accordanoo with the wish of the 
Chief Commissionor. Power was ^iven to the Board of Revenue absolutely to 
prohibit the possession of such foreign exciseable articles in any quantity wnat' 
soever in the districts or tracts specified in the notihcation, or to limit their 
jMssession to certain specified quantities. The 5th section provided for the 
difficulty which had been raised ny the Board, by omitting the words ** for 
sale ” from section 58 of the Act. 

Tiitt Hon’bi.r Mb. DauPieR said he observed in the Bill a provision to 
substitute, for the definition of ** spirttuous liquor’* under the Act, the follow* 
ing words : — 

** SpiiituouB liquor ” includes any spirituous liquor imported into India 
by sea or manufactured in India by any protioss of “ distillation* ” The only 
difibronce between this definition and that for which it was substituted, 
lay in the introduction of tho words “ by sea,” which had a rcHtricthig 
and not an extending effect, excluding from tho definition all liquors imported 
otherwise than by sea. Poriiups the llou’ble Mover of the Bill would cxplaitt 
the ohjoct of this change in tho definition, which was not apparent to Mb. 
iJAMriKK. 

I'ho IfoN’iiLR Mr. Hktrolos romarkod that he did nut remember ut that 
time the exact reason why tho wr)rds “ by sea ” were introduced in the 
amondiuont, but tho point might bo reserved n>r consideration in Select Com- 
mittee. 

Ills Honor ilto President said ho thought the idea probably was to exclude 
spirituous liquors imported into British India from Native States. Liquors so 
niaitufactured and imported would be included in the definition of “ foreign 
exciseable article ” contained in tho previous paragraph of the section, foreign 
exciseable article being there defined to mean any article ntauufactured or 
produced at any place beyond tho limits of British India. 

Tho Hon’ble Mu. Mackbnxib said he believed that the reason for tho 
introduction of the words by sea ” lay in the construction of the later penalty 
sections. Tho point could best be considered in (Committee. 

Tlie motion was put awd agreetl to, and the Bill referred to a Select 

Cominitteo consisting of tho llon’blo Messrs. Mackenzik, Allen, Peaky Mouun 

Mooksbjee, and tho laovEK. 

* • 

AMENDMENT OF “THE CESS ACT, 1880.” 

The Hon’iile Mr. Dampirk moved that tho Bill to amend “ The Cess Act, 
1880,” bo further considorod in order to the sottlotnent of its clauses. 

Tho motion was agreed to. 

Tho lIoN’nLE M i{. Dampikb said that since the last meeting of the Council 
two points had boon brought to his notice. 'I'ho first was in connection with 
tho 42nd section of the Act. That section provided that cess might be paid at 
tho tinio when rent wps payable. He should not himself have suggested the 
introduction of the explanatory words contained in his first amendment, but 
that the necessity for such explanation had been suggested to hiin from two 
independent quarters. The revenue was due according to the instalments 
mentioned in the engagement, but, although the revenue was then due, pay* 
ment of it was not rcipiirod until a certain last date of payment which was 
fixed under the provisions of Act XI of 1859: all instalments which had 
become duo before that last day of payment were bound to be paid by that 
last day, and not beforo, on penalty of sale of tho estate. It was suggested 
that section 42 of the Coss Act was ambiguous, and that a question might rise 
whethor payment of cess was bound to be made according to the periods fixed 
in the engagement for the payment of re'^enue, or by the latest day fixed by 
thq Board of Revenue under ’Act XI of 1859. Tho object of the amendment 
was to declare that the latest day for the payment of cess was the date fixed 
under the provisions of section 8 of Act XI of 1859, or of any similar Act 
at tho time being in force fur the payment of ariears.” His motion then^<tfe 
was to substitute thebe W'ords for the words for the payment of theinstalmeiitB” 
in clause (1 ) of section 42. 

'The motion was agreed to. 

The Hon’blb Mb. I>ampii>r said that his second amaadment was svggeeted 
from the discussion which -took place on ids Iwm^Ue Mmid Ma. Aamit Au’s 
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amendment in section 44 of the Cess Act as to Uio separation of liability for 
payment of oess. As the Act stood, when a separate account was open for 
the payment of revenue, there was a corrcspondinif separiitiou of liabnity in 
regard' to the payment of cess also. But, although the law provided for tlte 
closing of a separate account as regards the payment of revenue, tho Cess Act 
did not provide for closing the corresponding account for the payuient of cess 
in the same manner, and therefore Mb. Dampieb moved t)ie addition to tho 
Bill of the following section 

ftA. To sefition 44, the iollowicg clause shall lie added 

* (5.) Whenever the s^arate aocount of the revenue payable iu respeot of any share 
or portion of an estate, as mentioned in clause 1 of this section, shall bo closed, the provisions 
of this section shall cease to have effect in respect of sudi share.* ** 

The Hom’ble Amerr Ali said ho thought the introduction of tho proposetl 
clause unnecessary. As long os a person continued to enjoy the privilege 
given him by Act XI of 1859 of separate liability fur the payment of revenue, 
ho would retain the similar privilege in respect to the payuient of (vusscs 
conferred upon him by tho first clause of section 44 of tho (%)88 Act, but when 
the separate account for tlie payment of revenue was closed, tlie privilege us to 
separate payment of cess must cease. 

The Hoh’blb Mr. Dampikr replied tiiat the Hon’ble Member himself 
had in Select Comniittso let fall a remark to the effect that as lie read the 
law, when once a separate account had been opened as pnividcd' in clause 4 ul' 
tho section, joint liability of the proprietors of tho whole csiato could lujvor bo 
i>esu8citate(i, and it was that remark which suggested the umendmoni now 
proposed of providing expressly for the closing of a separate account for tho 
payment of cess. 

The Hom’ble Mr. IIeymoi.ps thought that, though the words might not bo 
absolutely iieccsssary, the addition of the proposed dause was desirable — it 
seemed to him to make the intention more unmistakeable. 

His Honour the Pkesidemt observed that the pru)K>Bed amendment would 
not make any alteration in the law. If there was room for doubt in the mind 
of Hon’ble Members, there was probably room ibr doubt elsewhere. 

The motion was put and agreed to. 

On the motion of the Hom’iilb Mr. Dampiek tho Bill was then passed. 

'I'lie Council was adjourned to Saturday, the ^fitli instant.

RESOLUTION. 

Rungpobe has for many years been notorious for endemic ft'vor of a sever© 
type. The town lies between marshes on tlie north, and the stagnant 
bod of the river Ghr>^at on the south, and tho drainage has been exceedingly 
defective. A schonio to improve tho drainage was taken in hand by tho Muni- 
cipality in 1878, and Govoriunent sanctioned tho acquisition of lands required 
for tho purpose, 'rho Govornmunt also offered to place convict labour at tho 
disposal of the Municipality free of charge as a contribution in aid of tho 
scheme. 

2. Tho scheme comprised the following works : — 

(1.) I’ho cutting of a drainage channel from tho marshes on the north 
of tho town to the bed of tho Ghogat river at Mahigungc. 

(2.) Tho clearing out of tho old bod of tho dead Ghogat on tho south 
of the station to within half a milo of its junction with tho 
running stn^atn, and tho construction of a cut to connect it witli 
tho swamp behind tho jail. 

(3.) Tho clearing out of tho silted-up bods of tho Kanchna and Ichamutty 
nullahs on tho cast of the town. This work is important, as 
thuso nullahs when cloarod out will rocoivo a coiisidorablo 
portion of tho druinago of tho old town, Mahigungc. 

(4.) Tho construction of subsidiary channels to carry off tin' surface 
drainage of tho town. 

3. Tho sooond nnd fourth works have boon nearly completed, an<l consider- 
able jirogrcss has been luadu with tho first. Ihit though tho scherno is still 
incomplotu, its partial execution has been already attended by benelicial results, 
'riio Sanitary Commissioner, at tho timo of Ins last inspection of the Municipality 
in July 1880, observed: “ Much iinprovoniout lias • * • already been brought 
about by tlio scheme Tho mortuary returns of tho lost year and tho first-half of 
this year show a distinct reduction in tho fovor mortality within tho limits of 
tho Municipality us compared with previous years. Tho level of tho water in the 
great bools to tho north and north-east of tho station has boon n'ducod to about 
tho natural level of January, and there is hardly any w'ator lodging anywhere 
tliroughout tho civil station.” 'riio Vice-Chairman, who is tho Modical UlHccr 
of tho station, says : — 

The heels, as n •nuttier of fact, have hern quickly relieved of their floods 
durinff the last two rains, and sunutlaneousty toifh tt there has been a fall in the 
death-rate of the town, as will be seen J ram the following table

In the above table, the last Jive years of which accurate statistics are avail- 
able, have been taken for comparison — viz. three pneedtug and tiro tot towing the 
ciimmencement of the schenu'. Iticiilbe observtd >hat although the last season 
teas a f^toriousty unhealthy one in hengal, still (he number oj deaths Jrom Jever 
during the year in tiungpore was less than that registered during the heaiiniest 
oJ' the three years before the commi ncement of the works, and the total death- 
rate was nearly ten less per thousand of populutwn. It should be remembered, 
when considering the figures in the above table, that the. death-rate has been cal- 
culated upon a population enumerated tong before the construclion of the railwty^ 
which have considerably increased the number of luhabilants m the town.

4. Up to the end of January last a sum of Rs, 18,^8 had been 
expended on the schcm^ of which Es. 3,9)?l came from the Municipal funds 
and Rs. 14,617 from prirate subscriptions. A further expenditure of Its. 7,600 
is required for tlie completion of the works. Baboo Alohitua Kunjun Roy 
Chowdhry, semiudar of Kakina, hM liberally subsoribod Rs. 7,500, and the 
balance will be mot from the Municipal funds. I'lius of the total sum of 
Ks. 26.13^^ Rx. 22,117 will como from private subscriptions, and Its. 4,021 
from the funds of the Municipality. 

5. The Commissioners are at the same time anxious to acquire all the lands 
to be reclaimed by the drainage works. They represent that tho ordinary 
income of the Municipality will not be sufficient to boor tho cost of maintaining 
the works in good order, and they desire to secure the reclaimed lands, which, it 
is expected, will soon bocomo a valuable source of im^oine. S<ime of the proprie* 
tors have given their lauds os free gifts to tho Municipality. Thu cost of 
acquiring the remaining lands is estimated at Rs. 14,000. To enable them to 
moot this expenditure, the Municipality now ask tho Government for a grant of 
Rs. 7,000, and n loan of Rs. 7,000 at a low rate of interest. 

6. When tho scheme was originally considered, it was, as already stated, 
contemplated to provide convict labour freo of charge. But tliu rocjuirotuonts 
of the Jail Department have been such that all tho available convicts have boon 
for some time employed on tho construction of tho jail buildings at Rungpnre, 
Julpigoree, liogra, and Pubna, and it has not boon found possible to tell off 
priKoiiers to the drainage works in Riingi>ore. Under those circumstances, 
and in the hope that the inhabitants of other Municipalities may be onoouraged 
to come forward with subMcriptions for similar works of local iniprovoraont, 
tho lJeutcuunt*Governor sanctiuns a grant from tho Provincial Ucvonucs of tho 
whole sum of H». 14,000 required by the Municipality.

The 28IA March 1881. — ^With the eenotian of the QoTerDor<G«ueral in Ommcil, the 
Port of Fhlie Point, in the diatrict of Cnttaek, wa» declared, by the Notification of the 14th 
of Septem^r 1875, publwhed in the CaUmtia 0»scit« of the 15th September 1875, to be 
•abject to Act 111 of 1875 (The Indian Foru Act, 1876). 

BoOKDABlBa. 

T7nder aeotion 6 of that Act, the liieutenant-Gorernor ic now pleaaed, with the sanction 
of the Govcruor>General in Conncil, to' declare that the limits of the Pt)rt of False Point 
are as follow > 

Oh the north.— K line drawn from Temple Tree throngh and beyond the fairway bnoy 
to meet the eastern limit. 

On the couth.— X line drawn from Prince Arthur Beacon through Plowden's Beacon to 
Black Point. 

On the ett$t,—X line drawn from Prince Arthur Beacon through and beyond the 
Tripod Beacon to meet the north limit. 

Om the we»f.—Tho right bank of the Jiimlnio river as far northward on the canal lock, 
and thence in a lino to Tviuple Tree, including the nver and creek banks to within 50 yards 
above high-water mark. 

Levy or Pokt Does. 

With the sanction of the Governor-General in Council, it is further declared, under 
section 45 of the Act — 

Ftrs/.— That a port duo, at a rate not cscecdtng four annas per ton, shall ho charged 
on every sea-going vessel of the burden of 20 tuns nud upwards whirh shall enter Kalm* Point 
Port. But if such vessel docs not disuharge <ir take in cargo or passengers, the port due 
shall bo chargeable at a ratu ccjnal to onc-halC the ordinary rale. 

Aecoad.— That the. port due chargeable on dhoiiis and country vessels employed in the 
coasting trade shall lie at a rale not cxoeudtug one-half the rate fur other vessels. 

Third.— That in the case of si'a-goiiig vessels, the duo shall be leviable whenever a 
vessel enters the port, and that in the case of dlionis au<l country vcsaols cinployeil in the 
coasting trade, the due shall be chargeable once in sixty days. But in the case of the 
British Indian Steam Navigation Company's weekly mail steamers plying between 
Calcutta and Bombay, half dues will be charged on the outward and Iiotf duos on the inward 
voyage. Only one charge will be made on these steamers for entry into nil or any of the 
Cuttack group of ports on the same outward or inward voyage. 

Fourth . — That no poit due shall bo charged on vessels compelled by stress of weather to 
re-enter the port. 

Jsi/fA.— That the present rate of jiort due shall be fixed at two annas per ton for 
sea-going x'esscls of the buritcn of 20 tons and upwards, and at three annas per 100 mauuds 
for ohooia and country vcaacla employed in the coaating trade.

7. All commanders of vessel* lying at the port, whether wind-bonnd through slrc-s of 
weather, or loading or ttischarging cargti, idisll be Hubject to thp onlers of the Port Ollleer 
or his aaaistant as to taking np berths or anchorage, and in all matters of harbour discipline. 

8. All veaaels lying at the port shall be moored with two anchors, and shnll remove 
any anchor or spar or other snbstauce projecting from their sides, when required to do so 
fay the Fort Offieer. 
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9. Water can be snppHed from the GoTcriiment well* to ahip* lying: at the port. For 
the purpose of keeping the pump in order and the wells clean, a charge of Re. 1-8 for eaeh 
ship, and Ko. 1 for each dhoni, taking water from the wells where a pump is used to raise 
the water, shall ho made once during each visit to the port. 

10. No passenger or other boat, and no catamaran, shall ply for hire within the limits 
of the port niiless liceu#ed ho to do by the Port Officer.

1. All vessels nneliorod in the port shall exhibit between snnset and sniiriso, where 
it can best he seen, but nt a height nut txeeeding 20 frit above the hull of the vessel, a 
white light iu n globular Innteru of eight iiiehcs in diameter, and so constructed as to show a 
clear, ntnforni, and niibrukcn light, visible all round the horizon and at a distance of at 
least one mile. 

2. All coasting vessels, cfirgo-hoata, hhnrs, and budgerows, when under weigh after 
dark within the limits of the |>urt.. shall carry a white light iu a lantern in the forepart of 
the vessel where it can be distinctly seen. 

3. No ballast of any kind shall he thrown overboard within the limits of the port, 
or iu less than eleven fathoms of water. 

4. Ko passenger or other bout, ni.d no catamaran, shall ply for hire within the limits 
of the port unless lii’eused so to do by the Port Officer. The Port Officer, before granting 
any such license, shall satisfy himseit that tho boat is safe, .iu<i the license shall in ail cases 
specify the minimum number of the crew to be caincd, ami the maximum number of pas- 
sengers nud amonut of baggage or goods to he ailowctl on each boat. Tho license shall be 
III force fur one year from date, aud the numlier of the license shall be painted in a conspicu- 
ona tnnuncr on the bow of each boat. Nothing in this rule shall be held to apply to cargo- 
boats licensed in aceordance with any rules passed under the Customs Act.

COURT OF WARDS ACT AMENDMENT. 

Tub Hon’ble Mb. Dampieb })rc8entod tho report of tho Select Committee 
on the Bill to amend the Court of Wards Act, 1879, and in doing so he said 
there were only two points necessary to be noticed now. The minor alter' 
ations made by the Committee were sufficiently set out in the rej>ort. Tho 
hrst of the two points was tho alleged discrepancy between tho Indian Majority 
Act, passed by the Counc^ of the GoYemor*Gencral, and the Court of Wardfs 
Act <tt tltis Council. Before the matter was laid before the Select Committee 
an informal meeting was hold, principally to discuss this question. It was 
puredy a question of law, and it happened that, of the four legal gentlemen of 
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whose assistance the Committee were able to avail themselves, two held one 
opinion as to the onastructiou of a oertain expression in the loaiaii li^Joaitjr 
Act, and these were the two law offioors of the Gk)vemmeDt, while two held 
the other opinion. The expression in the Majority Act was ** every minor 
under jurisdiction of the Court of Wards.” The opinion of the learned 
Advocate>Genoral and of the Legal Eememhranomr was that this expression in 
the Indian Majority Act embraioed every minor upon whom that Court 
might stretch out its hands and take charge of his property, if, in the mceroise 
of its discretion, it thongl^ right to do so. If the view of these legal offioers 
was correct, then the way in which the expression was used in the Majority 
Act liad the effect off pairing the Oeuft o0 Wardr to djeslhre whom they should 
consider to be minors for the pur|>oses of that Act, and therefore there was no 
discrepiincy between th^fv|o Acts and alieratioii was setpiired in thai prmiint 
Bilk ^ fie ether kasut tie twe Imined geatfeman epfiosite (MV:. Ameev Alt 
agd Baiioo' Peary Mofaim Mookeijacr) Weae of ogiiaioa that the axf rassion in 
qyuostion in the Indian Majority Act embraced only minors of whose p^son 
and property the Court had actually taken charge in the exercise of its discre- 
tionul jurisdiction^ If so, there was< oertairrly some difficulty in reconciling 
the two Acts ; but then tliis Council had not the power to clear up the doubt 
by putting an authoritative eeustsuorion otvtha wonhrof the Majority Act. 

On these considerations, and' giving that weight to the opinion of the law 
officers of Govornmout, who happened to be agreed, which was offit ially due to 
them, the Select Gbmmitteo had not thought it necessary to introduce any 
provision on this head Into the present Bill. 

Tho next point was that the Committee had omitted the firoposcd section 
55A OH unnecessary. It was tho section by which Mk. Dampikr had proposed 
to give autliority to the Court of Wards to allow any ward to bring a suit, as if 
that ward wero not in charge of the Court. 'I'he consideration of this section 
led the Committee to look somewhat deeply into the general law, and the 
result wasithat it wa» heldr by those most com{>ctont to give an opinion, that, as 
tlie lawi stoody those' waa no necessity fur 4 specific provision of the nature of 
ttio QUO !»«• proposed ; cases sueli ae> Mtt. Dampier had intended to meet were 
already mot, Wards of Court, who are not minora, being already under the 
general hifr QQuipeteni to, institute oertaiu suits iirdependontiy ml the Court of 
Wards, and tlie munagiprs of their estate.. That being tho general efieot of the 
law, it hud not been round neccssory to put in any provision to secure it. 

He saw one peim-loeuwiig at adwtance^ regarding wlnt'h ho might perhaps 
haro to propose an amendment. It was this. It had been represented that for 
the pur])O80 of executing a certificate, the manager of a ward’s estate was, under 
the Public Demands Recovery Act, in the position of a plaintiff docreo -bolder. 
Now, after a certificate had been made for me recovery of a certain sum due to 
the ward’s eatatu, awi^befetrotit. was- fully executed, and satisfied, suppose the 
estate of that ward passed away from the jurisdiction of the Cooitt^ how was 
that certificate to bo .sued out ? Who was then legally competent to take 
such steps as wero necessary to go on executing it f That was a ques- 
tion which hiid been raised. He hud in an informal way consulted two 
authorities on the subject; one said it was as clear as possible; the deciee 
being made, tho Collector could go on oxeoutimgut even alter the estate had 
passed out of its hands, and tlio Collector would make over the amount 
Toalized to tho propriotur; who had oomoiute poa 8 i»si 0 n,of the esbite. The other 
legal luminary said it was palpable that tho proprietor in possession of the 
estate was the* sucoessor in title to tho inauagar, and tliat,. under the general 
law, he would be entitled to take such steps os wero necessary for executing 
those certificates. 

This was pundy a legal qqestion,. and Mr. Damjvrh did Jiot like ie rush 
in wh^ the angcht feared ta tcead, and he proposed to give the subject 
ftntbor oonsideruiion aud to obtain, mure formal opinions before the next 
meeting of the Cpunoil. 

The HoK’niiR pRARxlfioBtiir IfooKKR^Rsaidhe had the benouc td aervug^ou'' 
the Seleet Committee,, but ha nrgi»tted that he could hcMi agree with theleiwiDed 
law offiipera of.theGoveruiDMdor of thaiamoriiy of thohsn’bla gantlemeuof the 
Committee m thiv^ing.'that^M»Court>o£ Wards Act or the Indian* JlaierityAot^ 
gave the Court <<>1 Wiu^ Rtljr jdiia|^;lika*<pimpeetkvajiwisdicti^ waili respoot.

Ube age of twenty-one years. He thougnt that the arandards of majerity, fined 
W the two enactment^ related to olasaea of neraona differently aituated, and 
that they did not oonfliot with one another ; out as the majority of the gentle- 
moi who formed the Select Oomuittee were vd a contrary opinion, hoaubaoribad 
to the repwt of the Committee. But since signing tlie report he had conanited 
the autborites on the aul^eot, and he had been oonfimied in hia opinion by 
the rnlinga of the highest authorities, be meant of the Privy Council and of a 
fiill Bencli of the High Court.

He stated this simply bt'oauso he wished it to be understood that ho did not 
suhseribe to the opinion expressed in the 2nd paragraph of the report of the 
SHect Committee. 

The Hon’blb Amir Alt said that as he had the honour of serving on the 
Select Committee he might be allowed to say a few words to explain the dis- 
sent ho liad recorded. The reasons wluch compelled him to aiffor from bis 
hon’ble colleagues were contained in his dissent, and ho was not going to 
trespass at any length on the timo of tlie Council. He was sorry to Rnd the 
(pinion of the law officers of Government were against him with reforunce to 
tne moaning which was to be attached to the words under tho jurisdiction 
of the Court of Wards ” in section 3 of tho Indian Majority Act. They were 
of opinion that thoso words vested in tho Court of^ Wards a prospective juris- 
diction, and that consequently there was no conflict betwoeu the provUious of 
Act IX of 1375 and tho Court of Wards Act. The opinion of tho law officers 
of the Government was entitled to the greatest weight, but ho (Mr. Amir Au) 
could not bring himself to agree in tho view that tho word jurisdiction” in tlie 
Indian Majrtrity Act had a different meaning from the word as usod in otli^r 
Acts. Ho thought a reference to some of tlie authorities mentioned already 
by his hon’ble ftieiid (Baboo Peary Hohun Mookeijeo) would show that in 
eveiy instance in which tho question had boon discussed the torin had been 
construed to imply an actual and not a prospective and possible jurisdiction. 
His bou’blo and learned friend the I.egal lleinombrancor liud rneritioncd to 
him that in section 11 of the Court of Words Act and Act XL of 1858 tho 
word was used in the sense whieh Mr. Allen was inclined to put upon it, but 
a careful oxauiination of the sections referred to by him had confirmed 
M% Ahekh Au in his convictum that the Words under the jurisdiotion of the 
Court of Wards” meant under the actual jurisdiction or charge of the Court of 
Wards and did not include persons who had attained their majority under 
Act l!X of 1875. Tho analogy wliicb was sought to be drawn from thp 
expression ** jurisdiction of tne civil court ” did not appear to him to be 
correct. The jurisdibtion of the civil court was an actual jurisdiction, exorcised 
with, r^erence to all persons and at all times. Everybody was subject to that 
jurisdiction unless specially exempted, whereas nobody was subject to the 
aaihority of the Court of Wards unless specially declaimed to bo so or tho 
(diarg^ of his or her property was taken by the Conrt of Wards. 

The Hom’ble Krmtoimb Pal said, lawyers, like doctors, differed ; he did 
net profess to be a lawyer, but as a Member of the Select Committee, ho took 
a con mon-sense view of tilre question raised.' If there was a conflict between 
the law of the Indian Council and tlie Conrt of Wards Act, it was not in tho 
pown* of this Council to remedy that conflict. The Select Committee bad nut 
touched the law one way or another, and hud not therefore in any way added 
to the difficulties which might be at present experienced. Sneh being tho case, 
he dbought the paragraph which had been inserted in the report of the Seleiit 
Committee would not in any way ahtY the present position of things. If tho 
Qoveiaaneat, in its executive capaot^, thought that me two laws ought to bo 
Tceoneiled, it should move the Legislative Council of the Governor-General 1^ 
amend the Majority Act. But in his opinion it was not competent lor this 
Oounril to do anything in the matto. 

ISie Bor'blb Hr. IXAMnxR said, with reference to remarks which had just 
b ee n npade, thsA he entirriy agreed with the>Hbu’bIe Member who spoke last. 

obaerved that the Hon’lds and leatfied Member who' spoke first Said 
nSeee'tlisar oBce-tifat one of the eoastraotioxlevff^ the- Indian Majority Act' wad 
hildljby'llivna^okify’of the^ M e tot w s ol'tbe^Sdeet Cdmiirittee^ aa well'ad' 
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the law of&ceni of Government. S{b. Dahpikb beg/^d leave to aay that he had 
in this matter pinned hie official faith on the opinion of the Govemment law 
officers. 

He was satisfied that, whichever of the two constmetions was correct, 
nothing that this Council was competent to enact would be of practical use. 
Any cunclusion which he ini^ht arrive at as to the correct construction must 
therefore be a sterile conclusion, leading to no results. He had not therefore 
thought it necessary to examine the merits of the rival constructions as be 
would have done had any result depended upon his vote. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Allrm said, as one of tlio Members of the Select Com* 
mittee, and particularly as one of those by whose advice it acted, he tliought it 
right to state why that Cumniittce had determined to make no cliange in the 
Hill in respect to the matter under discussion, and the explanation lay in the 
answer to the question who was a minor under tlie jurisdiction of the Court 
of Wards. The difficulty arose not as to the meaning of any words in any 
Act passed by this Council, but as to the meaning of words used in the Indian 
Majority Act of 1875 which was passed by tlie Council of the Governor- 
General. The words of section 3 of that Act were — 

** 8ubj(tot OM aforoHuid, every minor of whose pormtn or property a guardian has been 
or shall be appointed by any ouurt of justioo, and every minor under the jurisdiotiou of 
any Court of Wards siiull, notwithstanding anylliing euntained in the Imliati Succossiuu 
Aot, or in any other enaetiueut, be deemed to have attained his majority wheu he shall have 
oomploted hie age of twunty-oue years and not before.” 

The question was as to the moaning of the words under the jurisdiction of 
any ('ourt. of Wards.” 'J’ho learned Advocate-GenorsPs opinion (und the only 
opiiiitm which seemed to Mk. Allbn the correct opinion ' as to the coiistriiotion of 
these words wtis that a distinction must be drawn between the words “ under the 
jurisdiction of the (\>urt of Wards” and the words “under the charge of the 
Court of Wards ” The opinion maintained by his friends on the opposite side 
appeared to him to depend entirely on the loose way in which the won! “jurisdic- 
tion ” was used in this country. Every person who had any functions to perform 
was said to have a “jurisdiction,” and thus we hoard of a d&k-runner’s “juris- 
diction” und a chowkitlar’s “jurisdiction,” and other “ jurisdictions ” of a similar 
kind in which the word was used in a most slovenly manner. Jlut the exact 
meaning of the word was to signify, prospectively, a possible control, thus every 
person W'as under the jurisdiction of that court which had the dictio furu — the 
right of declaring what was jus in cases in which he was concerned ; therefore 
the jurisdiction oi the Court of Wards must extend to those persons over whoso 
affairs the court had a diciio jurisy that is to say all those minors who held entire 
estates paying revenue direct to Government. The qualification therefore was 
that of every minor zemindar holding an entire estate W'hether his property had 
or had not been taken charge of, he was under the jurisdiction of the Court of 
Wards : and consequei\tly the Committee could see no conflict between an Act 
of the Governor-General, which expressly, in the case of persons under the juris- 
diction of tho Court, extended the age of majority to twenty -one years, and 
an Act of this Council which stated that in tho case of those subject to 
the Court of Wards, a minor was a person under twentj’-one years of age. 
'I’ho expression “ under tlio jurisdiction ” occurred in another Act of uie 
(•Jovcrnor-Gencral in Council, namely Act XL of 1858 which made provision 
for the custody’ and protection of tho property of minors not under tne juris- 
diction of the Court of Wards and who did not hold entire estates paying 
revenue to Government. Section 2 of that Act provided that the care of 
the persons of all ininoi's ( not under the protection of the Court of Wards} 
and the charge of their projwrty should be “ subject to the jurisdiction of 
the civil court.” The cxui'cssion in that section was almost identical with 
tho expression in the Indian Majority Act, but Mb. Allen never heard 
that tho section was sunposed to refer merely to persons whoso property had 
been already taken onargo of by tho civil court : clearly, it contemplated 
the pussihilny of the property being tidcen charge of by the court, and not 
necessarily that it had bi^ actually taken unden it. It was not advisable 
to explain the roeaning qf the words in question by reference to an Act of 
this Ltegislature, beeattfe,.it might be said that it was not omnpetent fer this 
OounoU to amend or eatphrin an expression used in an Aot of the Council 
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of tho Governor-General. But a caoe had juAt boon put in his hands 
which was relied upon by the hon*ble mender opposite as f^iving the opinion 
of the Privy Council to thu effect that tho age of majority for all luinortt 
• *!«««, T.. Sama,oo». must bo tolcou at oigditoen years.* point of 

dari DoMtym, 1/ L. K. 1 Ca/r. tuo aeoi^ion Dll wiiich rcJiaiico AVJiH piact'd appeared 
***“***• to Mr. Aijlen not to atfoct this question at all, 

except in a very remote way, and even there thc'ir Lordships of the Privy 
Council drow a distiuction and based their decision on tho cxprt'ss words 
of a Regulation. They said, — 

“The only remaining point was that taken by Hr. Boyne to the otFeot that although 
Qovind Chuiider may hare been of the age of disoretion aeoonlitig to the lliiulu law ns pro- 
railing in Bengal, he was still a minor under tho 2uil seotion of Kogulution XXVX of 
1793, and that under the 33rd section of the prior liegulatiou. X of 1793, he oouM nut make 
the adoption without the consent of his guardian. The Inst-mentioucd enaetmout pro- 
hibits a disqualified proprietor from making an adoption, except with tho sanotionof Ihet'ourt 
of Wards, and it has been determined by the sudder court in the case cited — Anundmnyve 
...... Vhuwdrani rs. Shetb Churuter Rotj — (1' a ease which afterwards 

a tm* oaroe hero, though not on the same point, (2) that the prohibi- 

cion , nor* « . , * . applies equally to an authority to adopt and to an actual 

adoption. But the words of the 33rd seotion of Regulation X of 1793 would M<em to 
GODuue its ojicratiou to persons who ore under the guardianship of the Court of Wimls." 

This nbjectiou was overruled it is true, but tho basis of tlioir l^ordsliips’ 
opinion was that section 33 of Regulation X of 1703 limited tho inrupiicity to 
those "who were under tlio guardiaimhip of the Court of \Vard.s, that is to those 
whose property was iu charge of tho Court of Wards and to whom tho Court of 
Wards stood in tho place of guardian. Tho judgment went on — 

“ And wo have the judgment of Hitttw, J., to tho otfoui that whore a minor is not under 
tho f'ourt of Wards but has altaiufsl j'oars of discrot’iou acoordiug to tho Hindu law, ho is 
capable of executing such an iustrument as this. Itufcndnt Lahoorre vs. Samda 

SooH'iuree Uabcc .3). If, then, the ouso actually turnnd upon 
(3) IS w. R., 6W. point, their Ijordships’ opinion would have been that 

Oovind ('hunder was not inoapaeitaiod from executing this instrument by reason of his not 
having attained tho ago of eigntoon years.'* 


Tho question was not then, the validity of tho adoption, but whether a 
disqualified landholder could cxccuto an instrument giving power to adojit, and 
the Privy Council in thinking that ho could, relied on tho words of liegulaiion 
X of 1793 which limited tho prohibition to adopt, to those nersons who were 
actually under tho guardianship of tho Court of Wards. Tliere Iheroforo did 
not appear to Me. Aelk-N to bo any difficulty as to tin* meaning of the words 
“ under tho jurisdiction of tho Court” in the Indian Majority Act, and oven 
if there was, ho did not see how this Council could in any way remove the 
obscurity, unless, indeed, it should declare that eighteen years was to bo the 
age of majority of minors under thojConrt of Wards. But as he had already 
said ho did not think there was any ambiguity in the words of tho Indian 
Majority Act, and he thought it very dosiruhle tlnit the ago of majority for 
proprietors of estates paying revenue direct to (iovcrnmcnl sliouhl Jiot be 
reduced under twenty-one years.

The 2%th March 1881. — With the sanctiou of the Governor-Ghtneral in Council, Act XII 
of 187.'> (The Indian Forts Act, 1876), was extended to the Port of Pooree, in the district 
of Pooree, in the province of Orissa, by the Notification of the 6tb Oeoember 1875, 
published in the Calcutta Gazette of the 8th December 1875.

COURT OF WARDS ACT AMENDMENT. 

Tue Hon’ble Mb. Dampier presented tho report of tho Select Committee 
on the BUI to amend the Court of Wards Act, 1879, and in doing so ho said 
there were only two points necessary to bo noticed now. The minof alter* 
ations made by the Committee were sufficiently set out in the report. Tho 
first of the two points was the allegped discrepancy between the Indian Majority 
Act, paas^ by the Council of the Govemor-Genoral, and the Court of War^ 
Act of this Council. Before the matter was laid before the .Select Committee 
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an informal mooting was bold, principally to discass this question. It was 
puroly a question of law, and it happened that, of the four legal gentlemen of 
whose assistance tho Committee were able to avail thems^ves, two held one 
opinion as to tho construction of a certain expression in the Indian Majority 
Act, and these were the two law officers of the Government, while two held 
the othor opinion. Tho expression in the Majority Act was evo^ minor 
under jurisdiction of tho Court of Wards.*’ The opinion of the learned 
AdvocatO'Gencral and of tho Legal Remembrancer was wat this expression in 
tho Indian Majority Act embraced every minor upon whom tliat Court 
mi^ht stretch out its hands and take charge of his property, if, in the exercise 
of its discretion, it thought right to do so. If the view of these legal officers 
was correct, then tho way in which the expression was used in the Majority 
Act had tho ofibet of leaving the Court of Wards to declare whom they should 
consider to be minors for tho purposes of that Act, and therefore there was no 
discrepancy between tho two Acts and no alteration was required in the present 
Bill. On tho other hand the two learned gentlemen opposite (Mr. Ameer AH 
and Baboo Peary Mohun Mookorjee) were of opinion that the expression in 
question in tho Indian Majority Act embraced only minors of whose person 
and property the Court hud actually taken charge in tho exercise of its discre- 
tionai jurisdiction. If so, there was ccituinly some difficulty in reconciling 
tho two Acts ; but then this Council had not the power to clear up the doubt 
by putting an authoritative construction on the words of the Majority Act. 

On tiioso considerations, and giving that weight to the opinion of the law 
officers of Government, who happened to bo agreed, which was officially due to 
them, tho Select Committee had not thought it necessary to introduce any 
provision on this head into tho present Bill. 

'i'ho next point was that the Committee had omitted the proposed section 
55A as unnecessary. It was tho section by which Mu. Dampieb had proposed 
to givo authority to the ('ourt of Words to allow any ward to bring a suit, as if 
that ward were not in charge of the Court. The oonsidoration of this section 
led tho Committee to look somewhat doeply into tho geneiral law, and tho 
result was that it was hold by thoso most competent to give an opinion, that, as 
the law stood, there was no necessity for a specifie provision of the nature of 
tile Olio ho proposed ; cases such as Mu. Daupier had intended to meet were 
already met, Wards of Court, who are not minors, being already under the 
general law conqiotont to institute certain suits independently of the Court of 
Wards, and the managers of their estate. That being the general effect of the 
law, it had not been found necessary to put in any provision to secure it. 

He saw one point looming at a distance, regarding which he might perhaiiq 
have to propose an amendment. It was this. It had been represented that for 
tho purpose of executing a certificate, the manager of a ward’s estate was, under 
the Public Demands Recovery Act, in the position of a plaintiff decree-holder. 
Now, after a certificate had been made for the recovery of a certain sum due to 
tho ward’s estate, and before it was fully executed and satisfied, suppose the 
estate of that ward passed away from the jurisdiction of the Com*t, how was 
that certificate to bo 'Sued out ? Who was then lejmlly competent to take 
such steps as wore necessary to go on executing it r That was a ques- 
tion which luul been raised. He nad in an informal way consulted two 
authorities on tho subjccc ; ono said it was as clear as possible ; the decree 
being made, tho Collector could go on executing it even after the estate had 
passed out of its hands, and the Collector would make over tho amount 
reulixod to the proprietor who had come into possession of the estate. The other 
legal liuiiinary .said it; ivas palpable that tho proprietor in possession of the 
estate was tho successtir in title to the manager, and that, under tho general 
law, he would bo entitled to take such steps as were necessary for executing 
these oortificates. 

This was purely a legal question, and Mr. Darpier did not like to rush 
in where the angels feared to tread, and' he proposed to give the subject 
further consideration and to obtain more furmri opinions before the next 
meeting ot tho Council. 

The Hon’ble Peaky Mobun MooKSiuEBsaid he had the honour of serving on 
tho Select Cyuiimuttee, but he regretted that he could not agree with the leonied 
|{|W officers of tlieLlovernmentor of the majority of thehon^le gentlemen of Ae 
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Ckkmimttee in ihinkingthat tho ^urt ol Wards Act or the IndiatT Majority Act 
gave title Court of Wwds any thing like a prospective jarisdiotion with respect 
to persons who had passed the ago of eighteen years and had not completed 
the age of twenty >000 years. Ho thought tliat the standards of majority, fixed 
by the two enactments, related to classes of persons difierently sitaatod, and 
that they did not conflict with one another ; out as the majority of the gentle* 
nien who formed the Select Committee wore of a contrary opinion, he subscribed 
to the report of the Committee. But nnce signing the report ho had consulted 
the authorites on the subject, and ho had neon confirmed in his opinion by 
the rulings of the highest authorities, he meant of the Privy Council and of a 
full Benim of the High Court. He thought that a person after ho had attained 
the age of eighteen years was beyond the jurisdiction of the Court of Wards. 
He stated this simply because he wished it to be understood that he did not 
subsexibo to the opinion expressed in the 2nd paragraph of the report of the 
Select Committee. 

The Hom'blb Amis Ali said that ns ho had the honour of serving on tho 
Select Committee he might be allowed to say a few w'ords to explain tho dis* 
sent he had recorded. Tho reasons which compelled him to aifier from his 
hon’blo colleagues were contained in his dissent, and he was not going to 
trespass at any length on tho time of tho Council. I lo was sorry to find the 
opinion of the law officers of Government wore against him witli n^forunco to 
tho moaning which waste be attached to tho words “ under tho jurisdiction 
of the Court of Wards ” in section 3 of the Indian Majority Act. They were 
of opinion that these words vested in tho Court of Wards a prospective juris- 
diction, and that consequently there was no conflict between tho provisions of 
Act IX of 1875 and the Court of Wards Act. Tho opinion of the law offioon 
of the Government was entitled to the greatest weight, but he (M a. Amis Ali) 
could not bring himself to agree in the view that tho word “ jurisdiction” in tho 
Indian Majority Act had a different moaning from the word as used in other 
Acts. Ho thought a reference to some of tho authorities mentioned already 
by his hon’blo friend (Baboo Peary Mohun Mookerjeo) would show that in 
every instance in which tho question hud been discussed the term liad boon 
construed to imply an actual and not a prospective and {lossible jurisdiction. 
Ilis hon’ble and learned friend the Legal Itomenibrancor had mentioned to 
him that in section 1 1 of the Court of Wards Act and Act XL of 1858 the 
word was used in the sense which Mr. Allen was inclined to put upon it, but 
a careful examination of the sections referred to by him had confirmed 
Mr. Ameer Ali in his conviction that tho words under tho jurisdiction of the 
Court of Wards ” meant under tho actual jurisdiction or charge of the Court of 
Wards and did not inclndo persons who had attained their majority under 
Act IX of 1876. The analog which was sought to bo drawn from tho 
expression jurisdiction of the civil court ” did not appear to him to be 
correct. The jurisdiction of tho civil court was an actual jurisdiction, exorcised 
with reference to all persons and at all times. Everybody was subject to that 
jurisdiction unless specially exempted, whereas nobody was subject to the 
authority of the Court of Wards unless specially declared to bo so or tho 
charge of his or her property was taken by the Court of Wards. 

The Hom’ble Ksistodas Pai. said, lawyers, like doctors, differed ; bo did 
not profess to be a lawyer, but as a Member of the iSolcct Committee, he took 
a common-sense view of the question raised. 1 f there was a conflict between 
the law of the Indian Council and tho Court of VV'^ards Act, it was not in the 
power of this Council to remedy that conflict. 'I’ho Select Committee had not 
touched tho law one w'ay or another, and had not therefore in any^ way added 
to the difficulties which might be at present experienced. Such being tho cane, 
he thought the paragraph which had been inserted in tho report of the Select 
Committee would not in any way alter the present positirm of things. If tho 
Government, in its executive capacity, thougnt that the two laws ought to be 
reconciled, it should move tho Legislative Council «f tho Govomor-Gencral to 
amend the Majority Act. But in his opinion it waa not competent for this 
Council to do anything in the matter. 

The Hoir*BLK Mr. Bampier said, with reference to remarks which bad just 
been made, that be entirdy agreed with the Hou’ble Member who spoke laett 
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He observed that the Hon’ble and learned Member who spoke fimt said 
more than once that one of the construetions of the Indian Majority Aot was 
held by the majority of the Members of the Select Committee, as well as 
the law officers of Government. Mr. Dampiuk bef^j^d leave to say that he had 
in this matter pinned las official faith on the opinion of the Qovemment law 
officers. 

Ho was satisfied that, whichever of tho two constructions was correct, 
nothiiif^ that this Council was competent to enact would be of practical use. 
Any conclusion which ho might arrive at as to the correct construction must 
thcroforo be a storilo conclusion, leading to no results. Ho had not therefore 
thought it necessary to examine the merits of ilie rival oonstruotions as he 
would have done liad any result depended upon his vote. 

'Fho IIon’uli: Mr. Allbn said, as one of tho Members of tho Select Corn- 
niitiec, and particularly as one of those by whose advice it acted, ho thought it 
right to state why that Committee had doterrainod to tnako no change in the 
Bnl in respect to tho matter under discussion, aud the explanation lay in the 
answer to the quustioti who was a minor under the jurisdiction of the Court 
of Wards. Tho difficulty arose not as to tho meaning of any words in any 
Act passed by this Council, but os to tho moaning of words used in tho Indian 
Majority Act of 1875 which was passed by the Council o£ tho Governor- 
General. Tlio words of section 3 of that Act were — 

** Subjoot OH aforesaid, every minor of whose person or property a guardian has boeii 
or shall bo appointed by any court of justioe, and every minor under the jnrisdiotion ot 
any Court of Wards shall, notwithsiaiiding any tiling contained in the Indian Suooession 
Aot, or in any othoi ouaotment, be doomed to have attained his majority when he shall have 
oumploted his ago of twouty*ono years and not boforo.” 

Tho question was as to tho moaning of tho words under tho jurisdiction of 
any Court of Wards,” Tho learned Advocate-General’s opinion (and the only 
opinion which scotnod to Mr. Allbn the correct opinion) as to the construction of 
these words was that a distinction must bo drawn between tho words under the 
j>urisdictioti of tho Court of Wards” and tho words “under tho charge of tho 
Court of W«irds ” Tho opinion inaintainod by his friends on the opposito side 
appeared to him to depend entirely on tho loose way in which tho word “jurisdic- 
tion ” wan used in this country. Evory person who had any functions to perform 
was said to have a “ jurisdiction,” and thus we heard of a dftk runner’s “ juris- 
iliciion” and a chowkidar’s “jurisdiction,” and other “ jurisdictions ” of a similar 
kind in which the word was used in a most slovonly manner. But tho exact 
meaning of tho word was to Mgnif}', prospectively, a possible control, thus evory 
person was under the jurisdiction of that court which had tho dte/io fum — the 
right of declaring wliat was jm in coses in which ho was concerned ; therefore 
tlio jurisdiction of tho Uouitof Wards must extend to those persons over whoso 
affairs the court had a diriio juns, that is to say all those minors who held entire 
estates paying revenue direct to Government. The qualification therefore was 
that of evory minor zemindar holding an entire estate whether liis property had 
or had not been taken charge of, he was under tho jurisdiction of tho Court of 
Waids: and consequently the Committee could see no conflict between an Act 
of tlio Governoi-Gonoral, which expressly, in tho cose of persons under the juris* 
diction of tho Court, extended tho ago of majority to twenty-one years, and 
an Act of this Council which stated that in the case of those subject to 
the Court of Wards, a minor was a person under twenty-one years of age. 
Tho expression “under tho jurisdiction” occurred in another Act of the 
Goveinor-Gcncral in Council, namely Act XL of 1858 which made provision 
for the custody and protection of tho pi'operty of minors not under the juris- 
diction of the Court of Wards aud who did not hold entire estates paying 
revenue to Government. Section 2 of that Act provided that the care (n 
the persons of all minors ( not under tho protection of tho Court of Wards) 
and the ohargo of their proper^ should be “ subject to the jnrisdiotion od 
the civil court.” Tho expression in tlmt section was olmost identical with 
tho expression in tho Inuiaii Majority Act, but Mr. Allbn never heard 
that tho section was supposed to refer merely to persons whose property had 
been already taken charge of by tho civil court : clearly, it contemplated 
tho possibility of the property being taken charge of the court, and not 
necessarily that it had been actually taken under it. It was not advisable 
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to eatpUla the moaning of tho worda in iqueation bj xoferenoo to an Act of 
tiiia Xi^palature, boeanae it might be said that it was not oompetent for this 
Connoil to amend or explain an expression used in an Act of the Council 
of the Ciovemor-Qeneral. But a case had just been put in his hands 
whioh was relied upon by the hon’ble member opposite as giving the opinion 
of the Privy Coonou to the effect that the age of majority for all minors 
• / T^r»-T x>M 9 « W. Pir^~rr-‘- ** eighteen yours.® Tho point of 

1, L. a. 1 Omi«. the decision ou whicu reliance wus plaeinl appeared 
***■***■ to Mr. Allen not to affect this question at all, 

except in a very remote way, and even there thoir Lordships of the IMvy 
Council drew a distinction and based their decision on tho exprtiss words 
of a Regulation. They said, — 

" The only tenuiniug point was Ihat taken by Mr. Doyne to the effoot that although 
Oovind Chunder maw have been of the age of disorotion aooording to the Hindu law os pre* 
vailing in *** ® minor under the 2nd seotiou of Regulation XXVi of 

1793, and ilm^der the 33rd seotion of the prior Regulation, X of 1793, he oould not moke 
the adoption without the oonseut of his guardian. The last-mentionod enooiraeut pro- 
hibits a disqualifled proprietor from making an adoption, ezoept with tho sanction of tho Court 
of Words, and it has been determined by the sadder court in tho case mtoA—Anuudmoyee 
u n A iiuKt .lift CAowdrani vs. Sheeb Chunder Roy — (1) a case whioh afterwards 
^ m though not on the same point, (2) that the prohibi- 

(S) Swtio . • I • applies equally to on authority to adopt and to on actual 

adoption. But the words of the 38xd seotion of Regulation X of 1793 would soem to 
confine its operation to persons who are under the guaniiansbip of the Court of Words.'* 

This ubjoction was overruled it is true, but tho basis of thoir Lordships’ 
opinion was that section 33 of Regulation X of 1703 limited tito incapacity to 
those who were under the ffua diamlUo of tho Court of Wards, that is to those 
whose property was in charge of the Court of Wards and to whom the Court of 
Wards stood in the place of guardian. Tho judgment went on — 

** And we have the judgment of Mitter, J., to the effect that where a minor is not under 
the Court of Wards but nos attained years of disoretion aooording to tho Hindu law, he is 
capable of executing suoh on instrument as iltis. Rajemlra Nunin, Lakuoree vs. Satoda 

SooHduree Hahee .3). If. then, the ooso actually turned upon 
<S) 16 w. R., sts. point, thoir Lordships* opinion would have boon that 

Oovind Chunder was not incapacitated from executing this instrumout by reason of his not 
having attained the age of eigliteou years.” 

The question was not then, the validity of the adoption, but whctlior a 
disqualified landholder oould execute an instrument giving power to adopt, and 
tjie Privy Council in thinking that he could, relied on tho words of Regulation 
X of 1793 which limited tho prohibition to adopt, to those persons who were 
actually under the guardianship of tho Court of Wards. Tiioro therefore did 
not appear to Mr. Allkn to bo any difficulty as to the meaning of the words 
under the jurisdiction of tho Court” in the Indian Majority Act, and oven 
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if there was, he did not see how this Council could in any way remove tho 
obscurity, unless, indeed, it should declare that eighteen years was to bo the 
age of majority of minors under tho Court of Wards. ^ Rut as ho hud already 
said he dia not think there was any ambiguity in the words of the Indian 
Majority Act, and ho thought it very desirable that tho ago of majority for 
proprietors of estates paying revenue direct to Government should not be 
reduced under twenty-one years. 


AMENDMENT OF THE EXCISE ACT. 

The Hon’ble Mb. Reynolds presented the report of tho Select Connuittoo 
on tho Bill to amend ** The Bengal Excise Act, 1373.” lie said he did not 
propose at this meeting to ask the Council to take the Bill into <;on8idenition. 
He would only mention that ho had since received a communication from which 
he found that the Board were not thoroughly satisfied with the 4th section of 
ihe Bill as it stood, and it was possible that at the next meeting of tho G^uncil 
he should have to propose some amendment of tliat section. 

AMENDMENT OP THE CALCUTTA MUNICIPAL CONSOLIDATION 

ACT. 

The Hon’ble Krirtodas Pal presented the report of tho Select Committee 
on the Bill to amend ** The Calcutta Municipal Consolidation Act, 1376,” and 
in doing so he said the modifications made by tho Select Committco were fully 
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aet forth in the report, and he nhed not ther^ore trouble the CSoulioil mth A 
detailed statement of the alterations made. It had been his miidaltime t6 
differ from his colleagues on some important points, but he would take aii 
opportunity to notice them when the Bill would be brought up lor settlement 
of its clauses. There were, however, one or two points wbum he- might now 
notice. One of the most important objects of the Bill was to give pow er to 
the Commiasionors to take up land for the reclamation of busteos. When he 
applied for leave to introduce the BiU, he endeavoured to explain the jnrocednre 
under which a bustco might be reclaimed by the Corporation under the existing 
law. That procedure, he might say, was two-fold. First, the CommiaaionMi 
were required to serve notice on proprietors of land, ealline upon thmn to earry 
out certain improvements which might be recommended by their Saniiaiy 
Officer ; these proprietors might be required to make roads witbiu bustees for the 
admission of conservancy carts, to introduce drainage and water-supply, to lay 
out huts in proper order, and to make other sanitary . arrangements. If the 
proprietors did not carry out the orders of the Commissioners, they were com- 
petent to carry out such improvements at the expense of the Municipality and 
to recover the expense afterwards from the owner. That was one furo- 
coduro. The other mode of procedure was very much the same, with this 
difference, that the scheme of improvement was not to bo brought into operation 
till tho condemned bustee had been reported upon by two competent mdepen- 
dont medical gentlemen. If tho Health Officer reported a bustee to be parti- 
cularly unhcalthly, and if tho Commissioners thought fit, they might call upon 
two independent medical men to report on the bustee. These gentlemen were 
required to set forth a scheme of improvement which might partially or wholly' 
bo adopted by tho Commissioners, who were competent to require tho owner 
to carry out all the improvemonts they might order. If the owner neglected 
to carry out the improvements, the Commissioners wore competent to carry 
them out and to recover tho cost from the owner. Tho expense might be so 
heavy that, perhaps in some cases, the proprietor of the bustee might not be 
able to meet it. It* had therefore been considered hard to enforce the Act in 
oases in which the owner might be too poor, or might find the' undertaking to 
bo nnremimoratiro. The best course in such cases, he thought, would bo for 
tho Municipality to take up the land and pay proper compensation to the pro- 
prietor. As Baboo Kristodas I*al had mentioned to the Council on the occasion 
ho had referred to, he had pressed this point on the Council when the 
Municipal Act of 1876 was under consideration, so this was not the first- 
time ho ventured to bring tho subject before the Council. At that time 
it was thought that tho extensive powers given to the Commissioners by 
the Act might first bo tried, and if they were found to be insufficient, they 
might be subsequently extended. When introducing tbo Bill, ho read to the 
Council an extract from a letter of the Government, in which Ills Honour 
the present Lieutonant-Govornor recommended that the Commissioners might 
take up land for tho improvement of bustees, and sell or leaso it os they 
thought fit in order to recoup themselves. The Commissioners had also come 
forward with tho same suggestion in a letter to the Council, and accordingly 
provisions hud boon introduced in tho Bill to give the Commissioners the 
necessary powers. The Solt'ct Oommittoo had, however, so hedged in the 
provision us to prevent the Commissioners from arbitnirily exercising the 
power or embarking in lai d speculation. The amended BiU provided that no 
unhealthy area sliotdd bo taken up by the Commissioners unless independent 
medioul testimony was obtained as to the unhealthiuoss of the locality oon- 
cemed. The bustee must bo first reported upon, specially by two competent 
medical meu before it could be included in any scheme of improvement by 
the Commissioners under tho provisions of the Bill ; the Commissioners would- 
then consider tho scheme of improvement i*ecommendcd, and lay it before the 
Lieutenant-Governor for consideration and sanction, and after obtaining sooh 
sancticQi) might take measures to acquire the land. Within two years of the 
acquisition of the land,, tho. Commissioners should either cany out the seheme 
of improvomeut at their own expense or make arrangements for carrying out 
the improvement by other persons. And within five years from the tinie 
the commencement of the improvement, and seven years horn the date of 
purchase of tho land, the Oemmisstoners must sell the land nwiA^t .the titne 
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Iras estscded by spsdAl ordAr Af the Lieatonant-Ooverbpn So itiai 
Cmmaisaioncm wocdd not be (Mtii|>c^iit to hold tho land they might ptktdliaae 
for the profit of die Oorporaiion ; this proviinon of the Bill would hot as a 
ehedc upon the acquisition and improvement of land| for, as fast as tire Com* 
missioners might acquire or improve any land, they would be bound to ssl) it : 
tiiOy must not hold land for the pocnniary bene^ of the Corporation. The 
object, fts he had stated before, was simply to assist the Bfotiicipal Corporation 
in carrying out more effsctually the reclamation of bustees. Tliis provision, 
Baboo Kbistodas Pai. hoped, would be doubly beneficial. In the first plaoo it 
would assist the Commisaioneis in carrying out sanitary improvements; in the 
next place it would help proprietors of buste^, who might not have the moans 
of carrying out improvements of large magnitude ; they would! reoeivo fair ah^ 
snffieient compensation for tho land they possessod, hut which they wefo not 
able to improve. He thought these sections, on tho grounds he mentioned, 
were fair and emiitablo to all parties concerned, and most important from a 
sanitary point of view. 

The next Section to which he would refer ^was the section about drug 
shops. He believed there was no difibrence of opinion on tho point that there 
ought to be some provision for tho proper regulation of shops whoro medicinal 
drugs were exposed for sale. • The Bill provided for tlio proper registration of 
drug shops, next for their proper supervision by the Health Officer trt tho Town, 
and thirdly for tho employnicnt of ccrtificatca compounders for the dispensing 
of mcdtciucs in those sh’op.s. It had been pointed out to him that as the 
section had been worded it would include Indian drugs which wore used for 
the preparation of indigenous medicines, and if certificated compounders 
were insisted upon for the sale of such drugs, it would offer sorious impediment 
to trade and to tho indigenous systoui of medicino. In ordor to meet this 
objection, the Committee had inserted tho words “ drugs recognized in the 
British Pharmacopoeia, not being also articles of ordinary domestic consumption.” 
It, liowever, happened that Indian drugs had been included in tho British 
Pharmacopoeia winch wore not articles of domestic consumption ; other drugs 
were also included which ifrorc used both for domestic consumption and medici- 
nal purposes in this country. It would be very hard if, by any words in this 
soction, the trade in Indian drugs should bo fettered in any way. These 
drugs wore very cheap, they were sold by small druggists, they wero used by 
Indian Kobirajes and Hakeems, and most of them were comparatively innocu- 
ous, and if any obstacle were thrown in tho way of tho sale of such drugs, it 
would be a serious inconvenience to the public. Baboo Kbistodas Pal would 
therefore take tho opportunity, when the clauses of tho Bill would como up for 
considoration, to ask the Council to ’ consider whether some explanation snould 
not be attached to the section which might exclude from its scope drugs which 
might be qsed for indigenous medicine. 

He n^d not notice tho other amendments made by tho Select Committee, 
because they wi re mord or less explained in the report ; he would now 
present the report, leaving the detailed considoration of tho clausos of the Bill 
for tiie next sitting of the Council. 

APPOINTMENT OF A BURIAL BOARD FOR CALCUTTA AND ITS 

SUBURBS. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Mackenzie moved that tho Bill to provide for tho 
appointment of a Burial Board in Calcutta and its Suburbs bo considered 
for settlement in the form recommended by tho Select Committee. Ho had, 
with the permission of tho President, last week, postponed this motion in 
order' to give time for tho receipt of further communications to the circular 
which had been issued. Uo had daring that time received several further 
repUes, and he was happy to say that two of the largest bodies interested — the 
Roman Catholic community ana that of tho Church of England — wore entirely 
satisfied with the provisions of the Hill as they stood. Practically, ho might 
say, that the Non-Conformists, as far as ho baa been able to discover, were mso 
satisfied. One or two suggestions had been thrown out, but ho did not con- 
sider it necessary to make any change in tho substance of the Bill in conse- 
quence (ff those snggestions. As the Bill was worded, there wfts nothing in the 
sect ion providitig for the constitution of a Burial Board to compel^ the Lienfo- 
nant-Govemor to appoint only laymen as additional members ; it was quite 
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open to His Honour to appoint either laymen or clergymen. That met one 
onjeotion which had been taken by his correspondents. Another point was 
thu. It was suggested that Non-Conformist bodies should be allowed to elect 
their own roprosentatires. That, however, appeared hardly practicable, for 
the Government had no definite knowledge of the number of bodies who 
claimed to be represented ; it would be difficult to lay down rules for the con- 
duct of elections, and, on the whole, it would probably be found best that the 
power of appointment bo left with the Lieutenant-Governor, who would 
consider the interests of the loading bodies and choose men who might be 
considered fairly representative. Another suggestion, which had been made, 
was that all the Government burial-grounds should be placed under the Board. 
The intention was that all such burial-grounds should be placed under the 
Board, but the Bill had boon made discretionary, because new burial-grounds 
might be opened out which it might not alwa^'s be convenient to place under 
the Board. Therefore, Mr. Mackenzik tliought that on this point also there 
should bo a discretion left to the Government. The only other suggestion 
which had boon made was as to section 10. Several gentlemen had suggested 
that all private burial-grounds ought to bo brought compulsorily under the 
jurisdiction of the Board. The Government had not heard how such a provi- 
sion would be received by tho proprietary and managing bodies concerned ; 
and hero also Mr. Mackenzie thought it would bo best that tlie Bill should be 
left open. On the whole, therefore, ho did not see any reason to ask the 
Council to make any change ; but in section 3, he would move to insert, after 
** Senior Chaplain of St Johns,’* tho words Chui'ch in Calcutta.” 

The motion was put and agreed to. 

On the motion of tho IIon’ble Mr. Mackenzie the Bill was then passed. 

The Council was adjourned to Saturday, the 2nd April. 


FOAMATION OF CLASSES FOB THE TRAINING OF COMPOUNDERS. 


OSNEHAL ORPABTMKNT-EDUCATION.

Bead the following papers regarding a proposal to establish a class for the 
training of compounders in the medical schools of these provinces •

18M1. 

The rapidly increasing number of Government dispensaries and of private 
shops for the sale of medioines has brought prominently to notice tho want 
of a system of training for the persons employed as compounders in these 
institutions. The only compounders* class in Bongxl is to be found in the 
Mitford College at Dacca, and it is stated that but little benefit: is derived from 
this, as the boys attached to it, as soon as they acquire tho smallest smattering 
of knowledge, quit it for private employment. 

It is clear that some security to the public against the results of ignorance 
and carelessness on the part of the dispensers of drugs and medioines is 
required. The Municipal law of Calcutta is now being amended so as to make 
the employment of certificated compounders compulsory in the druggists’ shorn 
of the town. A similar provision will probably find a place in the Bengal 
Munibipal Act when that also comes under revision. It is incumbent 
upon Government therefore to provide the moans of instruction and training 
for persons intending to practice as compounders. For this reason, and with this 
view, tho Director of Fuhlic Instruction wis requested to frame a scheme for 
the establishment of conipounders' classes in connection with the »ni»d i ^ l 
schools at Sealdab, Dacca, Patna, and Outtack. 
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In onniiiitalaoii iritk thn Bnrgnon-Oounra], tbo Lseutenant-OoTemor it 
now pUftted to direot that oompoundeft* oiataet be opened at tbeee iotU- 
tationt on the following plan 

(1.) Gandidates for admittion to the clastet tbould be from 17 to 20 
yearn of age. 

(2.) They ahonld be able to read and write Bengali welU and should koow 
arithmetio up to the Hule>of-tbree. Their knowledge of English should suihoe to 
enable them to read prescriptions and printed labels and to write labels for medi< 
oinea dispensed. The Middle English and the Middle or Lower Vornaoular 
Soholarthip eertidoates should be aooopted as qualifying candidates for admission ; 
while the elementary knowledge of English re<|uired should be tested by the 
Superintendent of the Sehooi. Candidates having no departmental ourtificates 
should be specially certified by the Inapeotor of Sohools. In ease of appiioa- 
tions being received in excess of the number of vacancies, the preference should 
be given to candidates holding departmental oertifioatos. 

(3.) The course of instruction should consist of practice in the compound- 
ing-room for one year. Candidates should be allowed, if they desire it, to 
attend the regular lectures in Materia Medica and Pharmacy, though the 
Lieutenant-Governor has some doubt as to how fiir such attendance will be ready 
profitable. It would no doubt be useful if somo simple instruction could be 
given to the compounders* class in Materia Medica and the properties of drugs, 
and iSir Ashley Eden would be glad to see some arraugetnonts made, if prao- 
tioable, fur this purpose. 

(4.) On the completion of the course, an examination should be held in 
the reading and writing of prescriptions, and in the com pounding and dispensing 
of medioines; and a certificate signed by the Huperintendont of the School should 
be given to those who pass. Ttiis cortifiente will be recognised as sulfioient for 
the purposes of the Municipal Act. Those who fail may, on tlio special 
recommendation of their teaohei s in each case, be sent back for another three 
or six months* instruction in the subjects of failure, and be subjected at the 
end of that period to further examination. 

(5.) The size of the class should be determined in each case by the 
Superin tendent'of the School according to his estimate of the probable number 
of pupils that can bo efficiently (auglit. 

(6.) At the Sealdnki School the fee payable by each pupil attending the 
compounders’ class will bo lls. 10. Of this sum, the Head Compounder will, in the 
case of each successful candidate for a certificate, reci ive lls. 4. At Futna and 
Dacca fees will be levied at the rate of As. 6 a head from each pupil, of which 
the Head Oouipouuder will got Rs. 2 for each successful candidate. As the 
demand for compounders is said to be limited atCuttack, the Lieutenant-Governor 
does nut see any necessity for creating a supply artificially by tlie payment 
of a stipend ; but in the event of* any candidates presenting themselves, they 
ahould, be admitted to the class on depositing Rs. 4 as caution-money. All 
fees should be paid in advance. 

(7. The fees thus levied will provide remuneration for the Head Compoun- 
ders at each sehooi for the extra duties now imposed on them, and will also 
cover the cost of drugs used in teaching, and the expenses of the examination. 
In tlie case of the Scaldah School, the Ucutonant-Govemor sauuti<ins the 
employment, in addition to the prcbent staff, of an assistant compounder on 
jUs. Ifi per mensem.

RESOLUTION.

A letter No. 182B, dated the 8th March 1881, from the Offlotaiiog Seoretoty to the 
Board of Itoroime, aubmitting the reports of the Opium Agents of Behar and 
Benares for the year 187S>80. 

Tho Lieutonaiit Oovernop regrets again to bo obliged to notice the delay 
vhich lias occurred in the submission of this report by tho Board of Revenue. 
Both the ro)>orts from tho agencies are dated the 30th November, but were 
not forwarded to Government for more than throe months after that date. 
Only once in tho last few years have tho reports reached the Bengal Secretariat 
within three months of their despatch from Ghaziporc and Patna. The Liouten- 
apt-Governor trusts that tho Board will endeavour in future to avoid this 
delay, which cannot really bo necessary for the satisfactory preparation 
of the Board’s covering letter. 

2. Tho following statement shows the cultivation and produce in each 
agency for tho last two years 
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It appears that, while there was a decrease of 20,821 beeghas in the 
area sown for cultivation in tho Behar Agency, tho actual cultivation was 
more than in 1878-70 (when there occurred an extensive failure of crop) by 
45,707 booghas, and the not produce, at a consistence of 70'^, was greater 
by over 12,325 maunds than in 1878-70. The additional area thus put under 
crop lay chiefly in unirrigated tracts, the total unirrigatod area cultivated 
being 123,104 booghas against 81,011 in 1878-79. In the Benares Agency a 
decreoso of 11,100 maunds is apparent in tho net produce, notwithstanding 
the fact that there were 35,(326 beeghas more brought under cultivation, 
and that the area of not cultivation was greater by 42,7 11 beeghas in the year 
under review than in the previous year. 

3. Tho decrease in tho area sown in Behar is said to have been due in 
some parts to sickness among the cultivators and murrain among the cattle, 
and in some to the fact that extensions have been already pushed too far ; but 
generally speaking tho Agent attributes tho falling off to tho disheartening effect 
of two bad seasons, the reduction in the price of the crude drug from Rs. 5 to 
Rs. 4-8 per seer, and the increa-'^iug remuneratiyeness of other crops. Special 
attention is drawn to the fonuidalno rivalry of sugarcane in the region south 
of the •Ganges, consequent on the adoption by both European and native 
manufacturers of a system of advances enabling tne smaller cultivators to grow 
this remunerative crop, which, owing to its occupying the land for the whole 
year, was formerly only taken up by tho more substantial ryots. Tho Govern- 
ment of India has already, on the Lieutenant-Governor’s suggestion, raised the 
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price of crude opium to the old flgute» hot the Agent doubta whether thie 
will enffice to secure extensioiis to really profitable lands or even bring about 
the recovery of such lauds whore already Imt 'Hie Board consider that 
improvements calculated to increase the popularity of the cultivation might be 
made in the present system of advances and i^justoent of accounts, and the 
Lieutenant-Governor will be glad to soo attention given to this matter. He is 
not, however, prepared to accept the view now again put forward by the Board 
that Government should, in oraer to secure such popularity, refrain as a mattor 
of course from rocovering its advances whenever the season turns out to bo un- 
favourable. The assumption made in the report that advances on account of 
sugar cultivation, indigo cultivation, and the like, are not recovered from the 
cultivators when the crop fails rests on no basis of fact. Remissions are no doubt 
made by private capitalists who grant advances, when it appears good policy to 
do so, ana Government is always ready to treat liberally those who tt^o State 
advances when a real necessity for concession exists, but notliing could be 
more demoralizing to the ryots than to encourage the idea that they may take 
advances freely in the certainty that if they fail to work thorn off they will bo as 
a matter of course remitted. The results of the Government orders for recovery 
of those balances of 1877-78, which the Board would have indiscriminatingly 
remitted, prove that no injury is dono by judicious firmness in dealing 
with this question. All needful remissions have been sanctioned, while the 
interests of Government have not been sacrificed. 

4. Jn the Benares Agency every endeavour was made under the orders 
of the Government of India to extend the cultivation, and a not increaso of 
nearly 60,931 beoghas was uhtained over the settlements of the provi«>us year. 
Unfortunately, a severe epidoini<* of fovor broke out, many of the cu]tivatr>rs 
who had taken advances died, and many more were disabled from cultivating 
the amount of land for wliicli they had taken settlement, ^’ho result was that 
the net area cultivated fell short of that settled by 22,807 beoghas. There is, 
however, no reason to anticipate any disinclination to cultivate the poppy in 
these provinces. The crop continues to be popular, and further extensions 
are, under the orders of the Govornmont of India, going on in the current year. 

5. One of tbo main dificrences between the cultivation in Bohar and 
Benares is the largo proportion of unirrigated land in tho former agency. In 
the year under review there were in Uelmr 1,23,104 beeghas unirrigated, while 
in Benares only 10,091 bcoglms came under that category. Tlierc arc large tracts 
north of the Ganges in Bcliar where well-irrigation would, owing t«) the largo 
amount of alkali in the soil and in tho sub-soil water, only servo to destroy tho 
crop. But it seems probable that more might bo done in trio way of well-making 
in tracts where this peculiarity of soil is less marked, ana tho Lieutenant- 
Governor has noted with satisfaction tho results of Mr. Ty tier’s -eflorts to 
encourage the making of permanent wells in the Aligani sub-district. Mr. Tytlor 
deserves great credit for the interest which he has shown in well-irrigation. 
The Agent should, as ho proposes, impress upon district olHcors and fitliors tho 
importance of this matter and sanction advances freely wlioro required. During 
the year only Rs. 11,294 were given in advances for wells in Bcliar. In 
Benares Rs. 9,804 were advanced, most of tho area cultivated being irrigated 
already. 

6. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to observe the promptitude with 
which all officers of the Behar Agency carried out the orders of Government 
for the introduction of maps and registers aftojr tho patturu of those which 
had been previously in use at Benares. 

7. The experiment of issuing minature licenses to each cultivator having 
proved successful in tbo Ghazipore and Faizabad sub-agencies, the Board have 
ordered its extension to the whole of tho Bcnar'cs Agency and to the Gya and 
Aliganj sub-agencies of tlio Behar Agency. The object of the system, as given 
in paragraph 36 of the Board’s report, is as follows: — “ To supply each cultivator 
with an extract from the combined license issued to tho luiiibordar. Each 
cultivator is thus provided with a separate record of his own transactions with 
the agency, and this is equally convenient to tho officers of the department 
when testing measurements, or on any other occasion when enquiries may be 
necessary, which otherwise can bo avoided by tho excuse that the lumberdaj^ 
license and aU, is absent from the village. A farther merit which is claimed 
for this system is that it is a safe check on illicit cultivation under cover of a 
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joint licenae which cannot alwi^A treadilj he checked with the area of tiie 
different ploto under crop/’ The Lieutonant-Oovemor deeiree that it nu^ 
be uotioed in next year’s report, how far the syatem has proved suoeessfid in the 
districts to which it has now been extended. 

8. As regards the weather in the Behar Agency, especially in the * 
districts on the north of the Ganges, the year was very favourable. Antieipa> 
tions which were at one time entertained of a blight were not realised, wid 
the moderate rain which fell in February, though injurious to the manuiaetnre 
of leaves, and causing some reduction in the consistence of the drug, did 
more good than harm by bringing on the plants which, owing to the lateness 
of the rains in the previous year, were in a backward condition In Benares, 
on the other hand, although the season commenced well, the rains in February 
were so heavy as to injure the strength and productiveness of the plants, and 
were followed by unusually oarly hot wiiuis that scorched up the crops of the 
later sowings and reduced the outturn. 

The following table shows the average outturn p«r bcegha in both 
agencies for tlie lost five years 
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The year under review is the first in this period in which tho average 
outturn from Bchur has surpassed that of Boimrcs. Tho dccliuo in the Benares 
average sinco 187o<76 seems to justify the inference that in the desire to 
extend cultivation Inforior land has been taken up. 

0. I'lio total dclivories of opium at tho Patna Factory, taken at 70’’ con> 
sistonce, amounted to mauiids 53,593*23-14, or inaunds 12,325-21-13 over last 
year. From Benares, Patna received maunds 8,073-14-9^ for excise opium 
and lewah. Tho factory made 31,118 chests of provision opium at 74'’ and 75®, 
against 20,780 in 1878-79, and 3,3 18| clicsts of excise opium against 3,297|. 
The deliveries of freopussewah rose fi-om maunds 46-7-24 1878-79 to mauuds 

942-23-04 equivalent to damdatta 1 70®) maunds 323-27-04. The quality of the 
opium was generally good. Maunds 6-4-14 wore confisoatod as adulterated 
tJter being passed by Sub-Deputy Opium Agents as good, against 
maunds 4-34-94 last year. There was a largo increase in ^e number of 
deliveries of opium marked as * suspected’ by tho district offioers, indicating 
greater strictness in examination, and tho quantity on which fines were 
imposed rose from maunds 86-37-15 to maunds 435-29-8. The total quantity 
confiscated was maunds 21*11-3 against maunds 16-4-5 in 1878-79. The Board, 
in paragraph 13 of thoir covering letter, refer to the successful insults of the 
recently sanctioned payment of commission to the headmen and ryots of 
Meiudese villages to .induce thorn to bring in their opium for sale. This is a 
matter that does not, however, properly belong to tho year now under review. 

10. In the Benares Agency tho not outturn at 70®* consistence was 
maunds 45,475-37-0|, or less by maunds 11,160-38-8 than in 1878-70, showing 
a decrease in outturn of 24*54 per cent., although the area under crop was 8*56 
per cent, greater. Thoso results arc attributed ontiiely to tho unfavorable 
weather. The quantity of opium sent in as suspected was maunds 1 16-25-9 
against mauuds 122-5-6 last year. The amount actually confiscated out of this 
was maunds 35-20-3 agaiust mauuds 21-32-18. Fines were imposed on 
655-28-5 agaiust maunds 709-13-8. There was an increase (from 
4-28-54 to maunds 5-3-2) in tho amount of opium passed as good by the 
• )ut-8tations and found at the factory to ^ adulterated. TheJAgent, however, 
believes that m thu most sorious ease the jars had been tampered with in transit. 
'J'ho deliveries of pure pussewah were inaunds 172-18-4 against maunds 8-21-7 
l.tst year. The Agent here believes that the orders saneuoninga eommissimi 
of one rupee per maund for free pussewah brought in had a good effect in 
eiu’ouraging its separation. The Behar authorities, on the other hand, attrilmte 
the larger quantiw delivered in this year to the fimt toat the season was {avon> 
able to tho production of pussewah. It is too soon yet to decide whethw the 
giant of oominission has really done good, and it should 1^ eontinued dunng 
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tiie ovrrent yoar. 1110^ OliasipoVe Factory made 31,851 ohmfs of provision 
opium aiinuiiat 30,176 in 1878o70, and* 177 olicftts of mEciac opium against 
2,008. 'Ine bulk of tiio eakos ranged between 69 50'^ and 7<^ consistence, 
none being lower than 69*60°. 

11 . The total expenditure of the year was Rs. 1 , 00 . 35 , in Debar 
^i^inat Rs. 83,42,002 in 1878-79 ; and in Benares Rs 92.73,815 against 
Bs. 1,13,52,285. 

12. The progress made in the collection of tbo outstanding balanoos in 
Behar is extremely satisfactory. The balanoes of 1877*78 or iji^inaUy amountud 
to Rh. 0,40,052. These were reduced by the end of 1878*70 to Us 2,13,100. 
Of this sum, Rs. 16,403 have been remitted under the orders of Govern* 
ment ; the remainder, with the exception of Rs. 3,383, which it is e\po(*tu<l 
will shortly be realized, has been recovered. Rs. 9, 537, outstanding from 
1878-79 are in process of realization, and the balanc»> of the year under review 
amounts to Rs. 10,914 only. (.)f this sum Hs. 10,550 are duo from the 
Monghyr Agency, whore the crop siitforod much from hail-stonns In Benares the 
Agent aniioipatos *h.it about half the outstanding balances, amouii'irig to some 
Rs. 30,000, will be realized. The Lieutimant-Govornor approvt's of the instruc- 
tions given by the Board to the Agent with rcgirdtotho recovery of these 
balaneos. 

13. Tlio t ibles given do not show the total numher of cases of smuggling 
detect'd during tho year. Tho numbor of |>rt)s(‘eutions instituted in tlin 
Benares Agency is given as 355, in 700 of whn*h convictions wore obtained 
The amount realized as fines was Rs. 1.3.J0S-3-(>, and that given in rowanls 
lls. 15,050-12-9. These numbers are throughout below tho-io of tijo previous 
year. In Behar it isHt.iied that 45 eases of opium-Htnuggbng W(‘i*o success- 
fully prosi cut ed, in Avliich tho olfeuders belonged to tho Patna Divihion. 
Of tho 69 pel sous concerned in these «*Jises, 41 were imprisoned, and were 
under the htanding oidcm of Oovennnotit brought to Bankipure .Tml, m 
order that they might b«- identified Tho Agent, however, reports that in' (he 
majority of cises the prisoners evaded recognition by giving fils* names 
ami addresses. Tho Board are o( opinion tint tliore must have b<*(*ii 
some want of zed or intelligynco in working out the planet iJuui (ic.it ion 
The subject is one of some importance, and tho Lieutonunt-Oovernor would 
wish to have a spociil report as to tho system now pursued, with such siiggen- 
tions for its improvement as may occur to the* Hoard and tho Agent. 801110 
explanation of the extraordinary diflorenco in tho number of cahe>, reported in 
tho two agencies is also called t )r It appears doubiful whether tho figures 
for Behar are complete. N'o tabular stateruont of opium cases is given as in 
the Benares report. 

14. Tho report by the Principal Assistant of tho Behar Agency, on tho 
work of the Patna Factory ami Hie impiovemonts ell'ccted theri* in the <*«mrs'* 
of tho year, has been read with great interest. Dr. shepherd d« M‘rv«*H tho 
cordiaL thanks of Government for the munerous and important itiiprovi meiiis 
effected in the factory arrangements. It is ho]>od that tho uieusiires 
adopted by him for tho c.ueful 8 uj*ervisiou of caka-m.ikiiig and r>ft<‘king will 
do something towards roinoving tho causo of the oinplainis now made in 
China of the defective condition of the Behar opium on unival tlure. Tho 
whole question of packing and storing provision opium has, however, rocontly 
been exhaustively dealt with by (iovcrnm.'iit on the rcjirirt of tho .Special 
Committee appointed to consider tho matter, and tho eiders of the Govern- 
ment of India on the subject are now under i-oue. 

15. No now chests have boon tarnc I o'lt by tho Patna saw-mill during 
the year under review. Tliis is ascribed to the largo amount of alter itious 
and rcp.airB necessary to bring the old chests into oonferniity wiih ih< 
presertoed specification, and to tho non recoijit of dovetail 1 ig machinery 
iit>m England BIr. Girling, tho Suporintf ndont of tho Saw-null, has agam 
rendered good service in improving the luacliincry for preparing an I fitting the 
chests and in conducting the ojiorations of liis depariniunl. 

16. From the 8 tatemei.t(F 1 in tho appendix, it appears that 28,‘2b6 r hosts 
of Patna-made opium were sold during the year at an aver igo per chr*^* of 
Bs. 1,361-0-7 against Rs. 1.188-11-7 in the previous year, tho average cost p» r 
chest being Hs. d 0 o-ll*l against Bs. 251*15*5. Of licuares opium 21,851 ciiosts 
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were Kent to\Ke PreRidoncy, but the resulte of sal«K are not ([ivra. The aVera^ 
coKt of each chest was Rs 850*5*1 Oa^inst Rs. 856*3*0. The attention of the 
Board is invited to the remarks on the incompleteaesK of the annual Btsfeements 
oin))odied in the Resolution on the Report fur 1876*77, and to'tbe inBtruotions 
contained in Government order No. 066T, dated the 36th Jane *878, aa to the 
mode of exhibiting the results of sales, and giving uniform statistics for the two 
agencies, 'fhe reports still leave something to li« desired in this respect.^ 

17. The thanks of Government are duo to both the Agents for the intelli* 
gent supervision exoroised over their respective charges. Mr. Carnac has 
been particularly r.ealoos in giving effect to the orders m the Government of 
India regarding tli<' oxtonsiun of cultivation in his Agency The Lieutenant- 
Oovomor also notices with satisfaction the comntendntion bestowed by the 
Board and by the Apisnta on the work done hy Drs. Shepherd and Durant. 
The last paragraph of the Hoard’s letter will bo forwarded to the Appointment 
Department of tiiis office for information.

With the sanctit'U of the Uovcrnor-Ceneral of India in ('oniicil, it is hereby declared 
that the Port of Dhamra (Chainlhalty), us now defined,!* subject to the pruvUuma of 
section 38 of Act Xll of 1875.

By a notification of the Cth December 1875, it waa declared that a port due should be 
levied in the Port of Dhamra at a uniform rate of aix aunaa per hinulrtnl mannds upon every 
aea-guitig vessel of the burden of three hundred niauuda and upwards which slionld enter 
the said port.

4. All vessels anchored in the port shall exhibit b tween sunset and sunrise, where it 
nan best be seen, but at a height not exceeding 20 feet almve the hull of the vessel, a white 
light in a globular lantern of eight inches in diameter, and so exmstructed a* to show a clear, 
uniform, and unbroken light, visible all round the horizon, and at a distance of at let at 
one mile. 

5. All coasting vessels, cargo-boats, bhors, and bndgerows, when under weigh after 
dark within the limita of the port, shall carry a white light iu a lantern in the forepart of 
the vessel where it can be distinctly seen. 

6. Masters of vessels entering the river, ahonld bavo a stream anchor over the Htcrn 

with a good stoot hawser attached, for the purpose of anchoring the vessel by the stem 
it there ahonld not be swinging room. * 

7. Masters of vessels who may have arrived ofi' Dhamrmh without bc<tig able to procure 
a pilot shall aaehor abreast the Damrah Custom House in mid>cbaituel and shall Uiere await 
a pilot, communicating for tbatspu^pose, if necessary, with the Port Officer at Chaudbally. 
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8. MaRten of «ailin)t; TeMReti, on taking on board a natiTe pitdt, abaQ not give up the 
entire command^ bat. while the pilot ia looking after the ateeriog, ahsll attend to the trim- 
ming and aetting of their aaila, and ahall nave the crew properly atationcd, and everything in 
good working order. 

0. The Port Oflieor ahall Kimaelf peraonally pilot out to tea all veaaela leaving the 
port with a draught exceeding 15 feet, unleaa prevented by phyaical incapacity, and no 
maater of a veaael drawing more than 15 feet ahall place hia veaael in charge of a native pilot 
without firat applying to the Port Officer. 

10. No paiweDger or other boat, and no catamaran, ahall ply for hire within the limita 
of the port unleaa Iireiiaed ao to do by the Port Officer. The Port Officer, before granting 
any auch licenae, ahull aatiafy himself that the boat ia aafe, and the licenae ahall in all caaea 
apccify the minimum numlicr of the crew to be carried, and the maximum number of paa- 
aengcra and amount of b iggagc or goods to be allowed on each boat. The licenae ahall be 
in force for one year from date, and the nnmber of the license ahall be painted in a conapi- 
cuona manner on the bnw of each iioat. Nothing in thia rule ahall be held to apply to oargo- 
boata tioenaed in accordance with any mien paaaed under the Cuatoms Act.
